Thp British Admiralty has given notice (No 271 of 1899) that the Master of the S S 
Teuktehm a Mara reports having passed close to the assigned position of Boudrouet rocks off 
the east coast of Formosa without seeing any indication of their existence, though a careful 
look out at the masthead was kept for them 

These rooks were originally reported in December 1864 by M Boudrouet, of the French 
ship Bobur, who described them as a group of rooks about 20 metres high, perpendicular on 
all sides and distant about 4 or c miles they do not appear to have been seen since 

In 1898, the Captam of H 1 M Austrian ship Frundeberg reported tlut his vessel 
(approaching from the south westward) passed at about 5 miles from the reputed positioa of 
these rooks without seeing them, but at the same time he saw, dipping on the horuon, Xurmi 
island, wboh appeared like a scattered group of small rooks It is pro^ble that 
M Boudrouet saw Kurmi island a long way off appeanng like rocks, that a ram squall hid 
it for a time whilst he was sailing toworas it, and that when he next saw Kuimi island he 
recognised it 

The abuve reports are considered sufficient to justify the behef that Boudrouet roidu do 
not exist they have therefore been erased from the Charts

TheR^ortof theRo3^B^io Garden, Oaloutto, for the year 1897 98, with the 

The weather during the year was more normal than that of tho pre 
ceding two yeare The show of orchids regained its old standard of eicol 
lence, though, owing to the reduction m the stock caused by tho unfavourable 
weather of several successive seasons of drought, and tho increasing difficulty 
in replace losses from forests which have lately been too thoroughly exploited 
the actual number of plants m the conservatories was considerably smaller 
than in past years During the year the gardens were impiovcd by extensive 

repairs to the nver bank and repairs to tho Roxburgh Avenue were also taken 

in hand 

2 Especial attention was, as usual, given to tho cultivation and distribu 
tion of plwts of economic value In connection with the question of rubber and 
guttapercha, it has been ascertained, after examination of the milky juice 
OT species of oideroxylon belonging to the natural family Sapotace'o, that, though 
tuew species do not yield a true rubber, tho material obtained from them 
nigbt pre^e capable of being utihzed for the vanous purposes for which gutta 
peronaor India rubber u now employed An interesting introduction to Iniitfl 
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during tbe year was Polygala butyracea, an African species, which yields 
an excellent vegetable oil The cultivation and the identification of living 
plants yielding Indian products of hitherto doubtful ongin, to which subject a 
reference was made in the last year’s Resolution, were continued during the 
year with good results 

3 The collection in the Herbarium was increased by 10,672 specimens, 
the chief donors being Sir W Thuelton Dyer, Director of the Royal Gardens, 
Eew, the Director, Rijk’s Herbanum, Leiden, Mr Heer Buysmann, of 
Middleburg, Holland, Mr Medley Wood, Natal , Professor Schinz, of Zunch, 
and Mr Herr Schlecheter, Berlin CoUe^ions of Australian and Swiss plants 
wore received respectively from the Government Botanist, Melbourne, and the 
Director of the Cantonal Museum, Fribourg, while collections of plants from the 
Eastern and Southern United States and from Mexico were acquired by purchase 
A very fine collection of Chmese plants was contributed by Dr A Henry and 
another fine collection of specimens from the Malay Peninsula and Borneo 
was forwarded by the Director of the Botamcal Gardens, Singapore From 
India, valuable contributions were made by Dr A G Bourne, Madras, 
Mr T F Bourdillou, Travancore, Mr G M Woodrow, Poona, Captain 
C J Milno, All Masjid, Mr Duthie, Director of the Botanical Depart 
ment. Northern India, and Mi J S Gamble, Director of the Imperial 
Forest School, Dehra Dun Mr R Pantling contributed to the Herbarium a 
large collection of Sikkim orchids, and a very valuable collection of mosses 
from Coorg was obtained from Dr T L Walker, of the Geological Survey 
Interesting collections were made by native* collectors in Assam, Burma, 
the Andamans and the Nicobars , while collections were also made during the 
year m Western Bengal by Lieutenant Gage, and in the Andamans and the 
Nilgins by Major Pram The number of named specimens distnbuted to other 
Herbaria was 7,18 > 

4 Tbe decrease m the number of plants distnbuted is due to tbe large 
demand of two years ago for rhea plants having now been satisfied, and the 
satisfactory increase in the number of seeds distributed is doe to the fact that it 
has lately become possible tp obtain collections from Sikkim of seeds of Alpine 
species which were till recently unobtainable 

5 The Llo\ d Botamc Garden at Darjeeling, which was in charge of 
Mr W A Kennedy, 8u£leTed*^rcatly from the heavy snowfall which took placo 
m tbe latter part of January 1899 Considerable damage was done to many of 
the exotic trees, but the actual deaths were fortunately very few A portion of 
the ground which was formerly known as the Municipal vegetable garden, 
was transferred to the Eden Sanitanum, and has been included m the grounds 
of the Lloyd Botanic Garden

The weather of the past Tear has been more nearly noimul than that of 
the two preceding seasons, ana the bad effects of scanty rainfall detailed m 
three successive reports do not on this occasion have to bo recorded 1 he show 
of orchids this season regained its old standard of excellence, although the actual 
number of ^ants in the conservatories was considerably smaller wan in years 
gone by This was due to the redaction in the stock oi plants caused by the 
unfavourable weather of several successive seasons of diought At the same 
tune, it is becomwg year by year moie difficult to replace bv fresh collections 
those plants that succumb, owmg to the reckless way in woich the forests of 
Sikkim, Assam and Burma We been denuded of their orchids by umntelligent 
collectors, and it is found that a depleted stock is now only to be made up with 
great difficulty and at a considerable outlay The chief improvements effected 
during the year consisted of rather extensive repairs to the river bank from 
the pumping engme station westwards Towards the end of the yeai the 
Roxburgh Avenue, which was urgently m need ot thoiough repair, was taken in 
hand, and it was found possible before the close of the official year to practically 
complete the necessary earthwork The want of the requisite funds made 
It impossible to metal the road within the year under review , this will be done 
dunng the ensuing rainy season 

2 Economic plank ^Especial attention was as usual given to plants of 
economic importance, numbers of rhea, rubbei and other useful plants being 
freely distributed In conneetton with the question of rubber and gutta 
percha samples of the milky juice ot species of l^taerozf/lon belonging to the 
natural family &apolacew were sent for examination to Professor Duustan of 
the Imperial Institute, London It is possible that, though these species do 
not yield a true rubber, the matenal obtained from them, which moie closely 
resembles guttapercha than India rubber, may prove capable of bting utilir 
ed for various purposes for which it »s at present necessary to employ gutta 
percha or India rubber An interesting introduction to India during the year 
was Polugah hutgracea, an Af ican spemes which yields an excellent vegetabh 
oil For the gift of a supply of its sepd thanks are due to Professor E Heckcl 
of the Colonial Museum, Marseilles, who has made a careful study of the jilunt 
and its product The cultivation and, on thoir coming into dower and truit, 
the identification of living plants yicldmg Indian products of hitherto doubtful 
ongm, on behalf of the Reporter on Economic Products with the Government of 
India and on behalf of the Central Indigenous Drugs Committee, have been 
contmued with good results throughout the year Dunng the year samples of 
sugarcane affected by disease were submitted for examination from various 
mrts of the Madras Presidency and from almost every district in the Lower 
Provinces The reports on these vanous samples are in the bands of the officers 
m charge of the Agricultural Departments of these provinces 

3 Herhanvm — The work of this Department was earned on as usual during 
the year , the number of named specimens distributed to other Herbaria was 
7,185 The work of distribution was considerably interfered with, owing to my 
having to labour single handed till 20th June 1898, when Lieutenant Gage took 
over charge of the post and duties of Curator of the Herbarium, and again 
owing to my absence on deputation from 6th January 1899 till 20th February 
1899 The number of specimene contributed reached 10,672, many of the 
collections received being of special interest and value From Sir W I hiselton 
Dyer, Director of the Royal Gardens, Kew, the Director, Rijk’s Herbarium, 
Leiden and Heer Buysmaun of Middleburg, Holland, interesting general col 
lections were received A collection of Australian plants was sent by the Gov 
emment Botanist, Melbourne Three American collections, from the Eastern 
and Southern United States respectivoly and from Mexico, were acquired by 
purchase, whde small collections of North American plants were presented by 
the Umted States National Museum, Washington, and by l^rofessor Fowler of 
Kxugston, Ontanot Mr Medley Wood of Dur^n, Professor Solimz ot Zurich, 
and Herr Schlechter of Berlm, formerly of Cape Town, presented three mterest* 
mg setsof Soa& Afncaa (daots A very fioe collection of Swiss plants was present 
ed by the Director of the Cantonal Museum, Fnbourg The chief Asiatic acquisi* 
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tionB wore a laigo and very fine collection of Chinese plants made by Dr A 
Henry, bsumao, and a smaller one from the same country sent by Captain 
Pottingor, u A , a fine collection of specimens from the Malay Pemnsula and 
Borneo was also foi warded by the Director of the Botamcal Gardens, Singapore 

1 bo principal Indian contnbutions were a large collection of Sikkim oichids 
received from Mr K Pauthng in order to complete the authentic sets of Sikkim 
orchids distributed last year , also a very valuable collection of mosses from 
Coorg made by Di T L Walker of the Geological Survey This latter col 
lection forms the subject of a special report by Dr V F Brotherus of Helsingfors 
which 18 now being published in the Recoil of tho Botanical Survey of India 
Valuable contnbutions to the Herbanum were also made by Dr A G Bourne 
and Mr T F Itourdillon from tho Pdney Hills and Travancore , by Mr G 
M Woodrow from Poona , by Captain C J Milne from Ah Masjid , by Mr 
J F Duthie Director of the Botanical Department, Northern India, and Mr 
J S Gamble, Director of tho Imperial J orost School, Dehra Dun, from tho 
N W Himalaya , by Mr G A Gammie, from Sikkim Interesting collections 
wore made by native collectors m AMsaro, Burma, the Andamans and the Nico 
bars , while collections were also made during the year in Western Bengal by 
Lieutenant Gage, and in tho Andamans and the Nilgiris by myself Thanks are 
due to 7 h Se verm, Fsq , of Tingali Bam, who has kindly supervised the work of 
a native collector in tho Jaboka Naga Hills , to Lieutenant Cruddas, s c , who gave 
gi eat assistance in the early part ofthe year to a native collector working in the 
Kachin Hills, and to L H Man, Lsq , c i E , who kindly directs the work of a 
nativ( collectoi in tho Andamans and Nicob^rs Captain A R S Anderson, 
1 M s , ot Her Majesty’s Indian Marine S S Investigator^ has also kindly heljied 
the Garden by taking a native collector with him during the time that tho 
Iniesiiyator was engaged in a survey of the coasts of North Andaman 

Lotnnical Publications— 'I he chief publications of the year have been 
Desiitptwns of Some Nm Plants from the North Eastern Frontiers of India, by 
Sir G King and myself, published in the Journal of the Asiatic boeiety of 
Bengal A Note on the Botany of the Kaehin Uills North Fast ofMyitkyina, 
by Captain Pottingci, ba, and myself, published in the Reeotds of the 
Botanieal Survey of India, On three new genet a from the Eaehin Hills, by myself, 
published in Scientific Memoirs by Medical Ofikeri of the Army of India, and 
An account of Corydalis Persica, by myself, published in the Bulletin de V 
herbier Bomier 

') Librarg —The usual penodicols were added, and a number of books 
obtained, jiartly by purchase, partly m exchange ioi tho Annals of the Garden 
iho libiary is steadily increasing in size, and it will bo necessary to add 
considerably to the number of cabinets in which the books are placed 

0 Interchange of plants and seeds — The details of tho receijits and issues of 
plants and seeds during tho year are fully given in Appendices I — IV The 
tuithcr tall in the number ot plants distributed as comjiarod with 1897 98 
(dl,8h7 in place of 16,885) is due to the some cause as the fall noticed last 
jear— a smaller demand for plants of rhea, less because of the renewed 
intciost in this plant, which was noted in the repoit for 1896 97, having again 
died out, than because thoso who wish to grow tho mop aie now jwovided with 
a sufficiency of plants 

The number of packets of seeds received during tho year was 1,161, 
jnaetically the same as lust year The number distributed was, however, 
cuusideiably increased (5,794 in place of 2,177) This satisfactory result is 
largely due to its having become possible to induce native collectors to again 
visit the higher vallej 8 of independent Sikkim in searih of seeds of Alpme 
species, which aro highly valued in Europe and America, but which it has been 
imjiossibk to obtain since tho tune of tho Sikkim Expedition 

7 Llyod Botanic Garden— HhQ proposal to transfer a portion of tho 
ground formerly known as tho municipal vegetable garden to the Eden Sam 
tarium, mentioned, in tho last annual report, has been earned into effect, and 
the amended boundary line between this patch and the Eden Samtarium 
grounds has been duly indicated by boundary pillars Fencing fur the 
patch has been provided and to a large extent erected, and the laymg out 
ot the ground, so as to bnng it into conformity witn tho Lloyd Garden 
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proper, la being actively proeeeded with The heavy snowfall which took 
place m tbe latter part of January 1899 did a considerable amount of damage 
to many of the exotic trees, their branches being broken by the weight of 
the snow Fortunately, however, there are fewer actual deaths to record, as 
the result of the bitter weather, than might have been anticipated ^ 

8 The budget allotmenlM of money both for the Royal Botanic Garden 
and for the Lloyd Botanic Garden have Iroen fully spent The proceeds of 
sales of surplus plants and books, amounting to Rs 805 10 6 for the Calcutta 
Garden and to Ks 954 2 for the Lloyd Garden, were as usual paid into the 
Howrah and the Darjeeling treasuries respectively 

9 The post of Curator of the Herbarium, which was vaoent at the 
commencement of the official year, was filled on 20th June by Lieutenant 
A T Gage, i m s , who on that date took over charge Mr Gage is an 
enthusiastic botanist, who has been excellently trained and has discharged 
the duties of his post efficiently Mr H J Davies, Assistant Curator of the 
Royal Botanic Garden, who was acting as Curator of the Garden at the 
commencement of the year was transferred to Allahabad on 6th August 1898, 
and his place as Acting Curator was taken by Mr A C Hartless, third 
assistant. Government Cinchona Plantation, from that date till 9th November 
1898, when Mr G T Lane, who had been on furlough to Furope for oight 
months, resumed charge of the post On the transfer of Mr Davies to the 
Northwest Provinces the vacant post of Assistant Curatoi was filled by 
the appomtment thereto of Mr G H Cave, fourth assistant. Government 
Cinchona Plantation This transfer called for the immediate posting of the 
new probationer gardener, Mf 0 T Hemsley, who reported his arrival on 
13th October 1898 to the Government Cinchona Plantation as fourth assis 
tant and necessitated the engagement of another probationer gardener in 
his place The new probationer gardener, Mr A £ P Qriessen, reported 
his arnval on 11th January 1899 Besides Mr Lane, who was, as above 
indicated, absent on furlough from the commencement of the ofiicial viar 
till 9th November 1898, Mi Cave availed himself of privilege leave from 
10th March 1899 till 23rd March 1899, and I was myself absent on dopu 
tation from 6th January till 20th February Mr W A Kennedy has been in 
charge of the Lloyd Botanic Garden throughout the year The office of 
the Botanic Garden has been under the charge of Babu G C Dutta

The Governoi General in Council, after considering the recommondationB 
of tho Conference, and after conespondence with the becretary of State, 
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dcteimined, before enunciating finally the pnnciplefl or policy to be adopted, 
to give Local Governments the opportunity of fully examining the viiiious 
subjects dealt with by the Conference, and with a view to affording them 
every facility m their investigation, deputed Sir b dward Buck to attend a 
series of Provincial Conferences and explain the various issues undei discussion 
and the different methods proposed or adopted in other provinces It was 
explained that the Government of India behoved that “ gi eater success was 
to be expected fiom makmg instruction in the rudiments of agriculture pait 
and parcel of the pnmary system of instruction in the country than fiom 
teaching it as a subject apart from ^he general educational programme, and 
that such general enlightenment and intellectual expansion of the agiicultmal 
classes, as would enable them to peiceivo for themselves the small rciorms 
which are within their means and oppoituiuties would be more likely to 
produce substantial results than spei lal instruction in particular agrn ultural 
processes ” It followed therefore that the oducational question which was 
given to each Province to answer was not raeicly how to adapt education to 
the training of agriculturists, but how the plan of instruction should bo so 
fashioned as to piomote in the pupils taught the powoi of assimilating easily 
any kind of technical insti action 

2 1 his phase of the question was discussed at the meeting of tno Bengal 

Provincial Conference held on the 6th of January and it was suggcstul 
that the course of science in primary and middle schools should bo leconsi 
dcied and so graduated as to include at diffiicnt stages brand cs of the 
elements of agriculture, caie beiug taken to exclude woids and ideas of whuh 
the pupils could have no understanding Lffcct was to be given to this 
resolution by airanging for the introduction of a compulsoiy course of 
Elementary, Physical and Natural bcience, including Zoology, illustrated as 
far as piaoticuble by object lessons, and the Directoi of Public Instiuction was 
asked to report how ho proposed to give effect to these suggestions I his he 
did m August 1897, and in March 1898 an impetus to the establishment of 
Agncultuial education was givtn by the opening of the Agiicultural clashes at 
tho Sibpur bngiuoering Colhgo Ihis was, however, only a scheme fora 
“Higher Agricultural Education” and still left the pupils of the voinaiulai 
schools unprovided for, and in August 1898 tiu Lieutenant Govcrnoi called 
for proposals of a widci nature with a view to tho introduction of a system 
of veinaculai education designed more to develop the minds of the boys than 
to practice and strengthen their memonos , and after indicating the points for

The changes recommended are changes which are of tho most vital 
importance to the interests of education in Bengal, and bcfoie taking any action 
on the proposals mado by the Committee, tho Lieutenant Governor considers it 
to be advisable to publish their report foi general information, and invites 
any who may desire to do so to submit to Government on or before the Ist of

The view that the general principles on which the Committee base their 
recommendations to Government are such as will stimulate the mtelhgence of the 
scholars and lead to the material progress of the people of this Province, finds 
support from the success which has attended the introduction of modern methods 
and subjects of education m the Central Provinces It would appear from 
Mr Pedler’s report that the first beginning was made in 1880, and though tho 
progress made has been gradual, Drill, Drawing, Agricultural toacluno, Physical 
science. Kindergarten, and Object lesson teaching are all now recognised 
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features of the education given in veinacular schools m the Contral Provinoes 
The inci eased interest with which the pupils accept the training provided for 
them has been manifest, and the result has been most beneficial both iin the 
higher development of the intelligence of the pupils and m their discipline in 
school Manual tiainmg was also introduced, and before it was omitted from 
the course of instruction (for reasons which Mr Pedler bblievcs to have been 
somewhat prematurely accepted), it had been sufficiently clearly demonstrated 
that its intioduction in vernacular schools was not only possible, but suitable 
Such statistics as are available on the subject go to corroborate the conclusion 
drawn by the Director fiom the numerous careful enquiries he made that the 
modern system can be introduced at no increaso of cost to the State, and it is 
not on unsatisfactory feature of the Committee’s proposals that the books the 
scholars would have to buy are cheaper than those of the present cumculum 
Since the report of the Committee was received, the Lieutenant Governor 

has had brought to his notice the Final 
Report of the Commissioners* appointed 
to consider Manual and Practii.al Instruc 
tion in Primary Schools under the Board 
of National Education in Ireland Part I 
of tins work, which represents the conti 
nuous labour of two years and is based 
upon the evidence of the leading author 
ities in Great Britain, Sweden, Denmark, 
Germanyy hram^c, Switzerland, and Hoi 
land, is printed as an Appendix to this Resolution , and there could scarcely 
be a higher tnbuto to the thoroughness and abihty which the Bengal Committee 
have brought to bear on the work entrusted to then charge than the close 
coirespondenco between their conclusions and those of the Irish Commission

REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO REVISE THE SUBJECTS 
AND TEXT BOOKS USED IN VEENAOULAR EDUCATION IN BENGAL 


In obodionoe to the orders contained m the Government of Bengal s letter Agrioulture 
No 2679 dated Oaloutta, 12th August 1898, from M Finuoaue, Esq , c s i Sooretary in 
the General Department, to A Pedler, Esq , v h s , Officiating Director of Publio Instruc 
tion Beugal, the members of the Oommitteo therem named navo the honour to submit the 
following report — 

The Committee consider that the orders in the Government letter have required them 
to submit proposals for remodellmg prootically the whole scheme of vernaoular oduoation in 
Bengal, especially with regard to tho subjects which arc taught m various classes of vtrnaou 
lar schools and the manner m which mstruction is given 

It is, ludood, pointed out m paragraph 6 of that letter that the mtroduotion of the study 
of Buoh branohes as Agnoulture. Natural History Sam^ation and Physios as compulsory 
subjects into vernaoular sohools, wnioh is one of the prmoij^al orders m the letter wiU itself 
involve the question of the methods by which snob mstruotion should be given It is also an 
mstruotion to the Oommittee (paragraph 5) that the aim in makmg alterations in the present 
system of education should be ‘more to develop the minds of the boys than to strengthen 
their memones The object in view is the trainmg of tho powers of observation and the 
development of the powers of hand and aja ’* And oga n in paragraph 6 it is stated " The 
Lieutenant Governor is further of opinion that elemeutoiy drawing should form a subjeot 
of mstruotion in all primary sohools ’ 

The Committee have therefore, in their proposals made suggestions for revising on 
modern lines tho General oumoulum of the vernaoular sohools of all grades from the infant 
stage up to and including the middle vernaoular stage 

2 Working on the pnnoiple that the development of the eduoationid straotnre is very 
Ph p erant ayittm Considerably dependent on tho nature of its foundations, the 

Oonmuttee first earnestly oonsidered whether the instmohon 
which 18 now given in lower pnmary sohools u of tho type which is desired* and whether 
suob education is not easily capable of being improved The first stage of the present 
instruction in Aj/ahih is for the children to be made to sif os still as they can, anything 
like activity being st^ly repressed, while they have to repeat hour after hour oranary 
multiphoahon and other tables lor the porpose of committing them to memory A more 
unnatural method of commencing the tmining of a ohild can hardly be imagmed Speakmg 

S enerally, the lowest class of a lower pnmuy sonool now works for about seven hours a 
ay, of whioh one hour is given to learning the letters of the ^phabet, etc , and one hour to 
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uMtrnotton m vntmg, irhile the Knuumng h<mn (6 hottn a day) are devoted entirely to the 
repetiton of antJuneboal tablei and the levinon of dd leseoas. In the next higher oloss the 
le^th of tune devoted to reading and nritu^ remaina the aame, but rather less tune is 
devoted to rewtitum of tables and revisbn of dd leasona^ while European an^ Native 
hnthmetio and Ifensniation (after the Native system) are here oommenoed In the next 
h^er, or the lower primary olaae moat of the enbjede remain as before, except that the 
r^iehtion of multiptioation tables is ^pped, while the reading of manuscript and a httle 
Smntaifion aretsiaghf 

3 Looking at Gas programme of work it can be seen bow httle the present system of 
, . . ^ . education conforms to the pnnmplee formulated m the 

chSmT* ^ ptopowd Qo^eroment lettw, winch lavs down in precise terms that the 

education required is intended " more to develop the inmds

Hence it IS (dear that the otden of Government can only be earned ont bymakmga 
drastio change m both methods and enbjeots, even from the very lowest or the in&nt stage 
of education

activity in certain well>defined directions by the teachers

The teachers should pay irtoial regard to the love of movement which can 
alone secure healthy physioal conditions, to the observant use of the organs 
(rf sense specially those of nght and touch and to that eager desire of 
questionmg whion intelligent ohildren exhibit All these should be 
encouragw, under due hmimtions, and shonld be developed nmultoneously, 
so that each atage of ddt’elopment may be complete m itself 

5 TKie pnnciplea which are here enunciated can, in the opimon of the Committee, only 

bo fulfilled by the mtrodnotion of the methods onginally 
Kindergtttra forward by broebel, which are now known under the 

name of Kindergarten training The principles which underlie this system are well known 
By Kindergarten children aie trained and not taught, in the ordmary aoceptation of the 
wcvd They are trained so os to arouse a denre to be something, to do sommhing, and to 
know nftmotliing The children are enoouraged to feel that each one possesses a oertam amount 
of innate power and eapaoity, the gradual development of which d^nds on the individual a 
own activity They ore led to see that ^ea, cars, and hands all help in the aoqmrmg of 
knowle^, aud tbeee are the channels through which all firtt knowledge is acquired The 
teochnig also develops all the sides of a child's nature. The games, marohmg and singing, 
of the Kindergarten system secure the healthy pbynoal ezeroise and dev^opment so neces 
sary to a growing omld The stones told to the children and the nature-teaching are so 
arranged as to devdop the moral side of the child, and the habits whioh are formed of 
attention, of aeourate observation and of tiiougbt, and the power to express thought 
conoretely m form and in language, are most vcuuable mtelleotuol and mental training 
Another prmoiple in Kindergarten traimng is the reoogmtion of the desire of almost every 
(hid to work mvent, or oripnate on its own account, and beuoe stresa is always laid on the 
teochmg of snob subjeotsaa drawing, modelling m olay, eto, which gives scope for such 
desires 

It 18 of oourse true that Kindergarten training may be made an ezpenuve and elahorate 
kind of education, but it is submitted that there is nothing in the above pnnoides wbioh 
neceasitates any real expenae, aind that if the form of Kindergarten adopted is made suitable 
to tile mroumetanoM and local conditions of the pupils, btile or no expenditure will be 
neoessary In In^ pnmaty schools work at an expenditure of about a rupee per pupil per 
anmra^ and hence expensive or even moderately pnora gifts of Froebel oumot be provided 
in the primary scIkm^ of Beugdi The pnnoiplee above ennnoiated must therefore be worked 
out on more or less new Imes, and oidy the use of olqeots now found in slmost every 
pnauu^ school be neoesssiy to carry out anoh teaofau^ in the proposals made by the 
Commntse 


6 Qoeely allied with the methods of Kmdetaartea teaching is the so called object

and well illustrated by striking piotures, are almost equally object lessons, while the facts of 
elementary science obviously form excellent subjects irom this point of view 

8 In order to carry out the principles laid uown in the (iovemment letter, which are 

, . those fully accepted by modern eduoationists, the Oom 

^ mittee propose that the first jears of a child s school life 

should be devoted almost entirely to training the senses and the nowors of observation 
To effect this the Committee wibh to mtroduoe Kindergarten metln ds at the very oom 
menooment of education Ihese methods will be supplemented by object lessons and 
drawing, with possibly a certain amount of action songs in the infant stages Having 
oommenoed the development of the senses and powers of obervaiion in the lowest stage, 
it IS then proposed to strengthen and develop the memory and reasoning powers, end to 
oontinue the training of the band and eye, eto It was also oonBidered that traimng 
on Kindergarten principles should extend throughout the whole of the infant stage ot 
education that is dunuL the period when children are from about 6 to 7 years old The 
Committee are of opimon that object lessons should be a prominent part of the teaching 
of all dosses up to and moluding the lower pnmory stage and that the various subjects 
taught up to the upper primary stage should bo treated as far as possible as object-lessons 
In the middle standard of education the necessity of teaching by the object lesson 
method is perhaps not quite so pronounced as proper habits of working will probably 
have been well established by the m traction up to the upper primary stage 

The training of the hand and eye by suoh work as Drawing has been oonsidered to 
be essential throughout all stoges of veinacular eduoataon, and in tlie case of the eduoation 
of boys the Oommittte think this teaohing should be supplomented at about the age of 8 
by a little manual work in the form of leaf manipulation, eto In the case of girls this 
subject would bo replaced by needlework At ages above tl^s the Oonmuttee consider the 
manual training should be broadened and extended up to oertamly the middle vernacular 
standard 

9 The Committee have carefully examined the list of elementary soienoes which the 

trovernment have proposed to introduce into the ournoulum 
of the schools, and they have accepted as feasible the

done IS to present m a homely way some of the simpler and more important facts and 
truths of such sciences These facts must he euited to the mtelhgenoe of ohildren and 
taught in a more or less practical way eo that the facte may he assim luted and give food 
for observation, thought and inference and thus be a help to the ohildren in their everyday 
lives later on Keally it would be more oorreot to designate the foots which are intended 
to be taught under the headings of Ohemistiy, Physios, Natural History, eto, as the 
of everyday Ife '* 

10 The Oonmuttee have also oonsidered that if ohildren are made, while at school, 

Pbyeooitrannir ^ studies. Only One part of 

what may be called a complete education is given They 
beheve that a true system of education sboold try to develop not only the powers of 
observation, the mentu fooultiee, and the power of the hand and eye, but that no eyetem 
can be called complete unless at the same tune the physical powers are fostered and 
etreng^ened to the utmost possible extent 

It u epeoially the ease with young ohildren that, if they ore k^pt for any length of 
tone ooDSOoutivoly at book work, they heoome hetless and tired and mue little real progress 
On the other hand, if book leseons are alternated with leseoos which requite aotiun and 
movement, then the ohildren return to theu books with renewed interest and vigour For 
this reason the Committee consider it to be essential to mttoduoe action songs into the 
infant stage of teaohiDg elementary drill into the next higher stages, and drill and 
gvmnaitioB for boys, or drill and oahsthenioi for girls into the remaining stages of vemaoular 
education. 

la the Central Proviuoes, for mstanoe, an extremely complete system of drill and 
gymnastics has been introduced mto the veraaoular schools, and has heem m foroe for several 
yeaiB The pnpih take very great interest in sqih exercises and they heoome most expert 
They are emaitly obedient to diort words of oommand, and exhibit not only great skill 
m the exercises, but the excellent disaplme whmh is now shown in these schools both m 
and out of doss u an Sequent testimony to the rnSptal disciphno which a good ^stem of 
drill enforces 

11 There arabars to the Committee to he no necessity for thorn to defend in detail 
the intrcduotion of any of the above subjeots into venifiottlar ednoatiDn in BengaL In 
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the ease of Kindergarteit ttauung ohjeot^lenoa teaohmg drawing (hand and eye ttaii)iD6>) 
neeHework for girlflt manual woilc and drill, they aro fuUy oonvinoed of the necessity for 
their etn^, and th^ oensider that there are no maaperable difficulties in the any ol then 
introduQtion The snooeBS which has attended the ayvtema of education in Europe since the 
introduction of these subjeota u in itaslf sufficient to prove their suitability In tlie cose 
of the enenoe subjects, or what may be called the ** Science of eveiyday life* it is proposed 
to lutioduoe the faon reqnired into the ordmary oiass readme, and hence these can scarcely 
be said to be new subjects, but rather an attempt to direct the reading work of the pupils 
to subjects which are of mterest and importance to them in their everyday hvos instead 
of reqmnng them to read books which rarely contain any usefnl information and aro 
frequently of a veryumnterestmg nature 

12 As appeudioes to this report (Appendices A and B) two syllabuses are given 
, The first is the detailed statement of the snbjeots and the 
(oSmtSe*”*"* extent to which it M proposed to teach them m all the 

ola8<eBof the vernacular schools, while the second syllabus 
gives a condensed new of the detailed syllabus 

It will be convenient to note here some of the leading points of the syllabus Free 
hand drawing is introduced at the earliest stage and runs through the whole courso 
Manual training for boys, m the form of leaf manipulatiou, paper onttmg and folding 
begins in the A class of the lower primary as needlework for girls it begins in the third 
year of the infant class or class B ot the lower primary Dnll for boys and giils runs 
through the whole connie Under the luad of Reading begmmng with the A. class of tlie 
lower primary tliero is a list of soienoe snbjeots which without the explanation given in 
the next paragraph and in paragraph 9, may seem to impoao too g^reat a burden on tne 
students, but on e\amiuation it will resolve itself into a simple reading course arrangod as 
follows -~For boys in town schools, some elementary notions of the simplest facts and 
principles of Botany ISatural History Hygiene, Physical Science and Ohemistiy hoi 
boys in country sohi ols a similar oou se only with Agriculture substituted for Physical 
Science and Chemistry h<r girls mdiothtown ani oouu|^ a similar coin se of Botany 
Natural History and Domestic Eomomy only The reader itself will be wiitten in tho 
most simple and comprohensiblo language, devoid of teohmoahties and, to minimise the 
danger ol the reading exercise degenerating into learning by rote, the different subjects 
up to Standaid IV are to be illustrated and explained as for as possible by moans of object 
lessons 

Die advantages of a course of Agriculture for village sohools in Bengal need not b< 
entered upon Naturally tins subject become of a more teohmoal char otor than the other 
So ones subjects, but at the same time it will be treated in a manner smtable for the ago and 
undorsianding of schoolboys In Standards V and VI practical woik in a school gar leu u 
mtroduced The syllabus for Sfanlard IV of the subject “ Writing may be noticed in this 
oonneotion as a part of it has m lireot reference to Agnoulture It was brought to tho 
notice of the Committee that in very many oases raiyats unwittingly plared tliomselvis m 
the power of money loaders through absolute ignorance of the moaning of the documents to 
which they subsonbed The Committee, therefore, were of opinion, considering that they 
were providing a course of education mainly for the agricultural olosses that it would not be 
out 01 place to introduce as an exercise in Wntmg the forms of simple documents winch aro 
commonly used by raiyats Mensuration will inolnde a oonrse of simple prootiial Qcometiy 
In the two highest standards Euclid is introduced as an alternative subject only in the 
present course it is compulsory The subject of moral training will be considered m tho 
seleohoxi of pieces for the liteiaiure hook and m subject IX (Poetry) 

13, As it may be objected that several new subjects are proposed to be introduced m 
the oumoulum, it is well to state that the increase of the oonrse is only nominal, for most of 
the new subjects are only in substitution for others whioh are now taught 

Thus, for instance, in the lower primary oonrse, there are subjeoto in the present ourii 
oulum which partly or iriiolly go out in the new pre^oeak 

Taking me case of the B and A standards of a lower primary class, corresponding to 
the two stages of mhnt traming, the children will be practically relieved of the work in 
reading and also in leanimg multiplication tables by rote In their place the children will 
have to take up Kmdergat^ oocupahon and objeot lessons In the lower pnmaiy class 
the time at present spent in reading and lO worfcmg at the Sartr Pahn (Soienoe of Sanita 
tion) will be devoted to studying the new pnmer for Standard I m what us been called the 
** Soienoe of everyday life ” The same remark which has fust been made with reference to 
the lower pnmary (doss will almost hdd good for all me olossee above it, as it is proposed 
that the Soienoe Headers which are to be prepared should be anbBttti|.ted for the ordinary 
readmg books now used m the sohools 

14 Anin, wntmg IS usually taught to the children in all the classes of voinacnlar 
schools at mast an hour a day , it is pressed tiiat a portion of tibu time say two hours a 
week, should be devoted to Drawmg Arithmetio, raultipbcation tables, etc , aro now taught 
at least 2 to 2i hours a day and in some <|lasseB for a much longsir time Under the new 
scheme the tedium of the children s woi^k in the mfant stages wifi be lightened, for the idea

not learn the letters of the olpbaMt till the second year of tuition, while they Will only 
commence their fuU course ot reading and wnting in the third year of study 

16 Agam it may be remarkra that m the present upper primary oonrse the {oUowiog 
subjects are taught -^Litemture, Saenee, and Ghrammor, wkibh may he considered to he 
replaced hy the Sraenoe Bead« Wntmg is to he portly replaced in the new scheme hy 
Drawing The dry facts of History and Geography now tauj^t in the upper ptunaiw 
schools are to he replaced mtereetmg Historical and Oeog a^cal Beadera, which wiU 
siso include storioe with a moral tendency Euclid, now taught m the two daaiea of the 
upper primaiy school will he replaced hy Oeometnoal Drawing and so on Practically the 
only additional subjects in the proposed new oourses will he Dnll and Manual Traiiung 
These lessons must he really looked upon os a relaxation, and it is heUcTed that, as is found 
to he the cose in England, the introduction of these additional subjeets will enaUe the other 
work of the school to be corned out more efficiently and expeditiously 

Hence it will be seen that the new scheme proposes to reliere the diildren of a eonsider* 
able omonnt of tedious routine work, and to subbtitute for it lessons which will be at the 
same time more instruotiTe and more mtoresting 

16 The statemeuts appended to this report (Appendioes E to Q) are time tables gmng

primary, the upper pnmary, and the middle aohools With a Mew to dimmish the pressure 
on the pupils at the infant stage, oare has been taken to restnot school work to 18 hours a 
week for the first stage 24 hours for the second, and 26 hours for the thud stage, while 27 
hours have been assigned to both the first and second Standards From the third to the 
sixth Standard the number of school hours has been fixed at 30, moluding four bonrs for drill 
and manual work which, aooordmg to the expeiienoe gamed elwwhere, afford marked rolsxa 
tion from purely intellectual labour

tively taught in those institutions They are of opmion that a penod of two and a half 
years should be allowed to elapse, from the date of publioation of the syllabus, for schools 
to adapt themselves to their altered requirements and mat the first examination for soholar- 
ships under the revised standards should be held in 1902 The Committee do not consider it 
expedient to recommend the partial introduction of these standards, either m partionlar 
localities or in portioular grades of schools, at an earlier date, as tne present system of 
soholorships emhrooes both urban and rural areas, which eannot he eduoabonally severcA from 
one another without the oreation of praotical diffioolhes They therefore venture to reoom 
mend that all olassos of vernacular schools be given notice at on early date that the examine 
tion for soholorships will be hold under the new system from the year 1902 This reoom 
mendatiou is made on the assumption that the middle and upper pnmary ezaminaUons will 
oontinue to be held betoie the Durga Puja holidays, and the lower pnmary examination 
in November or December as at present 

18 The necessary prelumnanes to the inttodactioh of the new scheme will be three 

hirst, the immediate introdnotion ot teaihing the new 
subjects mto training schools, so as to enable thorn to turn 
out rapidly teadters qualified to take up sobool work under 

the now system Second, the troinmg of Inspeotmg Pandits, Sub Inspeotors, and Deputy 
Inspectors of Sohoola, who will have to be nmihonsed with the memods of teachmg now 
proposed to be adopted They may be mvited to see aotnal work under the syllshas in the 
training erhools for a week or ten days, and with the help of tiie knowledge thus gained, they 
can be expected to aid the teaohors m introduoing the cyctem Third, the preparation of 
manuals for the teaohere and text bodu for the students.

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20 Befemn^ first to the Manuals for Teaebers, the Oomnuttee are of opinion that the 
necessity for them u sufficiently shown by the mefficieuoy which is to he found in the work ot 
many teachers in pnmaiy and other schools in Bengal 

The gurus m many pnmRxy schools have never seen what Mod or proper teaching is 
like, and they have never received any instruction as to the best methods by which such 
fa»«mhttig should be nven The Teachers Manuals, which the Oomnuttee consider should he 
prepend at once, wQl deal with the work required to be done by a school master, and indicate 
the nature of the subjects to bo taught and the precise method by which tho instruction 
should be given 

21 The vernacular education which is being dealt with in this report may really ho 
divided into four stans — ^the Infant stage, the Lower and Upper Pnmory and the Middle 
stages In the Inmnt stage practically everytbmg depends upon the teacher It is 
thsnfore necessary to supply each of the lower primary gut us with a manual giving very full 
instructions os to how the teacher should conduct the training oi the sen es aud how he 
shodd proceed with object lessons, etc , which are detailed in the syllabus This Manual, 
called the Junior Teachers’ Manual, would also indicate more bnefly how the romaimng 
subjects up to tho lower pnmoiy standard (i e Standards I and II of tho syllabus) aie to bo 
taught 

The second Manual for the senior teachers would m rather more fully into tho methods 
of managing the classes of a school, into the methods of momtaining discipline the methods 
of keeping school registers and accounts, the requiioments as to oleanhnoss and samtation in 
school rooms aud school houses and other matters of the same kind and in addition it 
would explain m detail the principles upon which the teaching of the classes of an upper 
primary school should be conducted 

A few additional chapters dealing with the new subjects taught in the middle schools 
and on a few other matters, would be sufficient to make this second book suitable for tho use 
of teachers in middle schools, os well ns for those in upper pnmory schools 


Tho subjects which are to be treated in the two Teachers Manuals are gireu in detail in 
Appendix 1)

the present masters Hence no additional expenditure will be thrown on public funds from 
this emsn The Committee do not expect that at the outset the teaching in some of the 
now subjects will be very satisfactory, but, as suggested in parogra^ 18 steps will bo 
taken to gradually raise the standard of teaching The Committee are oonvmced that the 
teaching of tho new system cannot possibly be less satisfactory than the teaching at present 
carried on With regard to other items of tho cost of the new scheme, the Committee have 
come to the conolusion that the preparation of the text books for the pupils as well as the

most of the lessons suggested in tho syllabus deal with common objects, tho Committee 
trust that the artic les required will be secured by each School locally withcut any extra cost 
A sum ot 4 annas a year may however, be put down as covenug the entire cost of these 
a tides tor a lower primary school In that case about Bs 12,000 will have to be provided 
either by tho school gurm or the villagers In upper pnmary schools the annual cost may

to twelve annas or to perhaps a rupee, including drawing instruments In the same way the 
Lower Pnmary scholarship class now has to go through 230 pages, the books costmg about 
10 annas while the new scheme gives 140 pages, costing 6 annas These figures give some 
idea of the relief which would be afforded to students of vernacular schools ot different 
classes iii respect of the burden of text books and their cost to tho pupils 

27 The Committee ore of opimon that it will he time to discuss the question of 
assigning different values or marks to the separate subjects for the purposes of tho different 
soholarship cxanunations when the Government have mtimated their decision on tho soheme 
emWicd m the present report The Committee, therefore, consider it premature to make 
any detailed proposals in respect of markmg for the present

Sol ta method of ttaohiug IB the most simple and effective Ihis system has been already 
adopted in some Irish schools, and we strongly recommend that it be extended as rapidly 
and widely oe may be found possible 

IX^^Dnll and Physical Exermes—'Vmons'kmiB of Drill and Physical Exercises are 
now a recognised part oi primary education m England m Scotland, and on the Continent 
of Europe , and we think they should bo introduced into the primary schools of Ireland 
with the least possible delay We aie satisfied from what we have seen and htard on thi'^ 
subject that such exercises contribute largely to the health, the spirits, and the general 
well being of the children Ihey are no additional burden on school life, but rather u 
pleasant form of recreation and the children return from thorn to thoir studies with 
renewed energy 

It will be for the Commissioners of National Education to consider and determine in m 
what manner these various changes can host be introduced into their system But we have ^ ‘ 
ventured to make some general suggestions on this head, which it may be well to set forth 
here in a summary form 

We think that the changes recommended ought to be introduced, not all at once, but 
gradually and tentatively They should be tried first m the larger centres and afterwards 
extended to more remote distriots It would be nects ury at the outset to engage tlie 
services of experts from outside the present staff of the National Education Board whose 
duty it would be to organise the classes and to aid tbo teachers with their counsel and 
instruction But wo have no doubt that this work alter a little time could betaken up by 
the ordinary staff of the Board Again it is obviously important that all future teaoheis 
should be trained m the new subjects and the programme of the Tiaining Colleges must 
accordingly be framed to this end with as little delay as possible 

Wo have carefully considered the question by what means time may bo found for the 
several exercises in manual and practioa^l trainmg which we have recommended and wo have 
pointed out certain modifications in the present progiammo of studies which may be adopted 
for that purpose, and which, wo believe, will not interfere unfavourably with the course of 
mstruotion hitherto given m the National Sohools 

Lastly, we are strongly of opinion that the system of Results Pees, depending on tin 
individual examination of pupils, at present in force in the National 8i hools, ought not io 
bo applied to these subjects of Manual and Practical Instruction While it should be 
always open to the Inspector to examine individual pupils, we think that the grants awaidtd 
to the teacher m these subjects should largely depend on the general evidence of his own 
zeal and industry, on the efficiency of his method of teaching and on his power to ancb 
and hold the attention of his class 

Tho oonsideration’i by wliirh we have been led to the general conclu ions above set oui i c 
will be fully disoussod m tbo second part of this Report, under tho several heads of Manual 
and Practical Instruction But we think it will bo for your Excellency s convenience that 
the general summary of our | conclusions should be here fo lowed by a general summary of 
the grounds on which they are based— 

I— First, then, there are reasons founded on educational principles The present Ue^ 
system, which consists largely in tho study of books, is one sided m its character, and it * 
leaves some of the most useful faculties of the mind absolutoly untrained We think it 
imporliint that children should be taught not merely to taka in knowlelj^o from books, but to 
observe with intelligence the material world around them , that tboy should be trained in 
habits of correct reasoning on the facts observed and that they should, oven at school, 
acquire some skill in the use of hand and eye to execute tho coucejitions of the brain Such 
a trammg we regard os valuable to all but espocially valuable to those whoso lives are to 
be mainly devoted to industrial arts and oocupations Ifie gnat balk of the pupils attending 
pnmary sohools under the National Board will have to earn tboir bread by the work oi 
their bands it is therefore important that they should be trained from the beginning to 
use their hands with doxtenty and inteUigence ^ 

II — Next, we have the praoncal experience of those schools m England, Scotland, and ^ 
on the continent of Europe in Ivhich such a system as we recommend has been already ^ ^ 
introduced and tested The evidence we have received on this point is absolutely unanimous 
and, as we think, entirely conclusive We have been told over and over ogam that the 
introduction of manual and practical training has contributed greatly to stimulato the 
intelligence of tho pupils, to increase their interest in school work, and to make school life 
gener^Iy brighter and more pleasant As a consequouoo the school attendance is unproved 
the ohil^en remam at sohool to a more advanced age, and muoh time is gamed for the 
purpose of education

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PINAL EEPORT OP THE COMMISSIONERS APPOINTED TO CONSIDER 
MANUAL AND PRACTICAL INSTRUCTION IN PRIMARY SCHOOLS 
UNDER THE BOARD OP NATIONAL EDUCATION IN IRELAND 

Part I 

General conclustone^ and the groundn on which they are based 

l^^Ktndctgarten — We ore of opinion that the general principles and methods of the 
system known by the name of Kindergarten, which have been already introduced into some 
ol the schools under the National hduoation Board, should be extended as far as possible to 
all schools attended by infant children 

II -^Bducaiimal handmfk — We think that Kindergarten methods and principles should 
be continued in Classes I, II, and III of ordinary schools in the form of Paper folding, 
Cardboard work, Wire work, Bricklaying Oiay modelling and such like exercises These 
exercises we include under the general term of Hand ami Eye Training^ and we look upon them 
as of great importance for the purpore of carrying on the manual training of the obldren, 
irom the Kindergarten stage to the higher grades of Manual Instruction Pusher, we consider 
that some form of more advanced Manual Instruction shoull be introduced, as far as possible, 
in the higher classes of schools for boys and we recommend as most suitable for this 
purpose instruction in the principles and practice of Woodwork^ treated educationally The 
object to be aimed at is not to make the boys carpenters, but to train taem in habits of 
accurate observation careful measurement, and exact workmanship Such habits we regard 
08 of great value to all boys, whatever may be their subsequent career in life 

III —Draw »/j< 7 — We recommend that Drawing should be made compulsory as far as 
possible, m all National Schools The first elements of it find a place in the Kindergarten 
system and it should be continued, we think, to the end of the school career In the 
classes above the Kindergarten it should be associated with Hand and Eye Training, with 
Woodwork, and to some extent also with Elementary bcienoe as soon as these subjects are 
ntroducod 

IV — Elemeniary mence —We are of opinion that a simple course of Elementary Science 
should fonn a part of ordinary education in National Schools This course should be so 
framed as to bring home to the mmds ot the children an mtolligent knowledj^o of the 
common facts of nature and the rudimentary principles of science In the lower clabses it 
should consist m great part of object lessons and in the higher classes it should be 
illustrated by simple experiments The pupils should be encouraged and assisted as far as 
may be found practicable, to take part in tho experiments The programme for this course, 
while following everywhere the same general lines, may with advantaj,e be vanod in 
its details according to tho circumstances of tho locality and the character and condition of 
the cliildron 

y -^Agnmlturc — We do not think that Agriculture as an art that is to say praoticul 
farming, is a subject that properly belongs to elementary education At present the study 
of what IS called the Theory of Agriculture is compulsory for boys in al^ rural schools and 
IB highly encouraged by fees But our inquiry has shown that this study ounsists for the 
most part m committing a text book to memory and we have come to the con elusion that 
it has little educational or practical value We reoommend instead that tho course of 
Elementary Science to be taught m rural schools should bo so framed as to illustrate the 
more simple scientific principles that underlie the art and industry of Agriculture We 
also recommend tho maintenance and extension of School Gardens as a means by which 
these scientific pnnciples may be illustrated and made interesting to the pupils On the 
other hand we do not consider that the maintenance of School barms, the object ot which 
IS to teach the art of Agriculturo, property belongs to tho functions of a Board of pnmary 
education As regards the Model barm at Glasnevin and the Munster Dairy Soliool, we 
think that they could be made more useful for the purposes of Agiioultural educatiou if 
placed m charge of an Agricultural Department, whenever such a Department is established 
in Ireland 

VI— Ctooitfry, laundry work^ and Bomeetic Science — We think it very desirable ^hat 
Cookery, Laundry work, and Domestic Science should be taught, as far as may be found 
practicable in gHs’ schools Wo cannot advise that those subjects should at present be 
made compulsory but we do reoommend that aid should be freely given to provide the 
ueotssary buildings and equipment for teaching them and that managers and teachers 
should bo encouragi d to take them up by a liberal system of grants 

VII — Needlework — Needlework should oontinue to form, as at present an important 
element m all schools for girls The first elements of it are taught m the Emdeiigarten 
system It should be oontmued in Classes I, II, and III as a part of Hand and Eye 
Training, and in %6 higher classes advanced Needlework will naturally occupy the time 
devoted to Wo( I work in schools for boys 

VIII Smmng We recommend that Singing should bo brought within the reach, as 
as far as possible, oi aU the ohildren attending National Schools in Ireland It has a 
cultivating and refin ng mfiuenoe, and furnishes a source of permanent enjoyment In 
England and Sootland the number of ohildren who are taught Singing in schools inspected 
by the State is about 99 per cent of the number m average attendance , and we see no

THE AEMT (ANNUAL) ACT, 1899 
[62 VicroBiA, Ohafteb 3 ] 

An Act to proude, dunng Tmke Months, for the Discipline and Regulation of the Army 

[27th Atbil 1899] 

Whereas the raising or keeping of a stondmg army within tne United Emgdom of 
Great Bntam and Ireland in time of peace, unless it be with the consent of Parhament, is 
ogamit law * 

And whereas it is adjudged necessary by Her Majesty and this pesont Parliament, that 
a body of forces should be oontmued for the safety of the United £mgdom and the defence 
of the possessions, of Hor Majesty s Crown, and that the whole number of such forces should 
consist of one hundred and eighty four thousand eight hundred and fifty three innlndmg 
those to be employed at the depdts m the United Kingdom of Great Bntam and Ireland for 
the trainmg of reomits for service at home and abroad, but ezolusive of the numbers actually 
serving within Her Majestry s Indian possessions 

And whereas it is also judged necessary for the safety of the United Ki n gd om , and the 
defence of the possessionB of this realm, that a body of Roral Marme forces Siould be em 
ployed m Her Majesty’s fleet and naval service, under ue direction of the Lord High 
Admiral of the Urnted Kingdom, or the Commissioners for executing the office of Lord High 
Admiral aforesaid 

And whereas the said marme forces may frequently be quartered or be on shore or sent 
to do duty or be on board transport ships or vesselB, merchant sbps or vessels, or other shim 
or vessels, or thw may be under other oirramstances in which they not be subject to the 
laws relatiBsg to ue Gfoverament of ECer Majesty’s forces by sea 
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And whereas no man oan be forejudged of hfe or limb, or aubj^otod m time of peace to 
anj kind of punishment within tliiB realm by martial law, or in any other manner than by 
the judgment of his peers and aooording to the known and established laws of this realm , yet 
neverfhelesB it being requisite^ for the retaining all the before-mentioned forces, and other 
persons subject to military law, in their duty that an exact discipline be observed, and that 
persons belonging to the said forces who mutmy or stir up sedition, or desert Her Ma]esfy*s 
service or are guilty of orimes and offences to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline be brought to a more exemplary and speedy punishment than the usual forms of 
the law will allow 

And whereas the Army Act will expire in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety nine on the following days 

{a) In the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man, on the thir» 
tieth day of April and 

(i) Elsewhere in Europe inclusive of Malta, also in the West Indies and Amencaj 
on the thirty first day of July and 

(e) Elsewhere whether within or without Her Majesty s dommions, on the thirty first 
day of December

These figures are of some value and inteiost, but the Lieutenant Governor 
was surprised to find in the course of some enquines last spnng how greatly 
the savmgs of emigrants in the same ship varied, and how large was tho 
number of those who camo home with practically no savings at all As 
long as some men are thrifty and some are not, there must be variations of the 
sort, but he had hoped to find a more umform standard of prosperity among 
returning emigrants than these enquiries disclosed Dr Banks has tho comfort

It cannot be said that this compilation adds much to the information on 
the matter The rctnrns of their savings made by the emigrants in tho 
several colonies are probably most fiagmentary If they are to be behoved, 
Mauiitius pt^s the emigrat t very well, and it in only those who completely 
fail, who evei leave it But it is through inconsistencies of ttie kind that the 
Protectoi will be guided in his enquiries, and tho Lieutenant Govemor trusts 
that infoimation will thus be gradually accumulated of some real value as to 
the relative advantages of tho diiftrent colonies Ho notes for the meantime, 
that though tho Protector does not consider that any reliable condusions can

Preliminary description and general consideration of the system 


Aftbb a few preliminaiy enquiries at Nagpur I decided to investigate the 
conditions of vernacular (primary and middle school) education lu the 
Central Provinces for the past 18 years only In this 1 was guided by the 
fact that up to about the year 1880, no attempt was apparently made to 
introduce any of what may be called the modem ideas and methods in educa 
tional matters mto the system employed Hence, it did not appear necessary 
to go back beyond this date m my enquiry From 1880, however, the ruling 
antnonties in the Central Provinces appear to have appreciated the fact that 
modem methods had begun to differ largely from the older stylo of education, 
and they hence began to introduce changes 

They fiist took up the necessity of physical training in schools m addition 
to tho ordinary subjects of mental training, and from about this date (1880) dull 
began to be taught in schools, and it has been smeo steadily encouraged, while 
mote lately it has been reduced to a complete system At first apparently the 
methods of drill were partly on European moacls, but it has been found that tho 
nati^ve systems of drill ana ex( rmso are more popular, and hence a book has 
been prepared and issued (in 1897 98) called the Deehx Kaearat^ which is the 
manual for dnll in all primary and vernacular schools m the Central Provinces 
I had personal opportunities of witnessing the system of dnll m six schools 
(five boys’ and one girls’ 1, and 1 confess to have been very much suipnsed by tho 
^ , , , . - , , systematic way in which the dull was done and by 

e*c®lleDC® of tlio exercises In the girls’ school* 
1 may mention the Bjrstem was more or loss Furo 
pean, but in the case of the boys’ it was purely native dnll and gymnastics 
It appeared to me that this very complete and definite system of dnll has 
bad a moat excellent effect on the tone of the schools, and also on tho physique 
of the children I am idao of opinion that thw dnll has given to the schools 
a dMiwpldlft wfauh u very much aupenor to that found in the schools of 
Swtgal The pi^nla war© amarily obement to orders, both at drill and also m 
Bchool alasseS} an d the attita^ and motions of the body and limbs in the 
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drill weio quickly and accurately gone tlirough m a moat syateinatic manner 
m obedience to bncf commands In passing I may point out that the system 
intioduccd in tho Central Piovincos has no connection oi icsomblanoe to military 
drill, but that it is only intended to exorcise thoroughly the various muscles 
and )mit 8 of the body No apparatus is requind for this dnll, and hence there 
has bien and ivould be absolutely no expense m its introduction into schools 

I need Inidly point out tho vuy great influenee whieh such a system of 
c nU has upon discipline Drill is indeed one of tlu best, if not quite the beet, 
means of tt aching and enforcing disr ipline and obedience in schools, but in the 
schools in Dengal this valuable aid to sound eduoatioii has been to a great extent 
di itpauled and neglected, oi at all events it has nevei been leally encouraged 
to tbr extent it should have been 

As this is <1 portion of education i\lnch costs nothing, and can be introduced 
with piactnally noprehmunry an ingeuiouts or tiaiuing, theie does not seem to 
be any leison why a system of dull should not at once be made compulsory 
in Bengal in all schools from the piimaiy stvgo upwards All that would be 
n ecssaiv w( uld be to prepare a woik or distiqdion oi the drill to be used, 
liLi +ln DiUn Eamrat employed in the Central Ihovinces, and to circulate it 
to ill schools The cost of the De<thi Arntrai is 1 anna (> pies only 

Anniij^ements having been made to impiovo tho discipline and physical 
condition oi the pujuls, a itw years later tla luthonties ol tlie Central Provmces 
introduced changes with the object of imi>roving the educational methods used in 
schools, and m tins they kept in view that it is necessary in education not only 
to tram the mcmoiy and reasoning jx> we rs, but also to train habits of observa 
tion, tboUpht and infeierice, and also to ti im the hand and eye Hence about 
1887,111 addition to the oulinaiy subjects of school teaeliiug, the subject of 
drawing (bind and eye training) was intioduiod in all schoels, and this was 
followed in 1S88 89 by the intioduction of the methods of kmdeigaiteu teach- 
ing, objed lesson teaching, science teaching (ph\sieul science in middle town 
schools md i^uculturo in rural piimaiy siliools) and also by tho mtiouuction oi 
maiual tiini mg 

The subjeets which wcio taught nndci the head of manual training were ( 1 ) 
c^y modelling, ( 2 ) papei cuttmg and pattein forming, \ cardboard work, and 
( 4 ) wood woik or slojd As before seated, m inual training m schools was intro 
c uce I as i compulsory subject by bir A Macke luie lu 1888 89, but m the year 
1891 9 ’ it was specially relegated to the class of optional subjeets, and to a 
j.reit cxtint neglected and almost abolished under the oiders of bir A P 
McDonnell Hence this subject was scaicely given a fair tiial, as it was only 
taight foi two years, but the evidence showed that clay modelling and paper 
cutting, , wcie distinctly popular and useful, though cardboaid work and 
wood woik were loss congenial The opinion of the Inspeetoi ol Schools, who 
was deputed to show me tlic educitional system of the Cential Provinces, was 
to the elite t tint tboii,,li it mio'ht haio been a httlo piemuture to introduce 
manual training broadcast and compulsorily into the schools in 1888 89, yet its 
almost piaetieal abolition in 1891 92, when it had really begun to gam a hold 
on tho schools, was a great mistake, and deudodly letiogiade m chaiaeter 

Ihouji manual tiaimng of the foims mtntiemtd has almost disappeared 
flora the oielnnry schools, yet it is still taught m the noimal schools for 
teichers, and 1 saw good paper cutting, pattein foinung, efee , in progress in 
the Nagpur Noimal School I also saw tho lerauins of manual training 
work in the \ illage, etc , schools, and m some of them the clay objects modelled, 
tic , are still ke pt for inspection and are fairly good 

Iho leiuaming fom subjects, which may be taken as being modem subjeets 
or imtbods oi edue ition, namely, drawing, kmdergaiton teaching, object lesson 
tcaehniQ, and seionco teaching (physical science ind agiicultuiej, are still in use 
in many, if not almost all, the veinacuhu schools, and on the whole the results 
obtained api e ii to be decidedly satisfactory Tho details of such teaclung will 
be included ui d r the description of the work done in the various classes of 
schools 111 a lat< r sac lou of this report 

About 1891 lom plaints appear to have been received to the effect that the 
numbei of subjects to be learned, and the length oi the instruetioh m vema 
culai schools had become too gieat and the plan was then adopted of dividmg 
the subjects into compulsory and optional, and mto subjects to be taken by 
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town schools and those in rural distnots In the case of the schools away 
from towns, &c , they are practically almost all of the nppei pnmary class, and 
for the pnmary rural schools the compulsory subjects now in use aro roading, 
writing, anthmetic, and geography, and the optional subjects giammar, 
object lessons oi elementary science, kindergarten occupations, manual tiauung, 
and drawing In addition, in the readers which are employed undei the head 
of reading in classes III and IV, agnculture and the eloments of scienoe neces 
8ai7 for the explanation of the agiicultmal facts, as well as elementary sanita 
tiou, are mcluded, and these do not, theiefore, appear as sepai ito subjects 
in the curriculum, for they are part of the compnlsoiy couise In the case oi 
the optional subjects mentioned, practically all except manual training are now 
taught in almost all schools 

In connectum with the study of agricultuie, it should be mentioned that 
in all the schools I saw whore agriculture was taught, theie were school gaidens 
attached These gaidens me divided into plots, which have to be kept in order 
usually by two boys woi king jointly Most of these school gardens were really 
very good, and weie well kept up 

The schools situated within municipalities and towns aro usually of tho 
class of middle schools, and the cuiiiculum for tho middle schools is slightly 
different from that detailed abovo In tho classes up to and including class 
IV, corresponding^ to the iippei pnmaiy standard, drawing h compulsoiy In 
addition to rcadin„ writing, arithmotic, and geography, objc ct lessons aio also 
compulsory m the fust throe classes, while for class IV to VI completing the 
middle course, a certain amount of science is taught, the text book in i lasses V 
and VI being a translation of Balfour Stewart’s Pumer of Physics In class IV 
or the uppei pnmaiy class an elemontaiy knowh dgi oi anini ila and planes ind 
of metals and oi otbei subst incos used in the aits and manufacturos is leqiuied 

The optional subjects loi the vcinacular middle town schools an kindti 
garten occupations, manual training, drawing, surveying, and moiisuiation 
in classes V ind VI, history m classis III to VI, and gcoinctiy and il^clira in 
class VI Sanitation and agnculture aro ap,im include, d in tho oiduiaiy 
reading lessons in tho text books piescnbed foi middle schools, but in the tasi 
of agnculture it is only intended to bo taken in urban schools Uf the option xl 
subjects, kindcrgiitcu and diawing aio piactically alwiys takon up, while tlu 
other subjects winch are read m tho schools vary uiidii diUcrent local ciicuiii 
stances 

In tho case of vernaculai girls’ schools noodle woik is compulsoiy in 
addition to reading, writing, aiithmotu, and gcogiaphy while tlu optionil 
subjects aie grammar, object lessons or (.hnuntaiy siimtc, kindi tauten 
occupations, manual training and diawing Suiitatiou is i^ain included in the 
readois used, and is thus a compulsory subject In the „iils sdiools the 
needlework is siud to be good, and among optional subjects kmdiigxiton is 
well taught 

The mefhod of the introduction of tho new subjuts into the schools 
appears to have been simplicity itwlf, inasmuch as i siuqile dcpaitmcntal 
oraor was issued that such subji els should be taught in tho future in all sduiols 
under the authoiity of Government and m those rci civmg public aid At the 
same time, the subjects weie introduced into tho noimal schools, so as to 
gradually provide tiaincd teachers, and fiom joai to ycai a considtiabk num 
her of mufassal teachers wtie called in fiom thou schools to icci ivo special 
couises of instiuctiou at the normal and other tr lining schools 

As this method had the disadvantage that foi a time a good deal uf tlu 
teaching would have been given by pcisons not actually trained oi in 
structed m such subjects, it was ai ranged to have confercncis of Inspictois 
and Deputy Inspectors and of masteis, district by district, each conicrenco 
lasting about thiee weeks, at which such subjects as kindergaiteu woik, 
object lessons, drawing, manual training, slojd, &c, were thoioughly ok 
plamed to tho masteis to enable them to pa «8 on the instruction to the cliools 
At a latei date also agnoultural confeiouces for enforcing tho teadiuif. of 
simple agriGultural facts were held among the masters, &c ^ 

The methods of supplying tiatned toacheis in the schools in the (’cnti u 
Provinces are, however, much more satisfactory than in Bengal Nc p* rsou is 
now allowed to commence & career os a paid public teacJui oi would be

allowed as a new teacher to present pupils for a reward from public mooev, 
unless he has passed the departmental examination or tests as a teaohei The 

school teachers are naturally when compared

ed teachers, so that at the present time about 75 per cent of tne masters m 
tic pnmaiy schools have actually passed the departmental tost as qualified 
teachers The details as to tho methods of tiaimng teachers and the oourses 
followed in normal schools will also bo referred to later on 

It 18 probable that at first the teaching of the new subjects was decidedly 
pom, but owing to the steps which have been taken, it appeared to me that 
the leaching was now earned on fairly satisfactonly, and at all events that 
the teaching was far better than in the gieat majority of schools m Bengal 

A very impoitant jioint to be considered with regard to the modermsmg 
of the education m tho Central Provinces is its cost In certain prenous discus 
sions whicn have boon laid before tho Bengal Gloyomment when the Central 
Provinces’ sv-^tem was compared with that in Bengal, a very strong opinion 
was pot foiward that tho modem system of education was very costly 1 there 
foio made VC ly particular enquiiies on tho subject of the expenditure to try 
to ascerloin whcthei the introduction of the modern subjects and system had 
been attended by an ineieaso in the cost of education per head of pupils It 
appears to be true, and I was assured that such was absolutely the case, that 
piactically no incK ased cost has been thus incuired, and that it is practically as 
cheap to educate by modern methods as bv those which are more or less 
antiquated It is dosirable that this point should he made perfectly clear, and 
I theiefoie asked for sevual sets of statistics fiom the Cential Provinces beanng 
on this fact 

I much 1 egret to state that though this icport has been somewhat delayed, 
tho statistics have by a misunderstanding not been supplied The report is 
tberefoic submitted without them, and a supplementary note can be added later 
on if found nocessaiy 

Ibe following figures however which aie extracted from the annual reports 
on education in the Central Piovmcos may be considered to prove this point 
sufficiently clearly The figuics relate to the average cost of education of each 
piimary pujiil year by year in all tho schools in the Central Provinces, and 
show in the first column tho total cost of education, and m the second the cost 
to Goveinracnt of each such piimary pupil

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Indeed it might be almost possible from these figures to argue that educa 
tion by modem methods is, if anything, less costly than by the older methods 


Details oi work in School'' 

The following arc tho classes of schools \ihich were inspected and consi 
dered on my visit to the Central Provinces — 


Primary schools, Girls (primary) schools, 

Middle „ Normal or training schools, 

Agnoultural training schools, 


all of which form part of the scheme for venmculai t ducation in that pro 
Vince 

Having given pieviously a bnof outline of tho changes which have been 
made in the system, it is now proposed to state biiefly a few facts witli 
reference to tho couises of instruction followed m each of tho classes ot schools, 
and to point out more in detail those portions ot tho woik in which the methods 
lolloweu dificr considerably from those m uso m Bengal, and which appear 
to be improvements on the Bengal fystetn 

In the bare outluus ot tho scheme of education, the sjstcm followed in the 
Central Piovinces shows gieat similarity to that existing in iJengal Thus 
the primary education is divided into two stages — 

(1) Tho Lower Pumary | (2) Ihe Upper Primary 

But theie is this difference that while m Bengal the gnat majoiity of schools 
aie of the lower piimary class, and having stilted as loner primary schools 
remain as such, m the Ceutial Provinces if a school is stirtod as one of the 
lower primary standaid, every effort is made to laiso it quickly to tho upper 
primary standard 

Hero undoubtedly the advantage rests with the Central Provinces’ method 
There is, however, in Bengal a rather grcutei diffortneo between tho 
lower primaiy and upper primaiy standards th in is tho ease m the Central 
Provinces 

In lower primary schools in Bengal we have tho classes “ B Standard” and 
‘A Standard” and the lower pnmaiy class Ihcso exactly coricspond to the 
three classes belonging to the lowei primaiy school in the Ccntial Provmces 
In Bengal there is above the lower primary class a hi{,ber class (class II) and 
then the upper pnmaiy class, but in the Cential Piovinees the pupils of class 
III, the lower primary class, pass at onco into class IV or to tho upper pnmaiy 
standard That is in Bengal it takes five yoais to reach the upper primary 
standaid while in the Central Provinces it takes only foui ycais 

Above tho upper pumary standaid m Bengal wc have the second class 
of a middle school and then tho first class in the middle school standard, 
which IS exactly parallel to the system m the Ccntial Piovmees, whore the V 
and VI classes use to the mnldlo standaid Usually, as m Bengal promo 
tions are made onco a year, and thus while six yoais are given in the 
Central Provinces to reach tho middle stage of education, seven yeais me 
luaally occupied m the Bengal schools 

Ine standards of work in middle and primary standaids of bo) s’ veiua 
eulor schools and also in giils’ vernacular schools (which usually only nse up ta 
the upper primary standard), are shown in the following tabular statement 
This IS the school cumeullim as defined in the Central I'rovinccs Education 
Manual, shghtly abridged by the omission of the reading courses in tho various 
vernacular languages met with in the schools

Taking the course up to the Upper Primary and Middle Vornaculnr 
standards, tho subjects in wmch tho mam dilfereni cs occur between the courses of 
work m the schools in Bougal and the Central Provinces aie tho following — 

(11 Drill, not shown in tho printed eurnculuin 
(2) Drawing (hand and eye training) 

( 3A) Agriculture 
(IB) Physical bticnce 
(4 ) Kindcigartcn teaching 
1 5) Object lessons 
(6) Manual training 

A few remarks may bo written on each oi theso subjects 

1 Drtllf which is carried^on systematically in every class of scnools, and 
which has been att« nded with most satisfactoiy rt suits Tho te^t book of dull 
and gymnastics, “ Dcshi K.isaiat, ” in Hindi and other vernaculais was issued 
in It 97 98 

A brief statement of the nature of the work done m boys’ schools will lx 
submitted later on Tho actuil book is being translated into English, and a tew 
copies of tho translation will bo printed so that it may be considcied by tho 
( ommittee on Viinaciilai Icxt Books, which is sitting, and ilio Committco will 
discuss its suitability for inti eduction into Bengal schools. 

In the case of giils’ schools the system of dull followi d is different fiom 
that in the boys’ schools, and instead, perhaps, of using the tcini dull, it would 
be more coriect to siy the gills Bie practised in action son^s and calisthenus 
Some of tho cxeicises gone through by the girls were, howovt r, very sutisi u t( i) 
Practically a vciy simple modification of the cxcicisis used m an J nghsh 
gills’ school would be suflicient foi Indian gills’ schools No special book for 
this appears necessary at present in the case of Bengal schools 

2 Dramnq (hand and e^o tramtng ) — This is a second point in which tlu 
Bengal schools might tako a wholesome lesson from those m the Conti al Pio 
vmces In my inspection I found that in some Central Pioiinccs’ schools the 
drawing of bojs m the piiniary classes was fully equal to, and indeed sometimes 
superior to, the drawings done by boys in Bengal in the hist eliiSs ot /ilia 
schools, and who aic presenting themselves m the diawiug standard of tho 
Calcutta Entrance I xamination 

In tlio schools 111 tho Central Pi ounces, ordinal y kindergarten drawing is 
taught in the lowest classes, and from about class III oidiuaiy fret hand drawing 
from copies is practised In the teaching of drawing in class 1 or cl isaes I and 
II, a kmdergaiten blackboard (ruled in one inch squares) is used in the schools, 
tho cost of which IS about Rs 4, while in tho case of di awing from copies at 
first the “South Kensington” copies were supplied to the Cential Piovintcs’ 
schools, but these have been replaced by caids with locally propane! htlio 
graphic copies of figures, &c , and on the buck of these cards tho directions or 
instructions to be given by tho teacher, and which are reqmied foi the woik ot 
copying, aie given in the various vornaculars The cost of these copies (about 
30 or 40 m number) is only Re 1 14 Beyond this there is no cxtia c( st to 
the school, for m the kindergarten drawing the copies are made on the 
children’s slates, and m the higher drawing the pupils provide tiieii own 
pencils and drawing books, the latter costing only one anna each 

There therefore again appears to be every reason why diawing should he 
introduced into Bengal schools 
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3A Agncttlhre is another sabjeot which u highly important in a country 
like India, and while fairly well taught in an elementary manner m the vema* 
cular schools in the Central Provinces, it is scarcely considered or studied in 
Bengal schools 

The poitions of the readers for the third and fourth classes in the schools 
111 the Contra) Provinces curriculum, which deal with agriculture, are based on 
“ Fuller’s Agricultural Primer adopted for use in elementary scWls or classes 
III tlie Cential Provinces” The following arc briefly the subjects wbch 
irc discussed m this Primer — 

Lemn or Chapter I — The similarity between the growth of animals and 
plants 

Lemn II— ■ J — The different mrts of a plant 
Leison VI —Plants, like animals, glow by feeding 
Lemn VII— XV — The three chief requisites for successful cultivation— 
(1) good seed, (^) pi int food, (3) careful protection 

Letson X VI — On agricultural machinery and implements 
Lesson Xf II — Tho management of farm cattle 
lesson XVIII — The law of landlord and tenant 
There are also eertam appendices on common cattle diseases 
In order to ensure that this poition of the teaching is not considered to be 
simply an oial lesson, only to bo committed to memory and not understood, 
sficcial circulars have been issued to the noimal schools for teachers, etc , which 
detail the nature of the practical teaching which should be attempted by the 
1 illage school masters A free translation into English (with explanatory 
lemarks) of one of the special vernacular agrtcultural ciiculars (illustrated bj 
diagrams^ is appoiuU d, so that it may bo clotirly seen how far tho experimental 
or practical portion of agncultuial work is pushed Hence it will be seen tho 
teaching of agiicultuie in the piiinary schools in the Cential Piovincos has its 
jiractical as well as theoietical side

Apparatus required — Two bottles, two corks with a hole in the middle 
and split on one side up to the middle hole, a few seeds of any gram you want 
to germinate, a small basin, thin blotting paper, water, manuxe or soil, 
wrapping papei 

Expe) imetit A —In the basin supplied place a piece of thin blotting paper 
and moisti u it with water and then place tho seeds on it Cover the seeds with 
anothti piece of blotting paper, also moistened with water Keep the blottmg 
paper always moistened with water, and in about four or five days the seeds wul 
geiniinato and will be soon fit for removal 

Take the bottle and the co^k Introduce the young plant through the sht 
of the cork into the middle hole of it, and put a little piece of cotton wool in the 
hole so that tho plant may not fall down or through the hole Put the cork into 
the bottle so that the roots of the plant may reach the water in the bottle 
Wrap a piece of paper round the bottle, and then kepp it m an airy and well 
lighted place 

Change the water once in two or four days The plant will grow for a 
time and then will begin to fade away, and finally will dm altogether 

iMjpirwifwt R— Arrange everything just like in the experiment A, but 
while changing tho water put plant food* into it 


♦ Plant tood hav ibiui be prepared — 

Take -lomc fertile wnl or good manure (cow dang manure is bee*) and place it m a bucket full of water 
The soil or the mantirt will mu itself m water and after a few hours all the soluble portions of plant food 
in the soil or the manure will be dissolved m water Then filter the muddy water through blotting 
paper until it is clear or simply pour off the clear water free from the seduaent at the b^m of ™ 
hn kot Keep this water in a bottle and use it for tins expeximont 
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la this ease the plant will grow in jnst the same manner as if it were plant 
ed in the ground But its roots being always in water, which is not the case 
with the plant in the ground, it will not be equally vigorous and productive 
What we learn from this experiment is that lOots of plants take in plant 
food dissolved in water, while the plant in the expenment A lived for a short 
time only and died away as there was no food in the water 

MAGNIFTINa GLASS 
PlCTOKB No 3 

The magnifying glass is intended for showing the small parts of a flower, 
etc , as detailed m the reading book Lxpeiiments with the magnifying glass 
are made frequently throughout the couiso 

EXPERIMENT IV-Oswmo 

Every plant is formed of cells (use of magnifving glass) At the end of 
the root of a plant there is a coll which takes the nourishment ot the plant in 
It IB in fact a closed bag, and sucks in the plant food little by little when the 
food IS presented to it dissolved in watci 

Tins experiment is to show that a thinner or less dense liquid passes 
through a membrane into the thicker or denser liquid in larger quantity than 
the dense liqmd passes outwards, in other words, plant food dissolved in the 
water in soil may pass into the roots of a plant

Picture No 4 

Apparatus required —A wide mouthed bottle , a tube open at both ends, 
the one end enlarged to the shape of a funnel , bladder, sulphate of copper, 
or milk, or solution of honey or treacle 

First fill the bottle with common drinking watei, and then prepare a strong 
solution of sulphate of copper lie over the enlaiged end of the tube with 
tho bladder by means of string tied tightly, so that air may not enter, and 
then fill this tube with the strong solution of sulphate of copper, or with milk, 
or with solution of honey oi treacle, and then dip the widened end into the 
water in tho bottle, and hold it in its placo by means of a coik Mark the 
place where the liquid m the tube stands now (A) Aftoi halt an hour oi so 
tho liqmd will rise in tno tube above the point (A), snowing the hqmd from the 
bottle has entered into the tube On tho othei hand, it will be seen a small 
quantity of the liquid from the tube has passed into the bottlo, as tho water in the 
bottle IS coloured with milk, etc , but that the quantity passing outwards is 
smaller than that passing inwards is shown by tho rise oi the liquid in the tube 
This process is called osmoso By this piocess the plants take their food 
from the water m the soil by means of their roots 

IBVNSPTnVlION 
Experiment No 5 

To show the process of transpiration (or perspiiation) through the pores of 
the leaves, etc , of plants Note — Iho haid stems of plants have not tho power 
of transpiration 

Apparatus reauired — A good transparent glass jar or bottle, and an earthen 
pot c ot it aming a plant with healthy leaves 

Place the glass over the plant, and expose the whole apparatus to bnght 
sunlight or dajmght After naif an hour you will see the inner surface of the 
vessel quite dim with the watery vapour exuded from tho loaves of tho plant 
The cold of the glass gradually condenses tho vapour, which begins to flow 
down from the inner surface of the glass, showing that watery vapour is 
always exuded from the surface of plants This action of the loaves of plants 
IS caUed tramipixation 

(Watery vapour is exuded not only from green leaves, but from other 
gremi portions of the stem through interstioes called stomata ) 
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EVOLUTION OF OXYOBK FBOM PLAITTE 
BxraKiMBiiT No 6 

To show that Imog plants in the fonn of green leaves, eie , have the 
pwer of decomposing carbonic acid dissolved m water, etc , and of assimilst 
ing the carbon while setting free the oxygen, which is again added to the 
atmosphere 

Apparatus required — A large bottle with a wide mouth , a few leaves of 
any plant , a small earthen basin which can hold the mouth of the bottle , a 
bucket full of water 

fill the bottle with water and leaves, and mvert it in the basin full of 
water, so as not to leave any air bubbles at the bottom of the inverted bottl& 
Keep the bottle with the basin in the strong sunshine for about three hours 
You will observe afterwards that some gas bubbles are seen adhering to 
the back oi the leaves This gas will collect in the upper part of the bottle 
This IS the oxygen gis evolved by the leaves through the stomata in the action 
of respiration I'hat this gas is not common air, but oxygon, may be proved 
by testing its properties 

The gas will probably relight a chip of wood the end of which is glowing, 
(te , a lighted piece of wood just blown out, but not fully extinguished) 

FOBMATION OP CU VLK PBOM LIME WATEB 
Expbrimbnt No 7 

Apparatus required — A glass tube of half an inch in diameter and a few 
inches long , lime water , a glass vessel 

Pour a little lime water* m the glass vcssol, dip one end of the glass tube 
with your right hand into the solution Hold the vessel in your left hand 
Then blow in air with your mouth After a few minutes, the clear water will 
become turbid, and finally will assume a milky appearance, owing to the 
formation of chalk f It this milky water were allowed to stand still for a 
tew hours, the chalk will settle down, and clear water will fioat on its surface 

The following is a list of the apparatus reqmred to be supplied to each 
primary school for the purpose of such expenments The list is divided 
into two parts, the first part containing the apparatus which is essential, and 
the second part apparatus which it is desirable should also be supplied to 
each school, if funcis permit, to enable further experiments to be performed 
i ho cost of the fiist set is Re 1 14, and of the second or non essential set 
Rs 2 12, making altogether only Rs 4 10

A very important practical portion in the teaohmg of agncnlture in the Central 
Provmces is to be found in the fact that in eveiy school where there is the 
slightest facihty for it, a schftol garden is startea Naturally, these school 
gardens can be better fostered m tho schools in the country than m those m 
town Tho usual plan is for the plot of ground available to be marked out by 
small low raised Wks into a number of separate plots, usually perhaps two or 
three yards square, and for each plot to be handed over to two of the boys of 
the school, who have to do practically all tho work in connection with tlie plot 
in the way of sowing the seeds (usually those of vegetables and dowers), \toed 
mg, watering and generally bringing the crops up to matunty, when the 
produce of such plot of ground belongs to the boys who cultivate it 

The only expense in such a school garden is (1) for laying out the 
garden in the first instance, (3) for procuring tho seeds, and (3) in some 
cases where water may have to be drawn up from a deep well, &c, a 
slight cost for part of the time ot a cooly to diaw up water, &c As the 
third IS an expense which can usually be avoided, and the second is one, 
which if the school master understands his work can be prevented by Kis col 
lectmg and saving the seeds, etc , from the plants that are grown in the garden, 
practically tho cost of a school garden usually reduces itself to the cost of 
Jaymg it out in the first instance, amounting possibly to Bs 3, Rs o, or 
Rs 10 according to the size of the garden Even this cost may be 
avoided by the school master (with the aid of the villagers, &c ) domg the 
work himself In the same way any tools required by tho boys in the cultiva 
tion of them plots can always be borrowed from their own homes 

Defimte mstruotions are issued m the form of circulars to school masters, 
etc , on the subject of school gardens, dealing with the soil of the garden, the 
area wanted, watenng, manuring, cultivation, sowing and transplantmg, and 
also mdicatiog the various crops, vegetables, flowers, etc , which may be grown 
at different seasons of the year m such school gardens 

8(B), It has been pomted oat that in town schools agriculture is partly 
replaoed the teaching of a general elementary course in science in the 
upper pnmaiy standard, while physical science commences after the upper 
{mmary standard, and contmues through the middle standard The latter 
oourse is to a oonsiderable extent similar to the plan adopted m middle schools 
m Baigalf where physical science is usually taught There is, however, one 
pomt ci diffsrence|, masmuch as in the schools m the Central Provinces apparatus 
u provided for demonstmting the nmide physical facts, while in middle 
scbeols m Bea^ apparatus for sudi purposes is usually entirely wanting 
On Ube other hand it it^ in my cpiiiion, doubtfid wheffier the Selection of the 
Fhymal Smenee ^r6Xl>B<rak ana of the apparatus to illustrate it m the Central 
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ProviDcoB schools is quite judtcioos In the case of the apparatus ^ren, I am 
suie the selection la too ambitious, and several of the pieces supplied are not, 
and could not bo, properly used In Indian schools of this type toe apparatus 
must be of exceedingly simple and inexpensive nature — apparatus which can be 
renewed or repaired locally in small villages by ordmary bazar artizans This, 
however, is not the case in the Central Proyinces, and in several cases I saw 
pieces of apparatus (such as Tate’s air pumps, Magdeburg hemispheres, &g ) out 
of order, which ceitainly could not be repaired by the master of the school or by 
any local artizan, and w&ich were hence quite useless The cost of the usual 
simple set of appaiatus to teach physical science in middle schools in the Central 
Piormces is said to bo about Rs ^6 or Rs 37, but in largci towns under nch 
municipalities as much as Rs 150 to Rs 300 is spent for this purpose 

In the case of the science subjects taught in class IV (upper primary 
class) of the town schools in the Cential Provmces, it is partly of the nature of 
that which is taught as agiicultuie in village schools and partly elementary 
natural history, etc It is only intended m this course to give a slight and 
superficial knowlt dge of tl e matoiiuls mot with in every day life There does 
not appeal to be very much to comment on with reference to this section of the 
(ouise The subject and the teaching of it are probably not entirely satis 
factoiy 

4 Ki)i iergat Int — Kindergarten methods are used in the lower classes 
of the schools, and all the tiacheis who axe now sent out from the training 
schools have to go through this systc m as a regular part of their instruction 
As mentioned previously, kindergaiten drawing is practised m the lower classes 
Kindcigaifen or action songs aio also encouraged, and in many schools the 
hist SIX of the kiudeigarhii gifts are employed m teaching The cost of a 
set of the first six of hioebel’s gifts, as made at Nagpui, is said to be about 
Rs 7, but they arc also made up in villages by carpenters, &c , for the use of 
village schools (wheie they are perhaps not quite so well fimshed as at Nagpur) 
for about Rs 4 only The followmg is a short description of the gifts 
alluded to - 

Tho fiist six kindeigartcn gifts of Fioebel are usually — 

The fiist gift of six soft balls, commonly of rubber coveied with coloured 
woisted, but may be of wool only, lepresentmg tho primaiy and secondary 
colours AVith those the youn,, pupils are taught to distinguish colours and 
to bocomo acquainted ivith dififexeuccs m material, shape, weight, and the 
piopc rties of tho balls Graincs aie usually designed in which the balls play a 
jiruminont pait 

The second gift consists of a sphere, cylinder, and cube in wood It offers 
oppoit unity foi conipuiison fiist with tho rubbei balls, and then between the 
aiiielos which constitute this gift as to shape, etc , etc 

The third gift is a cube (usually two inches) divided once in every way, thus 
foinung eight cubes Witlitht.se vurntus exercises in construction, etc, are 
eairied out The fourth, fifth, and sixth gifts consist of a cube variously divid 
ed, and these aro used lor similar exercises, but more advanced than those of 
the thud gift 

Beyond these, as ainle, tlie schools do not go, though the seventh gift, a 
senes of thin slabs oi tablets, squaies, half squares, equilateral pieces, etc , etc , 
foi making patterns, and the eighth gift a number of small wooden rods used 
fcji making figures, loiters of the alphabet, etc , would certainly be useful From 
flu tenth gift (consisting of arrangements fur drawing) upwards, pmotu^y 
hioebel’s gifts introduce the elements of hand and eye and manual trauiW 
They illustiate drawing, paper cutting, paper weaving and interlacing, modd 
ling, etc , etc , and these are usually included under these paitioular headings in 
schemes of general education Ii I might venture an opimon on the kinder 
„aitoii teaching in the Central Provinces, I should remai^ that this part has 
Ixeen taken practically bodily from Luropean books, and it is dpuhtfal whether 
more satihfactory results could not have been obtained by working on 
Froebel’s piiiKiple or mtom, but giving the system, etc , what might be called 
a local atmosphere Some of the gifts, in the foi^ of wooden cubes, divided 
into complicated geometrical sections, are undoubtedly quite onfamiliar to Indian 
children in then ordinary hves, and it would probably have been better to 
select materials and objects for kmdergartett worn whico are to be found m 
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every village, or which aie easily withm the power of construction of evciy 
village school mastei 

0 Object Umn9 — I found in every village school that I went to 
small collections of objects which were used for the purpose of object lesson*^ 
Generally also the village school master had eitbei himself prcpaied or had 
peisuaded a village caiponter to prepare a small cupboard or box with compart 
ments for storing these objects, most of them being duly named and kept m a 

f iartieular compartment of the box oi cupboard 1 heard also ono or two object 
essons given by the mastt rs of the schools, but owing to my ignoiance of 
Mahratht^ I can give onlv the geneial impression that the teacheis seemed to 
know how to set to work to givo object lessi ns 

Again, if I may make a ciiticism, it is to the effect that possibly the objects 
chosen might have beui selected moio judiciously In some cases, various 
metals including even such valuable bodies as silver and gold, and the on s of 
such metals woie taken as objects for lessons, and to my surprise gold quai t/ 
and silvei ore wore actually in the collections of some schools It appealed 
to me that it would be better if the objects were such that they (onld 
all bo procured in the school house oi in tho mimed lato neighbour 
hood of each school, so that there would be no expense iii making the 
collection, and all the objects worked with would bo well known I urther, 
it would be a great advantage if the boys of a school weie made to collect 
objects tlu mselvos, which would form pait of a small school colh ction, and which 
would be used subst quently for the object lessons in tho class These collections 
could be wholly or partially renewed from year to ycai by fresh batches of 
pupils Jn this way the ( hildicn would take much moie interest— even a pei sonal 
interest— m tho subject of thq object lessons, as they would deal with objects 
nioie or less belonging tj them If the sj stem of object kssnu teaching is 
extended to Bengal schools, some such plan as this could bo tried, lor it 
would bo certainly move economical, and piobably more interesting and 
eftcctive as a means of education 

« 6 Manual itaimnq — I icgrct very much that owing t > tho discouragement 

which has boon shown to this subject in *116 Cential Provinces since ISO! 02, I 
was unable to see tho system it work in any of the village schools It is, 
howovor, still taught iii tho trainmg schools, and I was satisfied with the pi] ci 
cutting and pattcin making whic h 1 saw at the Nagpur School 1 saw, liowcvc i , 
no clay modtlling exetpt m tho shape of formci spocunens of woik So fai as 
1 could judge, these two loims of tiunual training must have boon woikui„ 
fairly satisfactorily, and it was ceitamly a pity, when pro„ics8 had been inidc, 
that they were more or loss stopped All the four ordinary forms oi manual 
training, papii work and clay modelUng with the addition of eaid boaid woik 
and blojd woik, seem to me to be veiy suitable for inlioduetiou into Bengal 
schools, but the woik must be done in an exceedingly eltmnitary way, and it 
must bo a cheap 8)8tcm, and one that will not lead to tho idea that any toim 
of trade is being taught oi fosteied That is, it must bo taken up from tho 
purely educational point of view, and piobably no tools other than knivt s, 
scissors, dsc , could bo made adniisbible in such comscs in schools 1 ho intro 
duction of trade or artisan implements— at ill events at hist— might probably 
lead to touch opposition and might prevent any progress being made in this 
highly important educational traimng 

This really concludes the ciiticism of tho modem subjects taught in tho 
vernacular schools of the Central Provinces It does not app< ai noc cssarv in 
any way to review tho course of instruction adopted in such subjects as reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, history, «Scc , for the methods followed in llio 
Central Piovincob and Bengal appeal to be fmrlv similar It may, however, 
be remarked that while history and I uclid find a place in tho upper pimiary 
course in Bengal, they aio not taught even as optional subjects in puniaiy si hoofs 
m the Central Pi ovmces In other lespocts the subjects taught are more oi 
less sinular 

The above remarks also exhaust probably all that it is necessary foi me to 
say on the subject of tho education oi boys up to ibe middle stand ird 

In the case of girls’ education in the Central Provinces, 1 m ly lomark it is 
exceedingly backward and hunted in amount Very few girls’ scliools iiidi ed 
exist, and the great majonty of these only teach up to the uppei piimaiy 
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fltaadiud There is little necessity, theiofore, lor noticing these schools lu detail 
It may, however, be mentioned that in giils’ piimaiy schools needlework i» 
(ompulsory, drawing, giammai, object lessons or elementary science and

turn ” nnddlo stliools, whilo the totil number nl piimaiy schools m 1S9C 97 was 
and of middle schools 149 licnee practically the vc ntmo schools may b( 
2,109 neglected in any discussion of the condition oi education m the Ooiitral 
Provinces These vernacular schools appeal to,hc divided into three clisscs — 

(A) Those luamtaincd by Govcinmont or by Roaids such as Disiiu t 

Councils, Roalds, Municipalities, etc, the expenses being wholly 
mot fiom public funds Ihis maybe called the “fixed giant” 
system 

(B) Those inaintaincd wholly by payment on the results of thocxaimim 

tions plus school fees Ihis miybe called the “ lesult (,i iiit” 
system 

(C; Those maintained paitly by fonliibution fiom giants made bv 
Govormnont to public bodies, and putly by “payments by 
results ’ of the examination, etc , of the pupils This may be 
called the “combined” system 

The schools of classes A and C constitute by far the larj,ci number, those 
of class R aie not so much cncouiaged In this respect the schools in 
the Ccutial Piovinces exhibit i raaiked conliast to the primary schools in 
Reii„il, whoic ill except a small piopoition belong to the lesult f,rant 
system, i ( , they aie paid solely by icsults 

Hit lesiilt grant system, in which a considciublo numbei of schools in the 
Central PioMiiccs aie woiking, also diffeis decidedly from (he system ns woiked 
ill Rental I ho Ccntial Piovinces system gives a school aid tab ulated 
on the numhci of passes in an oxaimnation ( onducted aftu pioscnbcd standards 
and partly on the aveiage attendance of pupils No school is examined for a 
result giant which has not on the date of examination met on 180 school days 
from the date of the last examination, or in the case of new schools from the 
date of iCf.i8tration Tlitsc quulificitiuns (and others which aie noted below) of 
the method of sole or simple payment on examination results appear to be very 
wholesome, and might probably be extended with advantage in Bengal 

I ho subjects for examination in the vernacular schools as pointed out 
previously, arc divided into two classes, compulsory and optional In these 
ixaminatioiis no pupil can cam a grant who has not attended the school for at 
IciSt 90 days To jiass m a subject he must obtain one third of the maximum 
maiks, but he einnot cam a giant in moie than four optional subjects Ihero 
aio also Uyt rostiictions In the compulsoiy subiects of any staoiaard no pupil 
can earn a unless he passes in at Icasttwo of these subjects In the optional 
subjects of the first standard no pupil can cam a grant unloss he passes m the 
three compnlsoiy subjects of the standard In other standards he must pass in 
at least two subjects 
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In the combined system of sohools the fixed grant cannot exceed Us 0 por 
mensem, and the result grants are given at the rate of 50 per cent ot the maximum 
rate attained in result grant schools 

In order to pass the upper pi unary examination a candidate must pass m 
the three compulsory subjects and at least two optional subjects 

I made enquiries into the working and resultsof thethioo ehs'jos of schools, 
A, B, and C, as indicated above, and I was vssured by the Inspector of SchooU 
that— 

Clast A — 1 ho fixed grunt system fsehools fully maintained fiom public 
funds) aie by fui the best, they give the best kind ot 
teaching and education, but on the other hand they arc the 
most expensive ot the tbiee classes 

Gla^s B —The lesult grant system (schools paid no fixed grant, but only 
paid on the resultsof oxauunalion, etc ) Ihtsoaiotlie 
woist of all the classes ot schools in the Contral Uiovmee , 
giMngtlie pooiest education and least sitisfaetoiy disci 
plinc, but on the othei hind they are decidedly the 
cheapest 

Class C’' — The combined system (schools paid paitly by fixed {,rnnts 
and partly b) results grants) iheso stand intermodiitu 
be tivcc n A and B, and give a fan education, while they 
aio decidedly cheapii than A, but more expensive 
than B 

bpeaking goneially, the housing of schools of classes A and C is bottei 
than tliat of B, though attempts iro mado to gi idually provide schools of chss B 
with suitable school buildings liy appealing to private subseuptions, District 
Buaids, etc 

It will b.^ seen that class B piaeticxlly eoirosponJs in its method of woikuiig 
and geuoial conditions to the ordmaiy lowei piimaiy schools in Bengal 

Another point which is woithy of note m the case ot these schools is th it 
while thoio aie only 2,100 piiraaiv and U9 middle schools in tho Centi il l*io 
Vinces, and a eoirespondingly small nnmbc r of high schools, yc t tlieio aic toui 
Inspectors of Schools (in ndlitiou to the Inspoctoi General, who is an energetic 
inspecting olBc i), and 10 Deputy Inspectors of schools foi supoi vising tho uoil 
giving louglil) to each supi noi inspecting ofhcci 4i0 piimaiy and soconnuy 
schools and to each Deputy 7 i only It will thus be soon tint the siiporioi m 
speetmg offic ors can bo, and aic, luneli moie in touch with and have t ir ,,ieatoi 
personal eontiol over elomentary education in tho Centinl Brovnuc s tiuii is 
possible m Bengal with its enormous numbei of schools and rc^litivc Iv smillei 
staff of Inspectors buither, tho Deputy Inspi etors in tho Omti il Biovmeos 
can give long personal visits to schools, to tc ich now torms of initmetion, oi to 
correct mistakes, etc , while in Bengal tin D puty Inspc ctois h ivo pin tic illy 
no time and no such opportunity ot working in cletail with prmiuy schools 
It IS probably certain that to this rclitmly very stioiig mspectmg stuff a 
considerable pirt of the hicccss of tho Ceutial Provinces c due itional scln ino h is 
been due, tor the numerous inspecting officeis ha\e bun ible to pc rsoii illy 
and indmduilly work out in the schools tho impiovemonts which it had been 
decided by Govcinmont to introduce 

The good results are also due paitly, if not largely, to tin s/stoinof 
training ot teachers in normal sc bools, which liis boon prietisc d in tlu (Jonti il 
Provinces to a larger extent than is the case in Bengal 

Hence it appears necessary to review buetly the oxistincg systc m ot tram 
nig schools as earned out m the Central Pioviuees

Only teicheis who have passed the usual teachership examination are 
now allowed to join schools which receive aidlrom public funds, and compaiing 
the stiiudard which has to bo leielied foi even piimaiy teachers in the Central 
Provinies with the standaid ot qualification, or lathcr the want of quahfica 
tioiis, of the ordinary gurus in pnmary schools m Bengal, it will be seen bow 
backwaid Bengal is in this respect 

It has not been thought necessary to add here any figures as to tho cost 
ol tho oidinary work of normal or tiaming schools Such schools already 
exist at Calcutta, Ilooghly, Dacca, Bankipur, &c , and their cost in Bengal is 
well aseei tamed 

1 ho above subjects represented tho ordinary course of instruction for a pn 
maiy ttachcr up till lecent years Since, however, agriculture has been made 
1 more piommont subjict ol tcachin,, xn primary schools, tho eomse of m 
stiuction loi teaeheiB has also been extended, and they aie now called upon to 
go tiuougb a SIX months’ course in agntulturc, theoretical and practical, and on 
the methods of teaching it, in the agricultural school attached to the Agncul 
tuial Expeiiraental Farm at Nagpur Ihis course is partly theoretical, partly 
piactical in the laboratory, and partly practical on tho Faim In addition also 
each teacher has a plot of ground given him about two yards wide by five or 
SIX \ards long, which he has to cultivate entirely himself (to dig, to plant, to 
weed, to water etc , etc ), and the produce of tbs during tne six months’ course 
hi longs to tho student 

Batches of about 60 are taken each half year, of whom about a quarter 
consist of students who have lust passed througli the trammg school, while the 
remaining 45 consist of actual teachers of schools who are drafted up from their 
HI hools, two Ol three being selected from each district for each courso At the 
( ud of sue months there is the usual examination on which certificates are 
issued In this wny iboot 110 to 120 teachers of pnmary schools are tramed 
annually in agri< ultural methods, and as time goes on practically all the teai^exs 
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of the province will become thus trained In the case of the training school 
students who have just passed as oeitificated masters, they receive a scholarship 
allowance of Rs 5 a month, while the actual masters drafted from the mufassu 
schools receive their own full pay, the pay of their substitutes being provided 
by the various District Councils, Boards, etc , under whom they are serving 
As this represents an important development m the method of trammg 
primary teachers, which is not at all represented in Bengal at present, and as it 
la connected with certain proposals maae on the establishment of the Lower 
Agnt ultural Class at Sibpur (which has been lately opened, but which has not 
yet filled) it will be perhaps well to givo a few details of the kmd of instruc 
tion followed, and as to tho staff, etc , requuod in the institution

That 18 foi training 130 vcrnacnlar teachers per annum, and also the 
two agricultur'il classes, tlie total cost of lecturers, etc , is Rs 200 a month only 

As stated previously , thoie is a h]ghor(h nglish) class in agriculture the course 
for which extends over two yens and which is hold in the same buildmg 
with the vernacular master’s agiicultural class These students on passing out 
have a prefeiential claim on certain revenue sottloment and Court of Wards 
appointments As this class is interesting at the present tinio, as it corresponds 
to the new aguculluial class at bibpur, I made a few enqmncs as to its 
working The numbers attending n; aro not largo, as thoio are only fourteen 
students m the first \eir class and four students in the second year The

studying improved forms of agricultuial implements, in studying the effects of

It lias been found desirxblo then to prqiiire books for tlio uso of teachers 
of vanous giades of schools, tieating on the vuiious phases ot school life, 
and the best methods of obtaining good losults 

A njanual was prepaied many yeais ago by Mr CarndufF, who was an 
Inspects of Schools in the Contial Provinees 1 lus work, or at all events tho 
Ii.ngliab edition, 18 now out of print A work called Stksa Pati a, which is still used 
by teachers in many schools in tho Central Provinces, is said to bo a Hindi trans 
fetion of Mr CarndulFs work It appears to bo a work which has done, and is 
doing good It contains cliapters on the quahties requiied in masters and pupils, 
and on the procedure as to logistors, time tables, management of schools and 
classes, etc , etc Then follow insti actions as to tho best methods of teaching 
pl nnnpfl vanous subjects in vanous standards, and afterwards general subjects deal 
ing with the management of school work, the connection of teachers with school 
committees, the nature of school buddings and school appaiatus, etc There 
was, and is undoubtedly, ample scope for such a work, and specially there 
18 scope for such a woik m Bengal 

As Mr Carnduff’s woik is out of pnnt, and as the introduction of modem 
subjects and methods of teaching had rendered the woik out oi date 
Mr Spence, the Head Master of the Nagpui Training or Isom al School, has 
wntten a leachers’ Manual, wh ch is, I believe, leally to be punted Transla 
hens of it are now being prepared in Hindi, Mahrathi, etc , and I am informed 
when the translations are ready, the woik will be simul anoously published m 
English and tho vernaculars 
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The Committeo which u now sitting for the purpose of revising or remod 
ellmg the system of Acmaonlar education in Bengal had at one of ito first meet 
mgs come to the conclusion that a Teachers^ Manual is urgently wanted for the 
use of school masters m Bengal, and the &ct that the want has also been found, 
and is being supplied in the Central Provinoes will probably show that the con 
clusiou of the Committee was sound 

Concluding bemabes 

In concluding my remarks on the subiect of the vernacular education in the 
Central Provinces, and comparing it with that m Bengal, 1 am constrained to 
remark that m such matters as drill, drawing agricultural teaching, physical 
science teaching, kindergarten teaching, and object lesson teaching, the vema 
Lular schools in the Central Provinces are very decidedly m advance of any 
thing we can show in Bengal In the matter of manual work also a good begin 
ning was apparently made in the Central ProYinces, and so far as it went the 
attempt was successful, and proved that manual trairang can be introduced in 
Indian schools 

All these modern methods and subjects of education therefore have been 
shown to be practical in one province, and it remains to be seen whether equally 
successful, or possibly more successful, results could not be obtained in other 
provinces, such as Bengal Experience has there diown that such subjects are 
well suited to Indian children, and that they take much interest m them, and 
tnrthei that the introduction of modem methods of teaching does not enhance 
the cost of education, while European experience has proved that education 
conducted on these lines is far more satisfactory and gives far better results 
than when confined to the old methods and subjects of teaching

1 AM directed to acknowledge the recemt of your letter No 180T , dated 
the 4th ultimo, submitting a copy of tho Cahutta Municipal Bill as amended 
by the Select Committee with a copy of tho Committee’s report Those papeis 
have been can fully considered by His Excellency in Council, and I am to 
communicate the following lemarks and proposals 

2 I he late Lieutenant Governor of Bengal, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, sot 
forth the grounds for tho introduction of this Bill in Mr Risley’s lettei 
No 383T M , dated tho 17th June 1897 He diew attintion to certain matters 
in lespect of which the existing sj stem of municipal government m Calcutta 
had failed, and to certain flagiant abases which had grown up under it 
The prmcipal grounds for the introduction of the present Bill, as summan/ed by 
him, were as follows — 

(1) the complete failure of the olective system to secure adequate 

representation even of the different inteicsts existing m the 

native city , 

(2) the practical exclusion of European men of business from all shaic 

in the municipal government of Calcutta , 

(3) the growth of party spint and the appearance among the elected 

Commissioners of a class of professional and in some cases corrupt 

politicians , 

(4) the abuse of the Committee system, which paralyzed the executive 

oificeis and demoralized the subordinate staff , and 

(5) the consequent breakdown of the conservancy and water supply of 

the town and of every depaitment of municipal administration 

3 The Government of India fully accepted the necessity for tho remedy 
of these abuses, and they assented generally to the pnnciplo of the proposed 
legislation, while in respect of details they relied at that early stage upcti 
the high authoiiiy of Sir Alexander Mackenzie In submitting the Bill to the 
Secretary of State (Despatch No 1, dated tho 6th January 1898), tho Govern 
ment of India said “ We desire to give our fullest support to tl c Lieutenant 
Governor in hia endeavour to improve the system of municipal gen ernment and 
torejQDye the sanitary defects of Calcutta, and we approve of the introduction 
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in tho Logislatiye Council of Bengal of a Bill based on the general hnes of the 
Bill under consideration But we have refrained for the present from any 
general discussion of the details of the Bill , and we think that the responsibility 
lor them should rest with Sir Alezandei Mackenzie ” It may be noted also that 
m this Despatch the Govorument of India, even at that early stage, indicated a 
piefcrcnce, as rcgaids the constitution of the General Committee, for the model 
of the Bombiy City Municipal Act It was only in defeience to Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie’s strongly expressed objections that they did not at that time persist 
m their views in this respect 

4 The beciotary of State (in His Loidship’s Despatch No 25, dated the 
10th Febtuaiy iSOSj, after suminanziog the views of the Bengal Government 
and of the Government of Indi'>, communKated in very cautious language his 
acceptance, not of tho Bill itself, but of the principle tliat the executive should 
be stiengihened, and that tho bodies repioscnting tho trade of Calcutta should 
have a voice on thi General Committee He added that ho would watch 
with mteicst the discussion of the proposed Bill in tho Council of tho Lieutenant 
Goveinor 

5 In these circumstances the Bill was intioduced into the Local Council 
on the l^th March 189:1, and it was refened to a Select Committee on the 4th 
April 1898 Meanwhile Sii Ahxnndtr Mackenzie lesigned the odito of 
1 icutenant Governor , and Sir John Woodburn succeeded him on tho 7th 
Apnl 1898 In opening the winter session of tho Local Council on the 12th 
November 1898, His Honour made a statement upon tho course of business 
He dwelt especially on this Bill, the consideialipn of which by the Select 
rommittce was to be tho main woik of the session Ho accepted fully the 
decisions of the Council, winch had endorsed tlu proposals of his predecessor 
Ho 8])ccially quoted with ipproval tlie opinion of Sir Hemy Harrison, a distm 
guihliod Ch iiiinan of tho Coiporation, that “ undei its present constitution theie 
IS a lack ol motile powoi Ihc ouetgic s of tho municipal government expend 
tliemsclvcH 111 ciiticism and not in action,” and lIis Honour added, “m the 
ndniinistiation of a gieat city tlioio must he piovision for pioinpt, steady 
and efficacious action , and theie is no loom foi doubt that refoim of some soit 
is needed ’ 

G riu Select Committee begin then sittings on the same date, the 12th 
Noiembci 1808, and have met forty times, discussing the Bill section by section, 
iiid devoting to it what appears to Invo boen a ver) jiationt and thoiough 
examination Ihoi have caiefully consideied the Bill itself, the voluminous 
(iitieisms leforied to m tlio fiist paiagraph of their ropoit, and the views of tho 
(Jalcutia Building Commission They have ic cognized the limitations imposed by 
the rffo ince from tin Local Council undii which they were acting, but they 
have pioposod a large number of alteiatiuiib, some of which are of considerable 
impoitance And now the amended Bill with their report is submitted foi the 
1 cue wed (onsideiation of the Government of India 

7 Tho Govi n ment of India cannot tail to realize that they have a special 
responsibilitv int'nsiase It would be strange indeed if they did not feel a 
peculiar interest in a moasure affecting the mumtipal constitution of a city, 
which 18 not nurtly the capital of the Ih evince of Bengal, but also the seat of 
tlu Impeiial Govirnmont and tho capital of the Indian I mpiio They are 
deep'y persuaded of the impoitanco of a local administration, which shall 
adcquitely reprisi nt tho vaiious great mteiests that have placed, and still keep, 
Cileutta in its pienuer position in India, and which shall bo businesslike, 
c flu 11 lit, and free from scandal or leproaeh At tho same time it would be 
ihcir natural dosiie, in the interests both of continuity of adimnistiation and of 
public haiuionj , to see those objects attamed, not by any conlravontion of the 
bioad piinciplos of I ocil Self Government aheady conceded, but by a curtail 
ment of the abuses to which in practice they may have become exposed, and by 
a lostrction, within limits suggested by cxpciionce, of the range of their future 
operation In thcb^ opinions the Goveinmeiit oi India are convinced that they 
have llie sympathy oi ♦hu Lieutenant Governor 

8 In the course of the passage of the Bill through its various stages, 
much cntioism has been bestowed uiion it from many quarts , and, while a 
good deal of this ciiticism has been of only ephemeral value and has lested 
upon no soM foundation, the Govornment of India have boen led, after a earful

and independent investigation, to thipk that there are features in bn Aloxandci 
Mackenzie’s Bill, which are not in entire accordance with the principles just laid 
down, and which might not lu praciico ensure that anutablo and patuotic 
( 0 opeiatiott of all parties in tho future ninnicipal government of the city, 
which lb essential to its ofcaent adniinistiation 

9 Ihefiistot these points IS the want of coircspondencc, in constituent 
proportions, between the Corpoiation, which is still left under the Bill with its 
oiiginal numbeis (T'i) and constituent elements (jO elected by waids, 10 elected 
by bodies lepreseutii g tiade, and lo appointed by tho Government^ and tho now 
General Committee ot I2membei8, to bo constituted in the opposite propoi- 
tions of d from tho 2) membtis representing tiado or appointed by the 
Government ancl 4 horn the jO waid members Ihis proposal, howevci fairly 
It may bo held to give icpre''eutntii)n on the Generxl Ccmmittoe to the leading 
interest in the eity, and howuvci well it may have been expected by Sir 
Al( xandei Mackenzie to work 111 practice, is undoubtedly illogical, inasmuch as 
itintioduces a wholly different h ims ot upiesentation m tho smal’ cxceiitivo 
body fiom that upon which the lauor adninnstiative body is constituted 
Moioovoi, it Ins be en anticipated that this lack ot piopoition, and tho divergent 
inteicbts which it may he expected to some c xtent to create, will bo hable to 
pi oduee fiietion between tlic two bodies, upon whose Imimonious eo opeiatioii

10 Such were tho opinnfns which the (eovcnime nt of India had been led 
to form by attitude of publi opinion towauls the Bill, and by a careful study 
of tho bill itbclt at tho time when the be lee t Committee bCj^an then labouis 
It has now omeigod from the be lect ( omraittc'e , and the Government of Indi i 
are called upon to consider the Bill in its omcneled shape 

11 In bonip icspeots tho Bill IS now a btrou^ei and a hotter Bill than 
when it was mtiodue cd into tho Loc d Coum il P isnng ovoi minoi detads, in 
respect of which theie has been inipreiveine nt, thtio have been insoitcd, for 
example, sections 26 D, 2b L and 20 1 m place ot see turns 22 and OJ (b) of the 
Bill as intioduced 'ihese modihcitions follow the Liighsh hw, and tho powe is 
ot inspection and of piompt and effective inti iccntion thus bestowed will cniblo 
the Loc il Goveinmeut to exeicist much moK ofheu nt contiol And though an

12 Uu tho otlu i h and, the te iis entertaiiu d bj tho Goveiumcnt of Indi i 
IS regaids the institution of eo oidumte authoiitics and is to tho possibility of 
fiiction lesultin^ thciefrom have b( eu contnincd by changes winch have been 
made in tlic Lilfiu the Select Committot, and bj the opinions rccoidi d by tho 
Honourable Mtssis Naiondia Nath Son md Surendia Nath Buuiji 0 m then 
Minute of Dibsent fho powtis ot the C’oipoi ition ovei its otlieers and oiei 
the work of the Gtnei il Coininilteo have been veiy eonsideiably men used by 
tho provisions ot sections 28 J, i7 and 00 ic„ aiding the eppoiiitmont and leave 
ot the officers, and by the piovisaons ot sections 79, Oo and 120 regardinp

the bulk of their powers and fimetions” I he Goveinmeut of Imhi aic not 
without alarm that the want of homogeneity already eomplairu d ot mu} , it 
uncorrected, prejudicially affect the iuture succe s of the me asm c 

13 In these urcuinstanccs, the Government ot India hxvc caremlly 
considered whether the Bill should loeeive their sanction in its pus( nt toim, 01 
whether it is susceptible (without any such radical loconstiuctiou as would 
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produce general irritation and throw away the labours of the past year) of 
modifications e ther of principle or form which would meet the objections pre 
viously stated, and lessen, if not altogether remove, the possibilities of future 
fnetion I he Government of India have been struck, in their examination of 
the {^rounds advanced both by Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Sir John Woodbum 
for the measure, by the allegation that the existing Coiporation has devoted itself 
to speeeh and to ciiticism rather than to action This chargo, while doubtless to 
some extent due to the temper and spirit in which it has approached its work, is 
in the mam to bo attributed to the (onsidorable ind, as it would seem excessive, 
numbers of the municipal body fhoir numciical strength, when viewed in 
legard uther to the number of electors by whom the majority are returned, or to 
the experience of municipal institutions elsewhere, seems to be disproportionately 
and unnecessaiily laig< There can be no reason why a number of voters 
retmnodas only 11,890 out of a total ward population estimated at about 
6o0,000, or a piopoition of little moie than 2 per cent , should letum as many 
as 50 inembcis, oi why the luteiosts of a city even of over 681,000 inhabitants 
shoull luqmio the services of 75 Commissioners for their proper protection 
The Government of India are disposed, therefore, to think that a most effective, 
though luthcito unsuggosted, chock upon the abuses and anomalies complained 
ot mii,lit be found in a i eduction of the numerical strength of the Corporation 

14 Such a 1 eduction might further enable the Government of Bengal to 
secuio that more just and adequate representation of the various interests that 
compose tlie coipoiate life and wealth of Calcutta, which has been the avowed 
object of the promoters and supporters of the existing Bill, without presenting 
the illogicality of foim, or producing the possible friction, associated with 
the measure now undci discussion It should be found, if possible, in a plan 
whir'll would recogni/e, and constitute in some sort, an equality of balance 
between thi two mam intcicsts and classes m the population of the city, viz , 
the luropian interest, laigely prepondeiatmg in wealth and influence, and the 
Native interest, largely prtpondeixtmg m numbeis 

15 It will be remtrnbeicd that already, at a very eaily stage in the 
histoiy of this Bill, the Government of India had indicated a partiality for the 
Bomba} model, as regards the constitution of the General Committee, and the 
numerical ratio existing between its constituent elements and those of the mam 
body of tbo Corporation J heir attention has been lecalled to tins suggestion 
by a remarkable paiagraph m the able Note of Dissent recorded by the two 
native members of the Select Committee who have most distinguished themselves 
by their frank and intelligent criticisms of the piescnt Bill It will be found 
that they there (paragraph 24 of their Note) throw out the following noteworthy 
suggestion — 

Ihe ooustitutiODol part of the Bill, as we have already remarked, is largely modelled 
on the Bombay Aot of 1888 But the fact is lost sight ot, that while the Bonmay Aot is the 
natural outgrowth of the systems of mumoipal administration, previously in foiee in Bombay, 
the piiiinples of that Ad are entirely foreign to the spirit whioh has oharaoteiired the 
municipal legislation of Caloutta siuoe 1863 Besides the present Bill only partially 
borrows tiom the Bombay Aot, incorpuiating some of its objectionable provisions, wble 
all those wluob tend to popularize that syskm have been altogothir left out In the course 
of this Note we have pointed out how m certain important respects the provisions of the 
Bill differ from those of the Bombay Aot and wo now propose to draw attention to some 
of the most prominent features of the Bombay Aot which find no place in the present 
Bill In Bombay tho ( or^oration is the superior administrative body It chooses its 
own President, who is the ohiof spokesman of the Muuicipahty The Standing Committee, 
corresponding to the General Committee under the Bill, is loally a Committee of tho 
Corporation and not so merely m name folly two thirds of its members being elected by the 
Corporation (There is thus a solidarity of feeling among tho maionty of the members of 
tbe Slandiug Committee, who owe their position, and ore responsible to one central authority, 
whose polny they are obliged to corr} out with tbo utmost loyalty The Standing 
C ommillee too elects its own Chairman, and the Mumoipal Gomnussioner the Gluef Executive 
Ofhoer is net ovou a member of either the Corporation or the Standing Committee The 
Mumoipal < ommiS'uoner perforins all oxeoutive work and oarnes out all orders of the 
supenor adninisfrative body It is true ho is appointed by Government but the appoint 
ment is foi a n u liable piriod of three years, and his siuary oaimot be increased beyond 
Us 2,500 a moul li except with the approval of the Gorjioration Gan any one say that this 
IS the constitution that is proposed for Caloutta under the BillP We are no advocates of 
the Bombay system but if is at all to be given a trud m Caloutta, we are certainly of 
opimon that it will not do to borrow from it here and there, but that the system should be 
introduced mto Ooloutta in its entirety

16 The Government of India are inclined to think that in thib sug^ebtion 
and in a more close adaptation of the Bombay model, might be found the solu 
tion for which they are seeking I am desired, therofoie to submit, for the ton 
sideration of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor, the following amended plan 
for the constitution of the reformed Corporation of Calcutta and of its Coumuttets 

17 1 he Bombay Corporation is composed ot two foctoi s equal in numbois, 
and consisting itspoctively of membeis elected by the waids and of 
members appointed by the Government or elected by leprosentative bodies 
These two sections consist of 36 membeis each, oi a total of 72 loi the 
reasans already named, the Government ot India arc inclined to think that this 
total, which falls little short of the 7o hitherto allotted to Calcutta, is not 
required in the latter city in the interests oithii of adequate representation oi ot 
efficiency They aie the more disposed to take this view in the case of Calc ntta, 
because any attempt to laisethe strength oi what may be deseiibedas tbel uio 
pean element to the existing level of the Native element would not merely gi eat 
ly augment total numbers, which aie already in their opinion oxcossivo, but would 
give to European interests a share m the numoinul stiungth ot the Coiporation 
to which itisbohcved that they have no desneto lay claim, wliilst it tlu 
Native propoition in the Corporation weie diminished by 14, and the Euiopeau 
proportion were increased by 11 so as to follow exactly the Bombay model, it is 
conceived that while the objection already stated would apply to the mcieaso ot 
the European section, serious exception would also bo taken to a reduction of the 
Native element, which would oithei involve a ladic il loconstructionof the waids, 
or would call into existence an illogical and ill balanced scheme ot leprcscntution 
I am accordingly to suggest thfit the future Calcutta Coipoi ition should, like 
that of Bombay, consist oi two equal faotois, the stronglli ot which should be 
determined by tliat of the moiety now rcturm d by what are in tlio iiiaiii I* uropc m 
interests In other words it is advised that the Corporition should be composed 
of oOinembeis, 2o being elected as now by the 2 ^ wards into which the city is 
aheady divided, and 2 ) being pirtially nominated (as now) by the Government 
and partially elected < as now; by bodies repre sentmg comuioriial interests The 
Bombay mo<Jel would in this way bo faithfully ropioduced, though with smallLj 
numbeis, in Calcutta i here would be cieatcd a strict equality and bal incc ol 
interest between the Euiopeau and the Native elements And, owing to thc/ict 
that no reconstitution of the existing wards would bo required and that the 
European element would continuo to Ira constituted as at prcs(ut,tho change could 
be mtroduced with the minimuni of friction and delay In speaking, however, 
of the European element the Government of India must guard themselves agaiiist 
a possible mismterpretation of the phrase For ccnvonionco sako the term 
may bo employed and has here been employed by them But they arc well 
aware that the section of the Corporation of which they aip speaking need not 
necessarily be exclusively European in its composition , since it is to the Bengal 
Government and to the power of nomination enjoyed by the lattci that certain 
non Euiopean and Native elements of the population of Calcutta must look foi 
representation, in the ev« nt of their being uuablo to secure it under the cxistiUo 
method of election by wards The Government of Bengal iiavo novir failed 
in this respect to consider the interests of the sections of the population hue 
alluded to , and it is not unlikoly that under the amended scheme winch is now 
suggested, their good offices may be called into action in defence of non 
European and Native interests, that might otherwise remain unrepresented m 
the remodelled Corporation To this extent must a qualification be aduuttod 
in the use of the phrase which has been employed m this paiagraph 

18 The Select Committee have already in section 8UA followed th( 
Bombay model in giving to the Coi poration power to appoint Special Committees 
to fiftiiHi Hftr matteis which are reserved by law for decision by the Cmpoiu 
tion, and to delegate such of their duties to such Committees i he Bill aLo 
provides in section 88 for the appointment of Sub Committees by the Gciuial 
Committee But I am di sired specially to suggest that that model be more 
nearly followed in the constitution of the General Comnuttco They note tlio 
special approval with which the Honourable Messrs Naiendiu Nath 'sen md 
Surendra Nath Bauerjee draw attention to that feature ot the Bombay constitu 
tion which provides for the formation of what is there known os fho Standing 
Committee Their woids are as follow — “ The Standing, Comuittce, toire 
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sponding to thi Gencial Coramittee under the Bill, is really a Committee of the 
Coiporntion, and not so merely in name, fully two thirds of its members being 
eheted l)> the Coipoiation Iheio is thus a feeling of soliduiity among the 
majoiity of thi membeis of the Standing Committee, who owe their position 
and ai( ii'-ponsible to one central authouty, v\luise policy they are obliged to 
carry out with the utmost loyalty ” The Govi in tent of India, who fee much 
toici in this u,^ument, aie dispostd to recommend to His Ilonom the Lieutenant 
Govtinoi a similar proccduri at Calcutta They think that a General Committee, 
thoit)ug)il> reprt sen titivb both ot tho piincipal intciests involved and of the 
lu^ci Corpoiation, and qualified to dischaige tho important duties which it is 
piopo td to place upon its shoulders, m jjht be constituted by the nomination, 
as 111 Bombay, ol one thud ot its total number of 12 m'^inbers by the Govern 
meut and by the election ot the leinaimng two thirds by the Corporatun 
itself 

19 The cii cum stances of Bombvy, howcior, diffei materially from those 
of Calcutti, m one lespoit, viz , iii tnc numheis and strength of the vaiious 
commnuitK s th it compose tlu total population of the city, and are repiesented 
in tho Muimipil body Iho Helled Govoinment will doubtless, theiefort, 
find it disii ihk to suggtst some plan that will secure to that piopoition (two 
tliiidsl ot the Geiid d Committct which is to be elected by the entire Coi 
poi ition j, htiutly tali' and piopoitionnte lopiesentation of tho constituent 
eUments of the clectmal body Otberwwo it mi^ht be possible for either party, 
in tlu (hancis ot voting, by a baie nuuieueal majority, to swamp tho General 
Coninntb < , and to sciuil that tlu < utiretwo thirds pioportiou should be oi then 
own politu xl tonqili xion or (lass Such a icoult would be destriiftive of that 
tiiiei Kjuesditatiou of inkiists which the Govirnmcnt oi India, equally 
with Sir Alexander Mac ken/it and Sir John Woodburn, desire to secure And 
it would be fit xl to the haimomous (co opeiation of all parties in the future, 
which they hope b\ this bU|,gc8tion to produce 

20 Iain xlso to sugg< st that it uug,ht bo desirable to lay down lules 
foi the appointment of the bpoiial Comnnttocs and &ub Committees xvliicU 
would see me their bung tiuly icpresentative, in lespoct of their constituent 
< lemenls, ot the Corpoi ation oi Gential Committee appointing them 1 he 
piovisioiifs iei,ai hng the making of rules and bye laws ioi the conduct of the 
business of Sptdil Committees and Subcommittees under sections 89A and 
090 111 (omieelioii with si c tioiis )9i and 097, might be extended to include

1 AM directed to acknowledge tho leteipt of your letter No 180T , dated 
the 4tli ultimo, submitting a copy of the Calcutta Municipal Bill as amended 
by the Select Committee with a copy of the Committee’s report Those papeis 
have been caiefiilly considered bv Ills bxcclkiny m Counul, and I am to 
rommunicate tho following lemarks and proposih 

2 J he late Lieutenant Governor ot Bengal, Sir Altxandei Mackt n/io, set 
forth the grounds for tho introduction of this Bill in Mr Risloy’s lettoi 
No 383T M , dated the 17th June 1897 Ik dicw atkntion to ctrtnin matters 
in respect ot which tho existing system of municipal government m Calcutta 
had failed, and to certain flagiant abuses which had grown ui) under it 
The principal giounds for the introduction of tho prcsint Bill, as summarized by 
him, weie as follows — 

( 1 ) the complete failure of the elective system to secure adequate 

1 cpresontation even of tho diilcront intciests existing in the 
native uty , 

(2) the practical exclusion of European mon of business from all sbaie 

in the municipal government of C ilcutla , 

(3) the growth of parly spirit and the appearance among tho elected 

Commissioners of a class of professional and in sooio cases corrupt 
politicians , 

(4) the abuse of the Committee system, which paralyzed the executive 

oiBceia and demoralizcsl the suboidinate staff , and 

( 6 ) the consequent bicakdown of tho conservancy and water supply of 
the town and of eveiy department of municipal admmistiution 

3 The Government of India fully accepted tho neocssity for the icmodj 
of tliese abuses, and they assented generally to the principle of tho proposed 
legislation, while in respect of details they lelied at that early stage upiti 
the high aulboiity of Sir Alexander Mackenzie In submitting the Bill to the 
Secretary of State (Despatch No 1, dated the 6 th January 1898), tho Govern 
joent of India said “ We desire to give our fullest support to the Lieutenant 
Governor in his endeavour to improve the system of municipal 4 . erremment and 
to remove the sanitary defects of Calcutta, and we approve of the introduction 
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in the Legislatiye Council of Bengal of a Bill baaed on the general hnes of the 
Bill under oonaidoration But we have refrained for the present from any 
general discussion of the details of the Bill , and we think that the rosponsibihty 
toi them should rest with Sir Alexandti Mackenzie ” It may be noted also that 
in this Despatch the Government of India, even at that early stage, indicated a 
preference, as regards the constitution of the General Committee, for the model 
of the Bombay City Municipal Act It was only in deforenco to Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie’s strongly expressed objections that they did not at that time persist 
in tlioir views in this respect 

4 The Secietary of State (in TIis Lordship’s Despatch No 25, dated the 
10th February 1808 J, after sum uarmng the views of the Bengal Govciiiment 
and of the Government of Indio, communicated in very cautious language bis 
aiioptance, not of the Bill itself, but of the principle that tlie executive wiould 
be strengthened, and that tho bodies representing thi trade of Calcutta should 
have a voice on tho General Oommittoo He added that he would watch 
nith interest the discussion of the proposed Bill in the Council of tho Lieutenant 
Governor 

5 In these ciicumstances the Bill was introduced into the Local Council 
on the 19th March 1898, and it was referred to a Select Committee on the 4th 
Aprd 1898 Meanwhile Sir Alexander Mackeuzie resigned the office of 
Lieutenant Governor, and Sir John Woodburn succeeded him on the 7th 
Apiil 1898 In opening the winter so<«sion of tho Local Council on tho 12th 
November 1898, His lloiiour made a statement upon tlio course of business 
He dwelt especially on this Bill, the consideratiion of ivhich by the Select 
Committee was to bo the main work of the session He accepted fully the 
(Iciisions of the Council, which had endorsed the proposals of his predecessor 
He spocully quoted with appioial tho opinion of Sir Henry Harrison, a distm 
guishcd Chnrnmn of the Cornoiation, that “under its present constitution theie 
is i lack oi motive power Tin oneigics of the municipal goveramont expend 
themselves in criticism and not ill action,” and Ills Honour added, “in the 
admimstiaiion of a gicat eity theic must bo piovision foi prompt, 8tead\ 
and efticacioub action, and thcio is no loom foi doubt that refoim of some soit 
is> needed ’ 

() Ihc Select Coniuntti e began their sittings on the same date, the 1 Jtli 
Novomboi 1898, and ha\e met forty times, discussing the Bill section by section, 
ami devotin^ to it what appears to have been a very patient and thoiough 
cMiimnation I hey ha\e caiefully considered the Bill ilsolf, the volummous 
( iituibms leferrod to m tin fiist paiagiaph of their leport, and the views of the 
( iloiitta Building Commission 1 hey have lecogmzed the limitations imposed by 
till i‘fo (mo tiom the Local Council under which they were acting, but they 
have jnoposed a large number of alterations, some of which are of considerable 
mipoitince And now tho amended Bill with thoir report is submitted for the 
uuewtd cousideiation of tho Government of India 

7 I he (Tovoinment of India cannot fail to realize that they have a special 
lesponsibilitv in this case It would bo strange indeod it they did not feel a 
peculiar interest m a measure affecting the municipal constitution of a city, 
which 18 not merely the capital of the Province of Bengal, but also the seat of 
the Impeiial Government and tlio capital of the Indian Ltnpiio They are 
deeply poisuaded of the inipuitance of a local administration, which shall 
ud( quately lepicsont the various great interests that have placed, and still keep, 

( akutta in its jnenuoi position in India, and which shall be businossUke, 
olhcient, and fret fiom scandal or leproaeh At the same time it would be 
lluii natural dosiK , in the interests both of continuity of ndininistiation and of 
public haimonj , to see thi se objects attained, not by any contravention of the 
tnoad piineiplos of Local btlf Government aheady conceded, but by a curtail 
ment of tl o abuses to which m practice they Aiay have become exposed, and by 
a rcsti ctiou, within hunts suggested by experience, of the range of their future 
opeiation In these opinions the Government of India are convinced that they 
have the sympathy tf the Lieutenant Governor 

8 In tho ouiuse of tho passage of the Bill through its various stages, 
much criticism has been bestowed upon it from many quai'ters , and, while a 
good deal of this cutiasm has been of only ephemeral value and has rested 
upon no solid foundation, the Government of India have been led, after a careful 
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and independent inyeBtigatioQ) to think that there are features in Sir Alexander 
Maekenzw’s Bill, wluob are not m entire aeoordanee with the nrinoiples just laid 
down, and which might not in practice ensure that abiciuile and patriotic 
CO operation of all parties in the future niunlci|»d government of the city, 
which 18 essential to its effiaent admimstratipn 

9 The first of these points is the want of correspondence, m constituent 
prqiorliions, between the Corporation, which is shll left under the Bill with its 
ongin^ numbers (75) mid constituent elements (50 elected by wards, 10 elected 
by hodies representing trade, and 1 5 appointed by the Government; and the new 
(glmieral C!ommittee of 12 members, to be constituted m the opposite propor- 
tions of d from the 25 members representing trade or appointed by the 
Government and 4 from the 50 ward membors '1 his proposal, however fairly 
it may be held to give representation on the General Committee to the leading 
interest m the city, and however well it may have been expected by Sir 
AlftTundar Mackenzie to work in practice, is undoubtedly illogical, inasmuch as 
It mtroduoes a wholly different basis of representation in the small executive 
body from that upon which the larger admmistrative body is constituted 
Moreover, it lias been anticipated that this lack of proportion, and the divergent 
interests which it may be expected to some extent to create, will be liable to 
produce fnction between the two bodies, upon whose harmonious 00 operation 
the future government of Calcutta must so largely depend To the success of 
any sobeme of municipal reform the absence of such a spirit of concord would 
unquestionably be detrimental, if indeed it did not in the long run piove to be 
disastrous 


10 Such were the opiniots which the Governmont of India had been led 
to form by attitude of public opinion towards the Bill, and by a careful study 
of the Bill itself at tbo time when the Select Committee began tbeu labours 
It has now emerged from the Select Committee , and the Government of India 
are called upon to consider the Bill m its amended shape 

11 In some respects the Bill IS now a stronger and a better Bdl than 
when it was introduced into the Local Council Passing over mmor details, in 
respect of which there has been improvement, there have been mseited, for 
example, sections 26 D, 26 E and 26 E in place of sections 22 and 63 (5) of the 
Bill as introduced These modifications follow the English law, and the powers 
of inspection and of prompt and effective intervention thus bestowed will enable 
the Local Government to exercise much more efficient control And though an 
appeal will still lie to the Government of India, the provision for the suspension 
(d action pending appeal lias been veiy properly abandoned Another instance 
of the improvement of the Bill in important respects is the action taken in the 
Select Committee to reduce the burden of woik and responsibility laid upon the 
General Committee by the Bill as ongmally introduced 

12 On the other bond, the feats entertained the Government of India 
as regards the institution of co ordinate authorities and as to the possibility of 
fnction resulting therefrom have been confirmed by changes which have been 
made in the Bill in the Select Committee, and by the opinions recorded by the 
Honourable Messrs Narendra Nath Sen and Surendra Nath Banerjee in their 
Minute of Dissent The powers of the Corporation over its officers and over 
the work of the General Committee have been very consideiably increased by 
the proviBions of sections 28^, 57 and 66 regarding the appointment and leave 
of the officers, and by the provisions of sections 79, 95 and 126 regarding 
contracts, control and finance, as well as by several other orovisions of perhaps 
minor importance At the same time an unequivocal declaration has been 

by the two membeis of the Local Council, who represent the opimons of 
the majority of the Corporation as constituted by the present Bill, that an 
emascnlatea Corporation, but lately in possession of supreme power, must view 
with uneasmoBS, if not with positive jealousy, the creation of authonties, 
hitherto subordinate to it, but now rendered independent of it, in respect oi 
the bulk of their powers and functions ” The Government of India are not 
Without alarm that the want of homogeneity already complained of may, if 
uncorreoted, prejudioially affect the future success of the measure 

13 La tLese cuoumstances, the Government of India have carefully 
considered wh^er the Bill should receive their sauction lu its present form, or 
ydietiier it k nsoeptible (without any such radical leconstraction as would 
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produce general irritation and thiow away the labours of the past year) of 
modifications either of principle or foim which would meet the objections pre 
viously stated, and lobsi n, if not altogether remove, the possibilities of future 
friction 1 ho Government of India have been struck, in iheir examination of 
the grounds udv tnecd both by Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Sir JohnWoodbum 
for the rat isuic by the allegation that tho existing Corporation has devoted itself 
to speech and to ciiticiMn lather than to action This charge, while doubtless to 
some extent duo to tho temper and spirit m which it has approached its work, is 
in tho mam to bo attnbutod to the ronsiderablo and, as it would seem excessive, 
numbeis of the municipal body Their numcncal stiength, when viewed in 
rcgaid either to the numbei of elcctois by whom the majority are returned, or to 
the oxperieiif c of municijial institutions elsewhere, su ms to be disproportionately 
and unnecessarily large Iheu can be no reason why a number of voters 

retuinid is only 13,890 out ol a total ward population estimated at about 
6i)0,000 or a proportion of little raoie than 2 per cent , should return as many 
as oO mombcis, oi why the interests of a (ity even of ovei 081,000 inhabitants 
should letiuiio the seiviccs of 7t) Commissionois for their proper protection 
The Government of India arc disposed, therefore, to think that a most eflEoctive, 
though liitht I to unsuggested, check upon the abuses and anomalies complamed 
ot mi>,ht bf found in a i eduction of the nuuuncal strength of tho Corporation 
14 hmcli a leduction might fuillier enable the Government of Bengal to 
secure that moie just and adequate representation of tho various interests that 
compose the corpoiate lifo and wealth of Calcutta, which has been the avowed 
object of the pi omotors and supporters of tho existing Bill, without presenting 
tho illogicality of form, or producing the possible friction, associated with 
the nicasure now undii discuhsion It should be found, if possible, m a plan 
will'll would recogni/c, and constitute in some sort, an equality of balance 
between the two mam intnosts and classes in tho population of the city, viz , 
tho I uiopcan lutiio'it, lugely prcpondeiating in wealth and influence, and the 
Native iiitoicst, laigely picpondeiating m numbois 

Ij It will bo riiminbeicd that alioady, at a very early stage in the 
lustoiy of this Bill, the Goicinmcnt of India had indicated a partiality for the 
Bombay model, ns legards the constitution of the Geneial Committee, and the 
numerical latiu existing botwem its constituent dements and those of the main 
body of tho Corpoiation Ihtu attention has been recalled to tins suggestion 
by a remarkable paragraph in tho able Note of Dissent recorded by the two 
native mciubeis of the feclect Committee who have most distinguished themselves 
by their hank and intolligont criticisms of tho present Bill It will be found 
that they thcio (paragraph 24 of their Note) tluowout tho following noteworthy 
suggestion — 

1 ho constitutional part of tho Bill, as we have already remaiked is largely modelled 
on tho Bumbay Aot of 1888 but the fart la lost sight ot, that while the Bonmay Act is the 
natural outgiowth of the systems oi mumoipol administration, previously m force m Bombay, 
the pnuuples of that Act are entiioly foreign to tho snmt which has oharaoteiized the 
municipal 1 gislatum ot Galcutla sinoo 1803 Besides, tho present Bill only partially 
borrows tnm tho Bombay Aot, incorporating some of its objectionable provisions, whilo 
all those whuh tenl to populariro that system have been altogether left out In tho oourse 
of this Note wo have pointed out how m certain imjiortant respects the provisions of the 
Bill difter from those ol the Bombay Aot, and we now propose to draw attention to some 
of the most prominent features of tho Bombay Aot whnh hnd no place in the present 
Bill In Bombay tho ( orj oration is the supeitor adnumstrative body It chooses ita, 
own I readout who is the chief spol esmau of the Mumeipalily The Standmg Oomnuttee, 
correbpoudiu,^ to tho General Conimittuo nndci tho Bill, is loally a Committee of the 
L orpor ilion an I not so morcly m namo, lully two thirds of its members bemg elected by the 
C orporation 1 here is thus a solidarity ol feehng among the majority of the members of 
the btaudiiig Committee who owe thou position, and ore responsible to one central authonty, 
whose policy they are obliged to tarrj out with the utmost loyalty The Standing 
C omnnttee too elci ts its own Chairman and the Mumoipal Oommissioner the Ohief Lxeoutive 
Gflicoi IB not evtu a mombir ot cither tho Corporation or the Standing Committee Tho 
Mumeipil t oiuniissiomr peiforms all exeoutivo work and oairies out all orders of the 
superioi adminibtniiiT body It is true he is appointed by Government, but the appoint 
ment is lor a renew able period of three jears, and his salary cannot be increased beyond 
Ivs 2,500 a montP ex ept with the approval of the Ooiporation Can any one say that this 
IS the ooustitutiou that is pi-onosed for Calcutta under the BiUP We on no advooatea ot 
tho Bombay system bit ii is at all to be given atnal m Oaloutta, we are oeitainly of 
opmion that it will not do to borrow from it here and there, but that w system should be 
introduced mtu Calcutta m its entirety 
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16 The Goveramont of India are inclmod to think that in this auj'^ostion 
and in a more dose adaptation of the Bombay model, mi„ht be found the bolu 
tion for ■which they are seeking I am desned, thf itfoie to submit, for the con 
sideration of His Honour the Lieuttnant Governor, tho following amended plan 
for the constitution of the reformed Uoipoiationot Ualeuttaaiulof its Committees 

17 The Bombay Corporation is composed of two factors equal in uumbeis, 
and consisting lespcctively of membeis elected by the waids and of 
members appointed by the Government oi elected by lepiosentativo bodies 
these two sections consist ot ib members each, oi a total of 72 loi the 
reasons already named, the Government of India aie inclined to think that this 
total, which fmls little short of tho 7o hitherto allotted to Calcutta, is not 
required in tho latter eity m tho interests eitbi i of adeijuate lepiesentation or of 
effiaency They are tho more disposed to take this view in the ease of Cah utta, 
because any attempt to raise the strength of what may bi desiiibed is thoLmo 
pean element to the existing level ot tho Native element would notmeiolygieat 
ly augment total numbers, wluili aie already in Ihoir opinion tx( essive, but would 
give to European interests a share m the numeiioil stien^th ot the Corporation 
to which it 18 believed that they nave no dtsne to ky claim, whilst it the 
Native propoitioii in the Corporation weie dimiiushed by 14, and tho J uiopoan 
proportion were mcioased by 11, so as to follow exactly the Bombay model, it is 
conceived that while the objection alieady stated would apply to tho meuase ot 
the Emopean section, serious exception would also be taken to a reduction ot the 
Native element, which would either involve aiadical roconstruetionot tho waids, 
or would call into existence an lyogic aland ill bulani < d scheme ot lepresentatiou 
I am accordingly to suggest that the tuturo Calcutta (’(upoiation should, like 
that of Bombay, consist of two ecpial factois, the Htien,,tli ot which should be 
detei mined by that of the moiety now reiurncd by what are iii tho mam h uropean 
interests In other words it is advised that the Coiporitioii should lie composed 
of oO membeis, 2 j being elected as now bv the 2'y waids into which the city is 
already divided, and being piitially nonunitod (as now) by tho Gove lament 
and partially elected < as now j bv bodies ropre sentin^ eommertial mtorests 1 ho 
Bombay model would lu this way be faitbtully n pioducocl, though with smaller 
numbers, in Calcutta 1 hero would be eiean J a strict eijuility and balance ot 
inteiost between the European and tho Native elc nicnts And, owingto tho fuc t 
that no reconstitution ot the existing wards would bo n quued, and that tho 
European element would eoutmue to be constituted as at present, tho chan,,e could 
be introduced with the minimum of fnetion and delay In speaking, however, 
of the European element tho Government ot India must guard themselves against 
a possible mismterpretation of the plirase h or convenience sake tho term 
may bo employed and has here been employed by them But they are well 
aware that tho section of tho Corporation of which they ai e speaking need not 
necessarily be exclusively European m its composition , since it is to tho Bengal 
Government and to tho power of nomination enjoyed by the lattoi that certain 
non Luiopoan and Native elements of the population of Calcutta must look for 
repiesentation, in tho ev< nt of their being unable to soeuro it under the oxistmg 
method of election by wards The Government ol Bengal nave never failed 
in this respect to consider the interests of the sections of tho population here 
alluded to , and it is not unlikoly that under tht amended scheme which is now 
suggested, their good offices may be < ailed into action in defence of non 
European and Native interests, that might otherwise rt mam unrepresented m 
the remodelled Corporation 1 o this extent must a qualification bo admitted 
in the use of the phrase which has lieen employed m this paiagiaph 

18 The Select Committee have already m section 89 A followed tho 
Bombay model in giving to the Coiporation power to appoint Special Committees 
to consider matteis which are reseived by law for dteision by tho Corpora 
tion, and to delegate such of then duties to such Committees iho Bill uBo 
provides in section 88 for the appointment of bub Committees by the General 
Committee But I am dc sired sp< cially to suggest that that model be more 
nearly followed in the constitution of the General Committee 1 hey note the 
special approval with which tlie Honourable Messrs Naiendia Nath bon and 
Sorendra Nath Bauorjee draw attention to that feature of tho Boml>ay constitu 
tion which provides for the formation of what is there known as tho Standing 
Committee Their words are as follow — “ The Standing Committee, coire

sponding to tho General Comnutteo under the Bill, is really a Cominittee of the 
Corporation, and not so merely in name, fully two thirds of its members bang 
elected by the Coiporation There is thus a feeling of sohdanty among the 
maionty of the members of the Standing Committee, who owe their positioii 
and are responsible to one central authority, whose policy they are obliged to 
I arry out with the utmost loyalty ” The Government of India, who see much 
force in this argument, are disposed to recommend to His Honour the Ideutenant 
Govoi noi a similar procedure at Calcutta They think that a General Committee, 
thoioughly representative both of the principal mterests involved and of the 
larger Corporation, and qualified to discharge the important duties which it is 
proposed to place upon its shoulders, might be constituted by the nomination, 
as in Bombay, of one third of its total number of 12 members by the Govern 
ment and by the election of the remaining two thirds by the Corporation 
itself 

19 The circumstances of Bombay, however, differ matenally from those 
of Calcutta, in one respect, viz , in the numbeis and strength of tho various 
communities that compose the total population of tho city, and are represented 
in the Municipal body The Bon^l Government will doubtless, therefore, 
find it desirable to suggest some plan that will secure to that proportion (two 
tliuds) ol the Guieial Committee which is to be elected by the entire Cor 
]ioiatit>n a strictly fair and proportionate representation of the constituent 
elements of the electoral body Otherwise it might be possible for either party, 
in tho chances of voting, bv a bare numerical majonty, to swamp the General 
Commitfie, and to secure that the entire two thirds proportion should be of their 
own political complexion or class buch a result would be destructive of that 
fauei representation of interests which the Government of India, equally 
with Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Sir John Woodbum, desire to secure And 
it would be fatal to the harmonious |co operation of all parties in the future, 
which they hope by this suggestion to produce 

20 1 am also to suggest that it might bo desirable to lay down rules 
for tho appointment of tho Special Committees and Sub Committees which 
would secure their being truly representative, in respect of their constituent 
elements, of tho Corporation or General Committee appointing them The 
pioviBions regarding tho making of rules and bye laws for the conduct of the 
business of Special Committees and Sub Committees under sections 89A and 
'iQO, in connection with sections o95 and 597, might be extended to include 
their constitution in general agreement with the principles already laid down 
It might not be neiossary or feasible for all such fecial Committees and Sub 
Committees to be homogenous m constitution with the body appointing them , 
bnt it 18 clear that in some cases at least such homogeneity alone would secure 
ofiicicncy and obviate fnction 

21 Such aie the outlines of the revision of the existing sdieme which, 
in tho luterests of tho future efiicient and orderly administration of Calcutta, the 
Government of India commend to the consideration of the Government of 
BeuLal No scheme that can be proposed will secure the unstinted approbation 
of aU paitics 1 lie Bill already introduced has excited no small share of cnti 
cism Lxeoption can also doubtless be taken to tho provisions of the suggested, 
01 indeed of any othei possible, modification of that Bill The Government of 
India, however, who in frammg these proposals have boon actuated by a smceie 
desire to promo harmony eqndly with good government in the future, entertain 
the hope that there may henceforwaid bo a trace to such dissension, and that 
the Bill ns remodt lied may be accepted by all classes in the spint in which its 
modification h is been discussed and put forward by them For the successful 
municipal admmistiation of a city like Calcutta, composed of such yanous and 
impoitant interests, and with fortunes so momentous at stake, are required both 
a lugh standard of public duty on tho part of those of its citizens who may be 
willing to enter its service, and the friendly and dismtorested co operation of 
every sectioi ol the community Such a co operation the Government of India 
confidently hooe that His Honour tho Lieutenant Governor may look forward 
to receivmg lhat evils and abuses have grown up m the ezistmg municipal 
system will not be disputed That they stand m need of ooneetion cannot be 
denied It should be the aim of all parties so to apply oar to accept this correc 
tion as to purge tho reputation of the mty, of wmeh they are the guardians. 
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from the least stigma of reproach, and to vindicate the wisdom of tho decision 
that twenty three jears ago first accorded the piivileges of Local Self Govern

that Statute were cxprtssly saved by section 108 of the Merchant Shipping Act 1854 (17

repealed by Parliament and repliccd by the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894 (57 & 58 
Vict c 60) Section 2 of the Statute of 1S94 provides that every British ship shall

In several sections of the Army Act {44 & 45 Vict , c 58) relating to fines, etc , 
reference is made to sums stated in British currency but by section 169 power ib taken 
for the Governor General in Council to declare the amount of the local currency 
which IS to be deemed for the purposes of the said Act, to be equivalent to any sum of 
British currency mentioned therein ByG G 0 No 198 of 1880 which was expressed 
as beine issued in exercise of the authority given by the corresponding section 162 of the

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fines for drunkenness should be levied at the exchange rate of eight pies to the penny 
or, in other words at the exchange rate of two shillings to the rupee It araears,

Cliaptir VIII of the Transfer of Property Act 1S82 (IV of 1882), aims at 
dialing tompichensivcly with the difficult question of the assignment of choses in action 
and includes m excursion into the law of champerty and muntf nance The attempt 
Insnothtdi aib^gethcr successful Many difficulties in thi construction and practical 
application of the Chapter have arisen its provisions have been the subject of numerous 
and confiii ting rulings of the various High Courts and the iKi t Sbity for legislation has been 
midt char The present Bill has been drawn with tht object of removing the defects 
whiUi have fiom time to time been detected and its det ills will be found fully explained 
in the annexed NOTCS ON CLAUSES

Proposed new sections 1 31 and 13 —Sections 131 ind 132 of the existing Act are 
obviously founded upon section 25 clause (6) of thi Supreme Court of Judicature Act 1873 
(36 & 37 Vict , ( 66) but successiv amendments of the Bill while undi r ( onsidc ration 
seem to have led to the reversal of each rule of the 1 nglisli 1 i\v 

In the first place the Indian section is negative m it tcims, while the ?n} lish section 
IS positive Ihi result IS that the fo nicr pn sciihts a rompnls in foun of iriiisfcrfoi thi 
specific class of actionable cl urns to which it nliUs, whereas thi latter merely provides 
that certain consequences shall foUow if this form of transfer be idopted 

In the second plate, thi English section ipjlics to ill d bts and other Ugil cluses in 
action but the Indian section applies only to debts an! bcncficnl intiicstsin move able 
property It is not clear what rule would ipplyinlndii to an actionable claim relating, 
to both moveable and immoveable property n r is there any specifit provision as to 
actionable claims in respect of immovcible propert) rurtlitr it is not apparent why 
written notice ti the dcbtoi should int bi rqiiind in th latter case And igain, 
it IS uncertain on the construction of the section whether the term ‘ beneficial interest 
IS to cover a charge The English section is confined to absoluti assignments 

In the third place, tin English emitment requin s the transfer itself to be in writing 
but the Indian Act is silent on the point and, th» refore, b> virtue of section 9, the Iranster 
need not be in writing 

In the fourth place, the English Act rt quirts express notice in writing to be given to 
the debtor The Indian Act provides fo three alternatives— express iiolici tin fait that 
the debtor is aware of the transfer or the fai I th it hi is a party to the transfer J he 
Indian Act then curiously goes on to provide that when exprtss notice is given, it 
must be given by thi transferor whereas in praitici of i ours notice it, give 11 by the tran 
feree in order ti complete his titU As to the last point see kagho v Narayan (1895), 
I L R, 21 Bom) at p 62 

It is thought best to legislate on the lines of the English Act so as to restore uniform 
ity in the law of the two countries in so far as the s irae subject matter is dealt with 
and these new sections have been drafted with that object 

Proposed new section 133 —It is difficult to understand section 133 in its present form 
The intention apparently was to adapt the tnglisli piovision above referred to, 
which is to the effect that, on notice to the transferee the transfer is effective “ to pass 
and transfer the legal right to such debt or chose 111 action from the date of sucii notice and 
all legal and other remedies for the same and th piwer to give i good discharge for the 
same without the concurrence of the assignor fht reference to international law seems 
out of place in its present context as municipal law is always construed subject to the 
provisions of international law and the 1 liter if it is to be dealt with at all should be dealt 
with separately as in Chapter XVI of thi Negotiable Instruments Act 1881 (XXVI jf 
1881) The provision as now drafted will perhaps sufficiently rcproduci the English law on 
the point, while avoiding any reference to thi distinction between h gal and equitable 
remedies 

Proposed new section 134 —The provisions of section 1 37 of the existing Act have 
been made general so as to apply to all actionable claims The phrasf subjett to 
all the liabilities appears to have be* n adopted as the equivalent of th« English phrasi 
‘ subject to all equities entitled to priority over the right of the assignef and as it m ly 
be thought desir^Ie to avoid the technical term “ equities , the words all the liabilities 
defences and priorities " have now been used instead 

Proposed new section 136 —Section 138 of the present Act is here reproduced unaltcr 
ed It is of doubtful accuracy, but does not seem to have given rise to any dilficulty 
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Proposed new section This reproduces the only unrepealed section of the 
I olicicb ot Insurance (Marine and Fire) Assignment Act 1866 (V of 1866) Inasmuch 
IS the provisions of that enactment constitute an exception to the rule laid down in section 
131 the} ou^ht to fin! a phcc in this Chapter The original section provided for the 
trinster of marine and hn policies ‘ by endorsement or otherwise , which probably means 
by endorsement or other like means \ te by endorsement or other writing" 

Proposed next) section 1 18 — The present section 139 simply excepts negotiable in- 
struments from the provisions of the Chapter If the restrictions on the sale of 
actionable claims be conhned to controverted claims the only provisions tliat need be 
excepted arc those of the proposed new sections 130 to 137 But, as regards those new 
sections, the exet ptions contained in the present sect ion 139 require considerable extension 
In section 13 of the Negotiable Instruments Art i88f the definition of negotiable instru 
ment includes onlv bills notes and cheque and d^es not include the ever increasing 
chssof negotiable instruments which the usage of the money market retogni/es as such- 
sec Ld 5 pp 312327 So again, a savinj, is required 

for mere intih dneununtsot title to goods such as bills of lading etc which form a class 
of quasi negotiable instruments 1 he dc hnition crnbodic d in the Explanation is taken 
from the Lnglish factors Act, 1889 is adopted also in the English bale of Goods Act, 
1893 

Proposed new sections i^g and 140 —These provisions, which correspond with sections 
135 and 136 of the presmt Act and owe their origin to the French and Canadian Codes, 
h ivf given rise to much difiiculty It is inde cd almost impos iblc to give effect to them 
without construing the expression * actnnable claim in a restricted sense tor example 
where a business is transferred 01 converted into a company, the book debts art sold in a 
lump and is these must consist of good bid and doubtful debts a lump sum has to be fixed, 
and it IS impossible to say what has been paid in respect of each It has been suggested 
that the provision should be conhned— 

(1) to actionable claims, where the cause of action has matured (winch would cover 

the case of all book debts), or 

(2) to disputed actionable claims 

The latter seems to be the right suggtstion and it has been adopted in the Bill The 
object IS to pre^cnt tiaflicking in actual or impending litigation and probably the words 
which IS 111 controversy will meet the object as far as it can be met 

If the restriction be confined to the sib of actionable claims which are in controversy 
then appt irs to be no reason why their transfer to a creditor should b( allowed Possibly 
the assignee of a baiil nipt might be allowed to sell such a claim but the policy of this is 
very doubtful It is for consider ition whether clause (i) of the present section 135 should 
not be omittt d The latter words of clause (d) of that s( ctioii ari not easily understood 
for how can it b( sud that a claim his been made clear by evidence when judgment 
on it has not been given? This is a question which only the Court about to give judg 
ment could answer, and these words should perhaps also be omitted 

In rcproducini, the present section 136 the woids legil practitioner have been 
substituted for the words ‘ pleader mukhtar The provision ought clearly to apply to all 
legal practitioners alike 


Clause 3 of Bill 

This repealing clause is consequential on the reproduc hon in the proposed new sec 
tion 137 as explained above, of so much of Act V of i860 as is extant in the Statute 
book

1 Letter No 669 A dated the 15th June 1899, from the Board of Revenue, on the 
V subject of the grant of pattos to the raiyats 

\ The Htivr settlement of the Fakmaa Government estate began to take 
eract from September 1896, but the report of tbe Settlement Officer, which 
belts date the 24tb Ootobm: 1897, reached Government on the 7th April 1899 
It appears that the correction of the proofs was much dek}ed owing to the 
want of time on the part of the officer en^ged on the won so that the final 
copies were not issued until August 1898 Considerable d4 also occurred 
in the submission of the remarks of the Divisional Con uoner The 
Lieutenant Governor, agreeing with the Board, is unabU regard the 
explanation offered as wholly satisfactory 

Notwithstanding certain maccuracies noticed by the Commissioner of the 
Division, tbe Report with its appendices contains much mteresting information 
relating to the physical features of the county, its agriculture, the habits 
and customs of the people, and other matters But tbe accounts given in it of 
the traverse and cadastral survey, the preparation of the records, and the 
determination of the rates of rent are meagre, and much toohttle has been said 
of the valuable work done by the Deputy Commissioner, Mr W R Bngldj. 
who fully discussed every important question whidi came before GovommeK 
m connection with the settlement, and by whom the proceedmgs were organised 
from the beginning, and practically the whole of the survey and record 
wntmg and some part of the attestation supervised 

2 The Government estate, the settlement of which forms the subject of 
the presmit report, lies in pargana Palamau, part of the distnct of the same 
tiMwfl T^ tract, a blly and wild region, was conquered from its Chero 
rulers in 1778 A D After several successive settlements made with the 
descendants of the old Rajas, the estate was purchased by Government m 
1812 at an auction sale for arrears of revenue In 1816 it was granted to the 
Kaja of Deo, in the distnct of Gaya, as a reward for loyal services rendered, but 
was resumed in 1818 m consequence of oppression on the part of the Raj 
agents, a remission of Rs 3,000 a year from the revenue of his Bihar estates 
being idlowed to the Raja by way ot compensation 

3 The native rulers of Pahunau had alienated a large part of the pargana 
as jogvi and other tenures granted at quit tents, subject to a ngbt of re entry 
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in default of heirs male Goyernment on acquinng the rights of the old 
Rajas did not resume these tenures After a searching enquuy made in 
1808 94, they have been rec(^ised as estates, permanent, heritable, and 
transferable and the nght of Government to resume on failure of male heirs 
has been abandoned once for all The villages not so given away, known as 
hhaUa or personal villages, constitute the Government estate, which has been 
settled raiyatwan fiom time to tune, with thikadars to collect the rents from 
the roiyats 

4 The last regular settlement was commenced in 1864 and completed 
in 1872 The total number of villages settled was 401 with a total area of 
273,635 81 acres (or 427 55 square miles), out of which 30 villages were 
subsequently included in the Palamau Reserved Forests, while 12 were added 
to the roll by resumption or lunglo cleanng The terms of settlement of the 
several villages were so fixed as to expire simultaneously on the Slat March 
1894 , but, when the resettlement operatiops were in progress the existing 
settlement was extended to the 31st March 1896 in order to admit of the 
completion of the proceedings 

5 Proposals for a resettlement of the estate were submitted to Govern 
ment in September 1892, but the survey was not commenced until July 
1893 The traverse survey was practically completed in the survey year 
1893 94 Cadastral survey was commenced in November 1893, but, owing 
in great pait to the slowness of the local Kol amins, was protracted till the end 
of the survey year 1894 95 In August 1895 Government decided that, in order 
to set back encroachments made by jagirdars^ Or other tenure holders and to 
protect the Government estate from furthtr encroachments, the external 
boundaries of all the khaha villages should be surveyed and demarcated in 
accordance with the revenue survey of 1860, except where this bad already, 
been done in the course of the survey of the cultivated blocks This worV 
was commenced on the 10th November 189o and completed on the 12th Ju^ 
1896 The initial record writing was done by the survey arains under ye 
supervision of Babu Kamesbwar Prashad, and this officer also did some amoynt 
of attestation under the guidance of tlie Deputy Commissioner, Mr Bngnt, 
who had drawn up detailed rules for both khanapvn (initial record writing) and 
attestation The Settlement Officer, Mr D H L Sunder, joined on the 
17th November 1894 The attestation work was completed in the survey 
year 1894 95, except for one village, wluch was dealt with in the follow 
mg year Assessments wore completed and announced to the raiyats by the 
end of April 1896 Jamabandu or rent rolls were published in August 1896 
in accordance with the provisions of Act VIII (B C ) of 1879, and extracts 
showing the details of the lands in each holding and the rent payable were 
distributed to the raiyats The submission of the final report was delayed till 
October 1897, in consequence mainly of the deputation of the Settlement 
Officer to famine — ^relief 

By a notification of the 17th July 1894, all waste lands the property of 
Government in tho khaba villages, with the exception of lands used by the 
villagers for cultivation or habitation, had been declared " Protected Forests ” 
Accordingly the Settlement Officer was required to mark off, m consultation with 
the local! orest officers, the village areas m blocks of a convenient shape, adding 
to the cultivated lands such quantity of waste land as would be sufficient 
for the needs of tho villagers The blocks of waste land left out of these 
village aieas, if of suitable sire, were to form Protected Forests It seems, 
however, that the Settlement Officer failed to grasp tho intention of Government, 
and his final nport contams no mention of what ho did in this matter After 
the close of the settlement operations, tins work was entrusted to the Sub Deputy 
Collector Babu Rameswar Prashad, in charge of the Government Estate, who 
has completed it, and his report on the proceedings is being sepaiately consi 
dered by Government 

6 The Palamau Government estate as now settled compnses 399 
villages The total area traversed, including jungle and waste, is 272,000 
acres, or 425 2 j square miles, of which 187,520 acres, or 293 93 square miles, 
from the occupied area, and have been cadastraliy surveyed 
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The aggregate area, cuHirated and caltomble, including homestead, held 
liy tenanta is 65,540 acres, of which 56,378 61 acres are retried to have been 
found aetuallr under calliTahon The Settlement Officer calculates the 
increase in onttmtion since the last settlement at 231 per cent , taking the 
total cultivated area at that time to have been 17,51 1 44 acres fho cultivated 
area shown in Table 111 appended to Mr L R Forbes* Kqiort of the last 
settlement is, however, 43,426 25 acies, and on this basis the increase in 
cultivation amounts to only 29 6 per cent The discrepancy has been noticed 
by the Commissioner of the Division, and a copy of the explanation called 
for by him should be submitted to Government 

of the total cultivated area 10,428 30 acres are double cropped Rict 
occupies 23 84 per cent of the cropped area, while 54 19 per cent is covered 
by other food crops 1 he total iriigated area reported by the Settlement 
Officer 18 8,558 58 acres Ahara^ or reservoirs made by tlirowing embankments 
across drainage hollows or across the natural slope of fields, constitute the 
principal source of irrigation Mr Sunder has lecomniended the construction 
or improvement of certain ahata The matter is receding the attention of the 
Board and the local officers, and the Lieutenant Governor will bo glad to 
have a report on the action taken to give effect to the Settlement Officer’s 
recommendations 

7 A great part of the population of Palamau consists of aboriginal tubes 
who were not accustomed to the ordinary system of assessing each bigha of 
land at a certain late of rea|;, known in Palumau as the uitakar system, which 
was, therefore, at the last smth ment adopted only m the case of villages where 
cultivation was moio permanent and the raiyats weie of the more advanced 
castes In the more jungly villages lying chiefly to the south, th( system 
adopted was the panadan system, which was the only one the aboiignul 
raiyats understood, and undti which certain oi the village lands, genei ally the 
lowlands ht for paddy, were divided into a number of partaa 01 shares, each of 
which carried with it tlio right to cultivate a ccitaiii evtout of Ihtla or 
upland free of lent The panaa weie classified as first, second and third class, 
according to the soil contained in each, and a rent was fixed for tho whole 
area according to tho class in which the jtiana was placed 

For the now settlement it uas at hist decided that tlie vHikar system 
should be introduced wliercvti possible, it being left to the discretion of tho 
Settlement Officer to contmue tho crude po/iada/j system where he failed to 
induce the raiyats to accept the other method Subsoquently, in the course 
of his proccedmg,8, the Settlement Officer found that the genei il devt lopment 
of tho country had been such that there was no need to settle the estite 
partly on tho aWaiar and partly on the jaanaciari system , and 111 accoidaiue 
with a recommendation made in Ins Rate Report, Go\ernmoiit decided 
that throughout the estate the settlement shoula he made on the iiHakat 
system 

8 After considerable discussion it was finally decided that lor pui poses 
of assessment the two broad divisions of cultivated land, dhankhto-oA Ihila, 
should ciich he divided into three classes First class dhankhet is tho lowest 
land on which most water remains, and which is therefore best suited to 
winter nee , the other two classes possess tbo same character but in lowei 
degrees First class Ihta is the land on whuh hhadoi or autumn paddy, wheat, 
bailey, maize and sugar cano are grown, lands yielding matua {elnisme mocana), 
Imsetel ind gram have been classed as secona class and those producing 
til 01 jinjilli {aeaamum tndteum), cotton and pulses have been classcei as third 
class hhita 1 his classification is tho same as that cuiront in the adjouuiig 
districts of Hazanhagb and Loharcldga, hut the Settlement Officer ohsrrvos that 
while it appears to he understood by the more intelligent raiyats of tlic higher 
castes, the bulk of the people cannot grasp the distinction between the seveial 
classes 

Whflst the above classification of soils was retained unaltered fi 0111 the 
last settlement, the similar triple division of villages was abandoned, and in 
its place a more complicated division, based on a variety of ffictors, was 
introduced 
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In fixing the rates, Goyemment was inflaeneed by the consideration that 
Palamau is still in a backward condition, P&^l^ly owing to the absence of rail 
ways, and the yicissitudos of the rainfall Therefore it was deoided for the 
most part to keep to the rates of the preyious settlement, and in some oases 
those rates wore even reduced 

9 1 he following table shows the class of tenants, the areas held thm 

and the rents assessed — 
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The classification of raiyats into settled, occupancy and non occupancy 
raivats has been made in accordance with the principles of the Tenancy Act, 
although that Act is not in force in the Cbota Nagpur Diyision, and although 
occupancy rights are unknown in the jaqtrdart yillages The lar^e percentage 
of non occupancy raiyats shown aboye is due to the unstable disposition of the 
people Besides the concession of occupancy rights, all the raiyats, whether 
rent paying or not, haye for the first time been giyen mahm trees free of rent 
at the rate of two trees per raiyat in the northern and four in the southern 
yillagts The flower of these trees, dried and preserved, forms a a yaluable 
article of food for the lowei classes The resident raiyats haye also been 
allowed to hold their homestead lands rent fiee, the total area of land thus 
left unassessed being 991 51 acres, or an ayeiage of 0 19 acre per raiyat 
Of the rent free holdings, the seryico tenures, which are resumable, are held on 
the distinct understanding that they will be retained in their tenures only so 
long as the raiyats are satisfied with them 1 he Lieutenant Goyernor agrees 
with the Commissioner and the Board m thinking that the lands compnsed m 
the chaukidan tenures, amounting only to 29 acies, need not be resumed, and that 
the 8< rvico tenures refcired to in paragraph 97 cf the final report need not be 
specially sanctioned since they are all resumable saye those called which 

appear to be petty maintenance grants giyen by the former Chero Rajas to 
jalm, Brahmans and others 

10 1 he total laiyati rental fixed at the last settlement was Rs 40,S43 
This by larious means the thikadars or farmers increased to Rs 57,693, which 
was the rent actually paid as ascertained at attestation The new rental being 
Rs 74,433, the inert isc on the attested rental amounts to 29 percent The 
Lieutenant Goveinoi agrees with the Board in thinking that (paragraph 5, 
Board’s repoit,) the inridenco of the rent per acre, yiz Re 12 3, is moderate 
1 ho increase in the rental is due chiefly to extension of cultivation and has 
been accepted by the tenants,

(1^ Khatr treet used for the manufacture of hath or catechu and in 
growing lac 1 he Deputy Commissioner has been left free to settle these 
Vroes from year to year to the best advantage The manufacture of hath 
rivolves tlic destiuction of the trees It was therefore decided in 1896 that in 
ViMagos where lhatr trees are numerous some of them might be allowed to be 
feimd, but that in others it might not be advisable to allow such destruction, 
speWly whore the trees are used for lac cultivation Kha%r trees are used also 
lor ^ouse posts and ploughs, and for making charcoal, and the Settlement 
Officer lecommends that the destruction of these trees m the Government estate 
should bo stopped altogether The Deputy Commissioner docs not agree in 
this recommendation 1 be Conservator of Forests will be requested to have 
the trees in question inspected, and to submit a report os to whether, looking 
to the rules relating to these trees in the reserved and protected forests, it 
would be inadvisable to give effect to the decision already nnived at by

1 he excess trees have been settled fora period of 15 years with 
the raiyats for Rs 3,270 per annum , the palas and husum trees were settled 
for 1896 97 at Rs 10,087, and the revenue obtained fiom hath in that year 
was Rs 265 No revenue was obtaimd from silk rocoons in 1896 97 

12 The term of settlement of tbo land revenue has been fixed at 15 years, 
commencing from the beginning of the Fash year in September 1896 The 
kists fixed at the last settlement were 4 annas, due on the 28th October, 8 annas 
on the 28th January, and 4 annas on the 28th March, paid respectively from the 
sale proceeds of the bhadot crops, of the paddy and other k^t %f crops, and of 
the rabt crops Rents for mahua and luc beanng tiees were payable on the 
28th March along with the last kist of land revenue 1 hese lusts have been 
continued, but it appears that a large balance geneially remains uncollected at 
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the end of the financial } ear, owing presumably to the raht oropa not being ready 
for the market till the end of Apnl, and mahm and lac till Hay The Licuten 
ant Govemoi therefore accepts the recommendation of the Boaia and the local 
officeis that the 4 anna instalment of land revenue paid from the sale proceeds

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The object of this Bill is merely to consolidate the several Acts relating to prisoners 
conhned by order of a Court which are now to be found m different parts of the Statute 
book, and so to replace a number of separate enactments by a single Act, expressed more 
simply and intelligibly Only a few explanatory remarks seem to be called for, and these 
will be found in the Notes on Clauses annexed

Notes on Clauses 

The first seven Parts reproduce Act V of 1871 and the Acts relating to the confine 
ment of prisoners and the remaining Part contains the provisions of Act XV of 1869 
which deal with the production of prisoners in Court for the purpose of giving evidence and 
the service of process upon them while in confanement 

Clause 2 — Act V of 187c refers somewhat indiscriminately to “prisons and “jails ^ 
The former word has been adhered to throughout the Bill ^ 

Clause /<?— The wording of section 19 of Act V of 1871 is somewhat equivocal, and 
doubts have in practice been felt as to whether it requires a specnl order in the case of 
each prisoner The necessity for this is not apparent and the opportunity has been taken 
to remove all doubt on the point by making it clear that a general order is admissible 

1 he original section has, it will be observed been considerably shortened and, it is 
thought simplified All the offences specifically described in the earlier part of the section 
are covered by the sections mentioned in the scludule to the Foreign Jurisdiction and 
Extradition Act 1879 (XXI of P879), to which reference is made in a later part of it, and 
this tautology has been avoided in the Bill It is believed that with one exception, the 
clause now proposed exactly reproduces the law contained in the old section The 
exception consists in the circumstance that, while section 19 refeis to the abetment of 
suicide by burning or burying alive only, clause 18 of the Bill read with the first 
schedule, refers instead to sections 305 and 306 of the Indian Penal Code, i e to the 
abetment of suicide in any form 

Section 34 of Act V of 1871 giving power to make rules as to convicts, has not been 
reproduced, as power has been ilreadv taken in the Prisons Act, 1894 (IX of 1894), to make 
rules providing for all matters referred to in that section 

Clause 44, — The reference to 'the Gazette in section 10 of Act XV of 1869 has 
here been amplified Where the Government of India is concerned it is the Gazitte of 
India that should be alluded to where a Local Government, the local official Gazette 

Clause 53 — It is altogether supererogatory to declare, as does section 19 of Act 
XV of 1869, that rules made thereund( r shall be deemed to have the force of law The 
language has therefore here been altered so as to provide that all rules duly made under 
the proposed Act “ shall have the same force as if enacted Iht reby 1 he effect of the 
provision so expressed will be apparent if the decision of the House of Lords in Institute of

tables appended to it contain much valuable information ma convenient 
form 

2 Th$ Veterinary College — In the year under r^rt the status of the 
Bengal Vetennary School was raised to that of a College, and the course 
of instruction was extended from two to three years The institution has 
fairly earned this promotion by good work m the past , and the Lieutenant 
Governor has every confidence that its future will justify the action of 
Government Revised rules for the admission of the students, the regulation 
of their studies, and the admission of animals mto the hospital attached to the 
college have, smee the close of the year, been pubhshed under Government 
Notihcation No 523T — R , dated the 14th Juno 1899 

Though the number (d students attending the college througheut the 
year under report was smaller than in previous years, the results of the 
annual examinations of the institution were most satisfactory All the six 
students of the fiist year class, and the 15 students of the second year class 
passed creditably and were promoted to the respective higher classes At 
the prize dibtnbution made by the Lieutenant Governor at the college premises 
on the 25th March last, he had the pleasure of expressing his satisfaction at the 
excellence of the arrangements of the institution, tbo thoroughness of the 
instruction impaited to the students and the rapid advance made by it within 
the short space of five years from the commencement of its existence 

3 Stipends — Out of the 30 monthly stipends of Rs 5 each annually 
allotted by Government, only four wore awardea m class A, and 10 in class 
B of the college dunng the vear under report The remaining students were 
assisted, six by District Board Stipends, one by the Burdwan Raj Stipend, 
and one by the Shew Buksh Bagla Scholarship 

4 Hie Manage g Committee — The Managing Committee was strength 
ened by the addition of Mr C L S Russell, c s ,and Mr Abdur Rahman, Khan 
Bahadui, and after the prize distribution, at which the Lieutenant Governor 
commented on the small amount of intereht shown in the college by 
Muhammadans, two other members, viz , the Hon’ble Nawab Syed Amir 
Ilossein, cm, and Maulvi Budruddin Haidar Khan Bahadur, were appointed 
It IS hoped that the addition of these gentlemen will induce the community to 
which they belong to turn their minds to a form of employment, which in 
other provinces has proved veiy attractive to them 

6 The Veterinary Infirmary — There has been a large increase in the 
number of sick animals treated in tlie infirmary and m the mcome from fees 
for treatment and shoeing There is still, however, much room for develop* 
ment, and the Lieutenant Governor hopes that as further knowledge is gained 
of the advantages offered by the institution the public generally, and o£Sctal 
bodies especially, will resort to it with increasing frequeney and confidence 

6 Veterinary Assistants — Of the 35 students who passed out of the insti 
tutiou as Veterinary Assistants fromMaich 1896 to March 1898, 19 have obtained 
permanent appointments, 3 are in temporary employment, 10 have started 
piivate practice, 2 are studying medicino, and 1 only is out of employ at 
present It is clear from these hgures that there is a considerable demand for 
vetennary assistants, which is hkely to still farther increase in the near 
future, and the students have the great encouragement of a practical certainty 
of immediate employment on completion of their curriculum 

7 Veterinary Dispersal m — Altogether nine vetennaiy dispensanes were at 
work in this Province during the year under report Those at bitamarhi, Piittnd 
and Dumraon were established denng 1897 98 , and the rmnainhig sne at 
Gaya, MuzitTarpur, Cuttack, Balasore, Burdwan and Tippera were newly 
openM during the year Preparations wefre also made for the opening of 
two more disptmsanes at Dumka and Kanti, but these could not commence 
regular operations i ntil after the dose ol the year From the acoounta given 
in the report of the woiking of these nine diapeniaMOB, it appOate that ^e SRa 
joarhi, Patna and Dumraon dispensaries were m good nrder, each of thetti 
showing a surplus ed income over expenditure The working of the fialasovo 
and Cuttack dispensaries was also satisfaotory, though their ftuSicial cendstiim 
was not BO sound as those of tne three mentioned above The Gaya and the 
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Mtmaffarpar dispensaries were established toe late m the year to make much 
progrosi OoDSideriBg that Burdwan was one of the few districts in Beiipal 
wbrnhsufEered very severely from the outbreak of cattle diseaso dunng the year, 
the amount of won doneby theVetennary Assistant, appointed by the District 
Board of that district, was very small The arrangements of the I ippera 
di^nsary are not satisfactory, and the attention of the District Boaidis invited 
to thie matter 

In the letter witii which this report was forwarded, the Director of Laud 
Records emphasised the need these infant institutiuns are in, of the coie of the 
Commissioners and Distnot Magistrates The Lieutenant Govemoi fully 
agrees with him that the hearty help of those officers should be given, 
especially in the early years of the dispensanes 

8 Outbteah of eonfafftoui diteate among cattle — Reports of the outbreaks 

of cattle disease in epidemic form were received 
from 29 districts during the year under report, 
but the services of Vetennary Assistants were 
required only in the districts noted on the margin 
Thoir services clearly saved the peasantry much loss 
The largest number of deaths was reported from 

Cuttack, where, out of 5,425 total deaths, 2,586 oi 48 per cent were from 
nnderpest alone The disease, however, was most fatal in Chittagong where, 
out of 3,422 animals attacked with the disease, 3,253 or 95 per cent are said 
to bava died Burdwan and Puri also suffered severely from tho disease, and 
the latter from foot and mouth ebsease as well 

Dunng the year the Director of Land Records arranged with the Inspector 
General of Police, that m order to give earlier intimation of the outbreak of 
cattle disease, the officers in chaise of police stations should send post cards 
direct to the Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal This was 
done for two or thiee months towards the end of tUe year and the arrangement 
was found to work well 

9 Rinderpest expmmmts — Successful expeiiments were conducted during 
the year by Vetermary Major Raymond, to demonstrate the v alue of scrum 
injection as a preventive and a cuie for nndorpost Lspeiimcnts weie also 
conducted by Kim with rinderpest hides and hides of ammais, which had died of 
malignant sorethroat, from which it appeared to be certain that no danger could 
anse from the exportation of such hides into foreign countries The enquiries 
made in the previous year into the value of Koch’s system of bile injection 
were also continued with favourable results 

10 Operations under the Glanders and Farcy Act $» North Bihar — Tne 
operations under the Glanders and Farcy Aht, which were commenced in the 
three distncts of Saran, Champarau and Muzaffarpui in the latter pait of the 
year 1897 98, were continued throughout the year under report The Super 
intendent, Civil Veterinary Department, has piomised to submit a report 
when they are completed 

11 Cattle fans, shows, —The Lieutenant Governor observes that the 
Supenntendent could not manage to visit personally more than two cattle 
fairs in the Province, as compared with five in the previous year This was 
due to bis pressing duties m connection with the numerous scientific expen 
ments earned on by him, and the high piessure at which both he and bis 
college staff bad to work throughout the year Vetonnaiy Major Raymond 
recognises, however, the importance of this branch of his work, and will no 
douro be able to devote more lime to it in ^he present yeai 

1 2 Eorse and pony breeding in Bengal —The enquiues which were instituted 
at the desire of Sir Alexander Mackenzie mto tho possibihtj of improvmg the 
breed of country ponies in Bengal, were conducted by Vetennarj Major 
Raymond throughout the year, and after its close he submitted to Goveinment 
a report, m which he suggested that the operations should, in the first instance, 
be confined to the Bihar distncts, Darjeeling and Sikkim, as being the most 
promising localities in the Province, and might then if desired be graduallv 
extended to the districts of Lower Bengal, where the necessity tor such 
operations is not so great at present It has been decided to confine present 
experiments to two distncts of Bihar

ot reall) good bulls of the local breed in Bihar is limited Hence, if their 
cxpoitation to Bengal is persisted m, there is a danger of permanently injunng 
the stock He, thercfuie, adheres to the opinion he has previously expressea 
that the best way to improve the breed of local cattle is to rear bulls for 
bleeding purposes under the immediate supervision of the Bengal Civil 
Veteiiiiai) Department The advisability of establishing farms where this 
(ould be done, at Pusa and at Siipur in the Hatwa Raj, is engaging the 
attention of GoveinmLut 

14 Financial and General —The receipts from fees and the Provincial 
share of the expenditure of the Civil Vetennary Department, Bengal, during 
the year 1898 99 wore Rs 6 046 12 9 and Rs 37,0116 10 respectively, as 
against Rs 4,988 and Rs 27,310 3 11 duiing 1897 98 

Veterinaiy Major Raymond was on tour for a period of 119 days, dunng 
the year under report 1 he Government of India having dechned to meet the 
cxpendituie on account of the entertainment of a Personal Assistant for the 
bupeiintendcnt to cany on a portion of his duties during his absence on tour 
fiom Calcutta, this Government has been compelled to abandon the proposal 
for the present, or till the Provincial finances admit of the requisite expenditure 

The Lieutenant Governor’s thanks are due to Vetennary Major Raymond 
for the ability with which he has conducted the affairs of this Department dunng 
the } ear, and he congiatulatcs him and his staff on the success which has 
attended them in developing the Vetennary College

IIBST rOBEOASr OF THE SIJOABOANr CHOP IN BENGAL 1899 

Ezplanatory — The following prelmunaiy forecast of the 
area and outturn of the sugarcane crop in Bengal is issued 
under the recent orders of Government directing that two 
forecasts of this crop should m future be submitted in the 
place of the note on the crop that has hitherto been in 
corporatod in the hnal note on the rah harvest This is 
the first separate note on the sugarcane uop published by this 
Department 

Estimates of the sugar produced from other sources than 
cane will bo included in the final forecast of sugarcane to bo 
issued in December next, as the juice ot the date palm, which 
18 the only othei source of sugar in Bengal, is usually extract 
ed in the winter, and no reliable estimate of the outturn can 
at present be made 

2 Character of the —Frequent snowens fell in 
the early and latter parts of January, and the total rainfall 
for the month was above the average in all Divisions, except 
Orissa, where it was only half tho normal Ram fell in scat 
tored showers at tho begiuniug of Febroaiy in most parts of 
the Province, and after a slion spell of fine weather, again 
fell m heavy showers towards the close of the month in the 
south eastern districts The total rainfall for the month 
wa«, however, much below the normal in all parts of the 
ProMiico, except East Bengal In March the rainfall was 
less than the normal in all parts, except North Bengal In 
Apiil more than the average rain fell in all districts, except 
ing Noith Bengal, whore it was slightly in defect Tho rain 
fall in May was, on the aveiago, below the normal in North 
Bengal and in the Bhagalpur and Cbota Nagpur Divisions, 
nonnal in the rest of Bihar, but much above the normal in 
Orissa and Lower Bengal In June the rainfall was general, 
and largely above the noimal in all paits of tho Province, 
except Orissa, while tho rainfall in luly has also been 
unusually heavy On the whole, the season has been favour 
able for the cultivation and growth of sugarcane, except 
in some of the districts of Lower Bengal, especially in 
Nadia, Khulna, Pabna, Bogra, and Noahhali, where the 
crop appears to have sufiored from excessive ram In 
Dacca the crop has been partially damaged by sugarcane 
disease 
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S Area town — ^la the note oa the outturn of the rahi 
crops in Bengal, published in April last, the normal aroa 
under sugarcane in the Province was shown as 996,100 acres 
The normal area has since been revised by some District 
Officers, m consequence of which the provmdal total stands 
at 896,700 acres, showing a reduction of about 100,000 acres 
Even this figure appears to be high, and the figures returned 
by some of the District Officers appear to repiescut maxima 
rather than normal areas 

The total area under sugarcane this year is estimated 
at 868,300 acres against 868,900 acres cultivated m 1898 
These figures do not, however, illustrate the general exton 
Sion of cultivation since last year, observable from a 
detailed exammation of the district returns This extension 
would have shown an inmease of nearly 18,000 acres since 
1898, had it not been counteracted b} a reduction due 
to climatic causes alone lu Nadia and Pabna, and to an 
unexplained drop of 6,900 acres m Manbhum The figures 
for tins distnct appear open to doubt 

4 Outturn — hrom the statemept appended to this note, 
it will be seen that an outturn above the normal is expected in 
6 districts, while in 19 districts the outturn is estimated at 
the normal In 7 other districts the estimate varies between 
90 and 100 per cent , m 6 others between 80 and 90, and 
in the remaining 8 distncts it falls below 80 Generally 
speaking, it wotud appear that the prospects of the sugar 
cane erra are good in the comparatively d^ distncts of 
Bihar, Onssa and Chota Nagpur, and indifferent in tho 
damper distncts of Lower Bengal 

According to tho returns of the Distnct Officers, the out 
turn of the sugarcane crop in Bengal should be estimated at 
96 per cent of a normal crop against 90 per cent estimated 
in 1898, but as there appears to be a tendency on the part 
of some District Officers to underestimate the outturn, it 
may be safely anticipated that the sugarcane crop for the 
Province will, as far as can be at present foreseen, yield 
about a normal outturn m the current year

1898 The prescribed statements, Forms I and II, are appended 

2 Number oj faeiorifs and sgelem of work — The total number of factories 
actually at work at the end of the year 1897 was 167 Sixteen factories were 
brought undei the Act during the year under report, viz , 8 in the 24 
Parganas, 1 in Ilooghly, 1 in Howiah, 8 in Dacca, 2 in Pumea, and 1 in 
Cuttack At the same time 2 faclories in Howiah were removed from the 
list, and 1 in Jessore remained closed during the y^ar The total number of 
factories actually at woik at the^lose of the year 1898 was therefore 180 In 
88 factoiies woik was carried on by shifts or sets , in 78 by midday stoppages , 
in 4 by a combination of shifts and midday stoppages, and in 14 by other 
means There is one factory in Dacca, not at work at the close of the year, for 
which no return was received The number of factories exempted from the rule 
requiring a Sunday or weekly holiday was 33 as against 28 in the previous 
year 1 ho average daily number of operatives in the mills aggregated, men, 
women and children, 165,027 against 166 828 in 1897 The details for both 
years are given in the table below To it have been added, for the purposes 
of illustrating the growth of factoiies in Bengal, the figures for 1893 —

If the returns have been accurately furnished, the plague scare of 1898 
produced no senous diminution of labour at the factories except jn the city 
of Calcutta Proper The managers had just cause for anxiety, but the effects 
seem to have been much smaller than was at the time believed 
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Tho Special Inspectoi of Factonea reports that electricity as an illuminani ^ 
has become quite general m the large mills and in a few workshops , but that 
as a motive power it is little used 

I he question of the closing of jute mills early on Saturdays was considered 
during tho year, and a special report was submitted to tho Government of 
India on the subject The mill owncts agreed to close their mills entirely on 
Satnuliys for SIX months, ccmmencing from the 1st April 1899, an arrange 
nient which happily obviated tho necessity of future consideration of the 
conflicting proposals on the subject Subsequently, however, to the great 
legict of all concerned, this agreement was abandoned by the contracting 
paities , and the matter stands exactly whore it did * * * • 

3 Inipfictms —Ten lactones were inspected once, 12 factones twice, 41 
thnee, and 114 more than three times Three factones in the distnct of Dacca, 

T 17 , the jute presses of Mr J Nicholas, Tanbazar, and of Messrs Alexander 
and Company, Sital Lakhya, and the jute factory of Messrs Watt Brothers 
and Company, Madariganj, were not inspected An explanation of the omission 
to inspect tnesc faitones will be called for It is reported tliat tho results of 
inspections weie generally satisfactoiy, and that the suggestions of tho inspect 
lug oHioeis as regards sanitaiy aiiangements, fencing of maohineiy, and other 
matters weie, as a rule, readily attended to by the mill managers 

4 JSanitarff arrangements and ventilation — Tho sanitary condition of tho 
factonea and tho sanitary airangements in them continued to bo geneially satis 
factory Factories were, as a rule, well ventilat'^d, and proper steps were taken 
by mill managers to keep them clean 

5 Qaerters for operatives — Ihore is still much that is unsatisfactory in tho 
reports received this year Tho Supeimtendent, Campbell Hospital, made 
Gortam lomaiks with regard to tho overcrowded and msanitaiy condition of the 
bustis in Cossiporc Chitpur Tho Magistute ot the 24 Parganas, to whom 
tho mattei was refciied, reports, however, that ho visited some of these 
bustis whole cases of plague had occurred, and was generally satisfied 
with their cleanhness The Civil Medical Uffaccr ol S( ramporc states that the 
mill hands there an mostly low class up country people who habitually 
neglect all rules of sanitation, with the result thatthoir bustis become hot beds of 
disease Sinnlaily, tlio Magistrate of Howrah writes that the mill operatives, 
chiefly fiom Bihar and the North Western Provinces, live in ill ventilated huts 
specially set apait for them They cluster m hundreds on undiained sites, and 
are a souiei of danger to othois These men are for the most part drawn 
from coiintiy villflgt^s where rules of samtition are unknown, and it is not 
strange that *hoy should keep to tho rustic methods to which alone they are 
accustomed On the other hand, all tho best mills in tho neighbourhood of 
Calcutta have constructed i xcellent quarters for their coolies 1 hey find it 

! )rofitabie to do so Even lustics of the Upper Pi evinces prefer clean, tidy, 
lealthy dwellings, if they can gut them, and the mill which provides these will 
always command the best supply of th( best laboui lor thisriason, that good 
bousing of the mill hands is to the true intciest and advantage of tho mills them 
selves, the Lieutenant Governor has the hope that the example of the better mills 
will quickly spicad Meanwhile the Magistrates of Howrah and Serampore will 
use all their influince to that end 

6 Vaccination of operatives —kn B, txHq no is admitted into a factory 
unless he has been vaccinated Why the practice is not invariably insisted 
on appears fiuiu tho following remaiks of the Magistrate of Howrah — 

“ The up country part of the population u, however, averse to vaooi nation, and unproteot- 
od persons are ever} where suf&iiently nuiuerons to bo a great source of danger when small 
pox appears Attempts to got managers of faotones to use their lufluonoe in this matter 
have not as a rule bein suooessful It appears to me that there is a great and, 1 thinV, 
excessive tenderness on tho part ot managers in doing anything to arouse tho prejudices of 
their emrloj^s, and this has undoubtedly been inoreaBed by ihe scares involvmg a temporary 
loss of labour atuoh have occurred m recent years In some respects it seems to me that this 
18 pushed beyond the limits of real prudence 1 mean that the employes learn to ooont on 
getting theo* own way sad that future trouble is thereby stored up ' 

7 Wafer supply —The water supply m most factones, though drawn

9 Wafits and qemral condition of iho operaitoa ■» There was no materia^ 
oheatge during the year under review in the rates of wages paid to different 
dasses of operatives, which are generally higher than those prevailing 
foa: agncnltural labour in the neighlraorhood It is, howeiei, to be borne 
m n wd that the coolies locruited from the North Western Provinces and Bihar 
come here to save the greatest sum of ii onoy m the shoitest time They 
iigidly limit their expeudituie to the lonest sum necessaiy to support, not 
health, but life They live in the meanest huts, and eat the woist food, beoauso 
these are the cheapest Hence there is no necessary connection between the 
wages received by them, and tbeir physical condition Last year it was stated 
that the condition or the operatives in the Kajla Silk Filature was poor, though 
the rate of wa^es paid was fau Fho Commissioner of the Hajshahi Division 
reports that duiing the year under report the operatives in tins factory 
received good wages in comparison with those received by labourers employed 
on other uorks Their condition is repotted to have been tolerable 

10 Bnphymeni of women and children — The rules regarding the employ 
ment of women and children wore duly observed Light woik such as 
spinning, weaving, &c , was given to them Women and children were 
employed^n large numbers in jute and cotton mills and presses, where tho 
system of work was earned on mainly by shifts or sets, witli intervals of rest 
and general and occasional holidays Special oaie was taken not to admit 
children of doubtful ages until they weie examined md passed by tho 
certifying surgeons Accidents to children in cleaning the uiucmneiy whoa it 
was in motion weic very few, and these weie due to disobedience of the 
factory lules 

With regard to the improper employment of childien Mr Duke, Magis 
trate of Howrah, on two or three occasions detected childien under age 
working in certain lute mills 1 he excuse invariably was that their presence 
was unauthorised , that they had come with food for their parents He remarks 
that it 18 against the interest oi the managers to enrol children m their books 
as workers until they are worth the pay oi their class , hence there is a strong 
temptation to let them hang about the mills and pick up the necessary know 
Icd^ beforehand He suggests as the best remedy the absolute prohibi 
tion'^of the presence of such children m rooms in which woik is going on— - 
a piohibition perhaps hardly lequired by the present dimensions of the evil 

The Special Inspector has made the iollowing remarks on this subject — 

‘*As several fatal accidents have happened in jute mills to women working at the 
softeners, 1 think it would not unduly hamper the managers if women were forbidden to 
wQvkat tiiese maohines, at least at the feed>eod the wodc is decidedly aiduous and bangles 
on their urms and wrists, and anklets on Uie feet, have on several oocaeions been the direct 
oaoie of fatal aemdents m the majority of nulls only men are employed for this work 

Tbc fatal accidents to women in jute mills were this year very numerous, 
and these remarks will be commended to the manageis of all juto mills 

tl fencing of macAsncfy — The machinery m the factories is generally 
to have been properly fenced J'he following remarks are quoted 
from llte report the Special Inspector of Factories —

* A fatal aooident ooourred at the Bengal Spuomg and Weaviug Mill, whereby the 
oil man loat bis life when oiling the beannga of the first motion pulley I regret that 1 did 
not apeoially epemfy a guard to be placed near thia bearing, aa I had aliraya oonaidered anil^ 
plaeea daogeroua I note from my book inapeotion report the following pa8aage,with 
referenoe to thia factory, dated 12th May 1896 — 

« * Nothing has been dona to plaoe a hand roil from the eugme room to the firif! ahd 

aeoond motion pulleys, the hearings of which hare to bo oiled and examined by widkitig

12 Aecidmit — The uumber of accidents that occurred during the year 
luas 553 as against 651 and 493 donngthe two pieceding years Iwo hundred 
and seventy nine were of a aenuns nature, and 246 were of a slight nature , 
and 28 proved fatal, nine more than in any previous year

'tuE Tuennittl Report was due to GovArnmout on the Ist of May and was 
submitted on tho 8rd of «J uly It is explained that the dela) is due to the 
necessarily largo volume of statistics required and the difficulty of obtaining 
correct figuies ftom the local officers * 

2 IVMnbcr of DifOitisatM — The number of dispensaiies rose from 4)0 
in 189d to 492 in 1898 ibere is a giatifying increase in the number of Local 
Fund disponaaues, which have increased from 21o to 289 during the 
period under review lo tins total the District Board oi Backorgunge 
contiibuted no h as than 14 now dispensaries In the same district a system of 
medical ichet was inaugurated which Colonel Hondley lightly rogaids as being 
almost as impoitant as the opening of new dispensaiies i his is tho bringing 
of medical aid to the homes oi tho people by entrusting simple medicino 
chests to the headmen ot villagos reiimte Mom dispensaries Another system 
favourably noticed by Colonel Hendl^ is that by winch a medical officer 
visits certain ccntics at shoit fixed intervals This system has been worked 
with success in Ranagliat by piivate agency, and is said to be employed exten 
sively in tl e moie spaisely populated parts of Russia Both systems seem well 
suited to Bengal, and the Lieutenant Governor will be glad if the Inspector 
Genoial of Civil Hospitals can ai range to give them a more extended triJ 

d Admimti alion — An unsatisfactoiy feature of the administration noticed 
in tho last report was the infoiioiity of the subordinate mediial staff relatively 
to that oi othci piovinci s Dm mg tho past three yeai s important steps have 
been taken towards romedy mg this, both by improiing sopervisiun and by 
the mtioduction oi several necessary leforms Of these the most noticeable 
18 the improvement in the position and prospects of Civil Assistant Surgeons 
Seven Cl wl Surgioncies have recently boon allotted to this class of medical 
officers, and a senior grade on Rs 800 per mensem Las been created 
Unemployed pay, wludi was felt as a serious haidship, has also been abolished 
Ihese changes should go far towards increasing the attractiveness of tb|i 
branch of the sen icc 

In the mattei of the medical education of Hospital Assistants an important 
advance h is been made by extending the course of instruction in vernacular 
medical schools fiom three to four years, with the special object of indnding 
medico legal work m tho cunicnlum 

It was noted m tho last resolution as a sonous defect in medical administra 
tion that the powei given to the supportcis of piivate dispensaries of engaging 
any medical men they chose often led to the appointment of unsati8fuc|0|y 
pel sons Thi|i has since been remedied by making ail snob appointments stdiwlic 
to the approval of the Inspector General of Civil Hoapitals Colonel Henals^ 
is now of opinion tliat still moro power m tins respect should be put Inio^tiid 
hands of the Inspector General of Civil Hospitals^ and that he tthonld be git^ 
authority to remove any man whom he considifea lUeompelent, and to yiero 
the removal of any incumbent It ma^, however, be aoubted whethw the 
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adraiitages to be gened by a more efficient end centralised control vonla not 
be mote than connterbaianoed by the alienation of sympathy and interest of 
those trho support tl^ institutions, and who would feel that their powers and 
rights had been impaired Another change which has been made is the fixing 
of an average rate of ooninbution from local bodies for the loan of Government 
Medical Officers Instead of paying the actual grade pay of the officer 
appointed — a charge which often weighed heavily on their resources whon 
a senior officer was appointed to a pool dispensary or was promoted while 
in charge of it— they are now required to pay a fixed contnbution mespectire 
of the grado of the officer m charge 'The advantages of this change are 
obrioos, and the system has woiked excellently m practice 

4 Inspecims — Ihe number of inspections of outlying dispensaries by 

Civil Surgeons rose from <391 in 189(3 to 409 m 1897 and 420 m 1898 Colonel 
Hmidley has paid particular attention to the question of inspections and has 
treated the subject in a thoroughly practical nunuer While reducing where 
necessary the number of mspections previously presciibed, ho has taken great 
pains to ensure that inspections shall in all cases be thorough, and suth as 
will be of practical assistance to the Civil Surgeons’ subordinates Since his 
appointment in April 1898, Colonel Hendley has himself visited nearly all 
the important civil stations in Bengal, and subsequently to the amalgamation 
of the banitary Commissioner’s office with that of the Inspector General of 
Civil Hospitals, ho has had the benefit of Mujoi Dyson’s assistance in this 
branch ot woik • 

5 Management ly local bodies — The number of dispensaries managed by 
local bodies during the 1 ist tluee years was as follows —

In the last Triennial Repoit the Inspector General of Civil Hospitals had 
to complain that local bodies generally showed a want of interest with legard 
to the managemont of dispensaiios 'ColqDel Hendley now repoits an improve 
meat in this respect lie has, however, smi some complaints to make, of which 
tho most important is given as follows in his own words — 

‘*Mumoipal contribution towards tho maintenance of dispensaries is fitful, and is 
regulated m aocordance with the amount of private subscuptious, , that is to say, it tho 
moome of a dispensary from those and other sources is snfiioieut just to meet its bare lequire 
ments the Municipality expends nothing trom municipal lands upon it No great 
improvement or reform <an be noped for imless it is laid down that no mattm whatever the 
income from local sources may be, the munioipaliues n ust tontribute a certain percentage 
of their income towards the maintenance, improvement, etc , of the medical charities under 
their care oi that they must meet all ordinary charges, leaving most extensions and all those 
extra expenses wluoh go to make up the success of a medical institution to the charity of the 
pubho ’ 

The Inspector General has already submitted proposals to Government on 
ihu point, and the matter has been separately considered and orders passed 
Wbile fully sympathising with Colonel Hendley’s laudable desire to remove the 
d^ciencios in dispensary administration which do no doubt exist, the view of 
the Lieutenant Governor is that the proper remedy is to be found, not 
m fixing a minimum foi all municipalities, whose needs and resources 
nmat vary according to their circumstances, but in watching individual 
cases of negleot, and in stimulatmg expenditure in such cases by bnugmg 
them to the notice of the local officers To adopt Colonel Hendlcy’s proposal 
would be to check the flow of private chanty by declaring that it shall in no 
case whatever suffice It is to be observed that additional motive powci m this 
matter has been given to municipal expenditure on medical chanties by the 
amendment in 1896 of section 69 of the Municipal Act, nndcr which medical 
expenditure is nov undir the control of tho Commissioner lhat inumcipali 
ties are the whole not backward relatively in contributing to dispensaries is 
sbowni by the fact that m 1897 98 the municipalities of the Noith- Western 
Pronnoes with a total income of nearly 45 lakhs contiibuted Ks 60,000 to 
dupessanes^ while in ^ngal out an income of 38 lakhs municipalities con- 
tnbnted ^ 1,86,000 Moreover, tiie figotes given m paragraph 12 of Colonel 
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Hendley’a report show that the proportion of patients treated m municipal 
dispensaries to the population of tne municipalities themselves is 48 61 p« 
cent —a fact which clearly indicates tha t the area of mnnimpal ohftnty extends 
far beyond municipal lifnits The Lie u enant Governor observes with pleasnre 
that municipaUtiea are on the whole fully sensible of their obligabons in the 
mattei of me dical chanty, and has no doum that, as opportunity serves, there 
will be still further advancement in this important duty

The increase in the number of outdoor patients in 1898 is particularly 
satisfactoi) inasmuch as it occurred in an exceptionally healthy year and one 
in which the fear of plague measures might have been expected to deter the 
people from having lecourseto Government dispensaries In other provinces 
the attendance shows a large falling oil, which is asenbed mainly to this 
causo, and the fact that the contraiy was the case in Bengal is testimony to 
the lucreafcing popularity of tho dispensaries and to the confidence felt by the 
people in their administration

As has been noted m previous reports, apnnmpal cause of the comparatively 
low attendance m Bengal is the number and populanty of the local kobirajee 
and hakims, whose paid service are largely preferred by the people to the 
gratuitous services of tho dispensaries So far as this is evidence of the 
prosperity and indeponderce of the population of Bengal, and of their reluct 
ance to avail themselves of chaiitable assistance when they are able to help 
themselves, it is a matter for satisfaction rather than regret Colonel Hendley 
expresses himself as not unmindful of the claims of private practitioners, and 
rightly disclaims all idea of compotmg with them At the same time he con 
aiders that the cliaritablo dispensanes have not yet reached all those for whom 
they are intended and ascribes the reluctanco to attend of those who would 
othei wise do so as in pait due to the low standard of accommodation and 
the want of additional comforts in them The Inspector General of Cini 
Hospitals does pot lose sight of the fact that the proportionate expenditure 
on patients is cOnuderably higher in Bengal than in most other provmces, and 
his remarks on this subject oontamed in a circular addressed by mm to all 0ml 
Surgeons deserve guottd»on They are as fellows'^— 

In nine oases out of tan it is not so mnoh to want of a(m^ as to wantirf pmutanoe 
and ingenuity that the had Conditoon of ow hospitsla is to bp atimhutad A good fiurgaon 
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who 18 possoased of ta(*t, skill and enthusiaBin as a rule, will soon be able to mdootnnate others 
with some of his seal, and at all events be able to make a number of small improvements 
which will add to the popnlarity of his dispensary and increase the comfort of the p ople 
under his care It does not take much money to put up a few pictures in a ward , to 
whitewash the lower panes of a window so as to prevent passers by from looking into the 
room , to make a pathway across a swanipv comnound to ereot screens so that women ma> 
be seen in privacy, to cleanse walls and floors, nor does it lower the Hosiital Assistant a 
dignity or even his influence to be courteous to all and polite to w men or k nd to cbddieu 

There can be no question as to tho soundness of thtso ommently prac 
tical remarks, and no doubt that tho method sujr^estol m tlum must do much 
towards raising tho attendanoo in the Bengal disponsaries to its proper love) 
The Lieatt,naut Governor earnestly commends them to the offictis m charge

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These statistics have been obtained from the collation of figures in the now 
nmalgambted ofiices of the Inspector General of Civil Hospitals and the Sanitary 
Comunsbionci, and have been coricctod from the latei figures received in the 
sepaiate icport of the latter on sanitation It will be seen that only a very 
small peicentage of cholera and small pox cases are taken to dispensaiies for 
treatment 1 he largest numboi of admissions, as is natural, is due to malarial

The mam souices of income are of course contrbutions from local funds 
and pnvate subscnptions Of these, the former has already been noticed 
As regards subscriptions, Colonel Hendley now renews a suggestion previously 
made by Dr Harvey in 1894, that subscriptions for special objects tending to 
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the improvement of comfort m diepeneitries should be kept distinct from the 
fund adminiHtercd by the local managing authonties, and should be administered 
solely by the Civil Suigeons 

He basis this proposal on the fact that in many cases pnvato subsciip 
tions to a dispt nsary show a falling off after it has been taken over by a Muni 
cipahty, the loason jyiven being that people aie unwilling to pay twice, oiic< 
in the loim of subscriptions, and once in the foim of taxation, for the same 
charity, and that they considci that their subsrnptions, intended by thorn for 
a spioial (hantablo purpose, are merely applied to the relief of local taxation 
Colonel Headley’s pioposal has been scpaiatciy subimt'ed, and is now engaging 
the attention of Government 

In the meantime it may be remarked that though m some eases there has 
undoubtedly been a falling off in subscnptions of the natuie indicited, still their 
total amount in 1S98 was higlici than it has ever been bcfoic, and ag.r gated 
m that year over lakhs Tlie income donved from subscnptions m thi 
Noith Western Provinces 18 slightly evil 1 lakh, and aftei making all due 
allowances for the diffoience that exists between the two provincts in wealth 
ind population, it cannot be said that the standard of chanty in licngilis unduh 
low On one point m this connection the Lieutenant Govornoi is allogcthi i 
unable to agico with the Inspector General Refining to the m untenance of 
private dispoiisaries by wealthy individuals Colonel II( ndlo} saj s — 

“ Tliose aro not chan able institution but snob as it is cither incumbent on such persons 
fioni their fosition to inuntam lor their tenants servants or omploics or vhioh they d sue 
to keep up for their own convcnunce In all those ta erf the individual is under the same 
obligat on as and takes the place of Government The inclusion of such expenditiiie under 
tl e healing of Suhsonjilious is likily to lead to a false impression of the amount of than y 
which prevails m the province 

Ihe Liputi natit Governor cannot si aro this view He has ficquently 
lud much pleasure m publicly acknowledging the mumfictiiio of the landed 
nobility and weiltliy clasies m this respect, and would on no account wish 
to convoy to them the impre sion that then generous donations are not 
received in the spuit m which tlioy arc offend Chanty is, it is true, an 
obligation ini umbent upon all alike but nil do not equally appreciate the 
obligation, and the gre itei credit is dm to those who do

OUTRAGES ON WOMEN IN MYMENSINGH 


The Hon’ble Rata Ranatii Sinha Bahadur oi Nasbifue asked — 

Has the attention of the Government been drawn to the reports which 
appealed in the Indian Minor of the 22nd Juno last and the Uitaladt 
of 13th, 20th and 27tb Jaisia 1306 B S and other newspapers regarding 
the outragts and assaults on women in the distiict of Mymensingh, and will 
the Goveinment bo pleased to state what steps, if any, it has taken in the 
matter^ 

The Hon’ble Mr Bolton replied 

“ The statements which appeared in the newspapers attiacted the notice of 
the Government and reports weie called for fiom the Magistrate of the district 
and the Commissioner Theio has been no marked increase in offences 
against women during the present year, but many cases have oocuned m 
recent yeais, the crime having been prevalent in the district for a very long 
period Duiing both Sir Chailes Elliott’s and Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s 
administration orders woio issued to eusure more effective mvestigation of cases 
and prosecution of ofionders The Pohee have not since been remiss, and 
many convictions, accompanied by heavy sentences, have been secured These 
punishments have presumably not been witbout effect on the bad characters, 
but furtlior special action appears necessary The Lieutenant Governor has 
accordingly sanctioned the deputation of Special Police Inspectusa to the 
district, to assist the oidinary Police These officers will take up all senons

SALARIES OF MINISTERIAL OFFICERS 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatba Mohan Sen said 

Havmg regard to the symplthetic views entertained towards the ministerial 
officeFs by uie Government, may 1 be permitted to ask whether the Government 
may be disposed to grant annual increment to the salanes of the mmistenal 
offioers, who are allowed under the present rules biennial increments ? This 
arrangement, I venture to suggest, will not probably effect any appreoiaUa 
alteration in the budget statement 

The Hon’ble Mr Baker rephed 

’^The views of this Government regarding the salanes of ministerial 
officers have been expressed on several occasions m this Council, and were 
stated again durmg the last budget debate It has already been explained that 
the sanction of the Government of India is required under the rules before any 
general measure of the kind contemplated can be undertaken Subject to such 
sanction^ it is the Lieutenant Governor’s desire- to take up the question when 
financial conditions permit but His Honour does not consider that the conver 
siOn of biennial into annual increments would be an appropriate or economical 
method of dealing with it ”

The Hon’ble Mb Bakcb also moved that the Calcutta Mumoipal Bill be 
referred back to the Select Committee for farther consideration, with reference 
to theconespondence between the Government of India and the Government 
of Bengal, which was published in the Supplement to the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 12th July, 1899, and with instiuctions to report within two weeks He 
said — 

Tho object of this motion is to enable the Select Committee to consider 
the views exple^sed by the Government of lndi| in their letter No 98 of the 
17th Juno last, which have received the acceptance of the Local Governm^t 
“ After tho remarks that have fallen from His Honoui the Frosident, it is 
not necessary for mo to enlarge upon the proposals put forward by the Govern 
ment of India Those proposals and the reasons for them have been before 
the Public since the 12th of last month, and ore no doubt famihar to all 
Members of this Council They are foui in number Firstly it is proposed to 
reduce the number of Ward Commissioners fiom 50 to 25, so that the Corpora 
tion shall consist of 50 Commissioners, of whom one half are elected at ward 
elections and one half are appointed by Government or nominated by special 
constituoncios This plan follows generally the model of the Bombay Corpora 
tion Secondh, it is proposed to follow the same model m respect of the 
constitution of the General Committee, and to provide that of tho total number 
of 12 members, eight shall be elected by the entire Coipoiation and four shall 
be appointed by Govirmuent Thirdly, it is proposed to enact provisions to 
secure that the proportion of the General Committee which is to be elected by 
the entiio Corporation, shall be a strictly fan and proportionate ropiesentation 
of tho constituents of the electoral body And fourthly, it is proposed to lay 
down rulos for the appointment of Special and Sub Committees which shall 
secure their being truly lepiesontative 

“ These proposals, if adopted, will involve compaiatively few changes in the 
Bill as now amended, and the Select Oommitb e should have no diihculty in 
coming to a dctision upon thorn within the time allowed 

“ There is, howovei, another pomt as to which I wish to say a few Words, 
for although it arises diiootly out of the proposals of the Government of India, 
it 18 npt expressly mentioned in the correspondence I refer to the imtial 
arrangements for constituting the first body of Commis loners under the new 
Bdl It will be within the recollection of Members that the Select Committee 

S iposed that the 2o Commissioners appointed by Government or nondliaied 
the Chamber of Commerce, the i rades Association, and tho Port Trust tiiould 
vacate thoir seats on the Ist April, 1900, the date on which it is eKpeoted 
thht the Bill will come into force but that, at the instance of the membbrs 
representing the Corporation, it was provided that the 60 elected Ward’^Cwn- 
mii^uers uudor the present Act should rotam their seats until let Apnl, 1901, 
the date up to which they would have been entitled to sit if there were no> 
change^ the Jaw This arrangement was urged upon us with a new to 
avoid the trouble aed expense of holding a fresh general election in advapoa 
of the usual date As the oiiguial Bdl proposed no change in the number thtr 
Commissioners, there seomed no good reason why the wmb^ of the repreleQ^ 
tives of the CinpoiaUon should $ot be acceded to and lol^tlis reason

Tlie Report on the Reformatories for the year 1898 was received from 
the Inspector General of Jails m print on the 2ird Mav 

2 The two institutions nad, on the last day of 1897, 554 mmates, of whom 
212 were at Alipore and 342 at Hazaribagh The number of boys who were 
released, or transferred, or who died or escaped was 178, and the admissions wore 
92 , the total number remainmg at the end of the year being thus 468, whom 
194 were at Ahpore and 274 at Kazanbagh Of these, 304 were Hindus and 
148 Muhammadans , 15 belonmd to aboiiginal tribes, and 1 was a Native 
Christian 1 he admissions dimiig the year fell off largely, the figure for 
the previous year being 167 and the aveiage for the five preceding years 135 
The decrease was presumably due in a large measure to the use by Magistrates 
of the provisions oi section 3 1 of Act VIII of 1897 Information on the 
subject IS not, however, available, and the Commissioners of Divisions will bo 
requested to furnish it in luturo, for incorporation in this report It is expected 
that, under the provisions just mentioned, tho annual admissions into the 
^formatones will bo substantially reduced Rules vere issued, under tht Act, 
in February last, defining what youthful oftiondeis should be sent to the 
Schools by the Courts and regulating tho ponods of their detention The number 
of releases from the institutions was considerably in excess of admissions, 
including the cases of 40 young boys whom the Government thought it

The Finri Report on the settlement of the Jupnr Gbyemment Estates 
Read also— 

Letters No 423A , dated the 9th May 1899, from the Board of Bevenne, No 490S , 
dated the 14th Marob 1899, from theDueotor of Land Records, and No 1997, 
dated the 27th October 1898, from the Oommissionor of tihe Bajihabi 
Division, and a Note by the CoUeotor of Bogta, reviewing the Report of 
the Settlement Offioer 

The Jaipur Governinent estates, with an aggregate area of 44 1 square 
miles, are comprised m 153 Villases, lying a tevr in the district of Bajshahi, 
the rest in that of Bogra Ox some of these villages Government is sole 
propiietor, in others it has a separate share, and in the remainder it is a 
joint proprietor The tract, which is well watered, and has a fertile soil, 
and a lamfall generally sufficient for purposes of agnoulture, appears, £Fom 
rums and other evidence, to have been at one time populous and floundiing, 
but, owing to a change in the course of (*10 nvers, it became malanous 
and paitly depopulated, and dense jungle is still to be found in many places 
The coustruqtion of the Northern Bengal State Railvray, which runs through 
the estates, the making of new roads, the establishment of new maiketi^ and 
the general use in the value of agncultural produce, have brought about a 
marked change for tlie better Wlule formerly settlers had to be attracted by 
low or nominal rents and advances of money, and were ready to throw up 
their holdings if the slightest mcreasc in the rent was proposed, there is now 
an immigration of cultivators from other districts, and a consequent demand 
for land 

2 Iho Government estates wore originally eight in number, seven of 
which were purchased by Government at revenue sales, between 1828 and 1837 
A D , for nominal sums, as neither the owners nor any one else would hold the 
lands at tho icvcnue fixed They were lot out to farmers, who hold them up 
to 1878, when direct management was introduced on the completion of a 
settlement made for lo years Ihe remaining estate escheated to Government 
in 1882 In 1894 the eight estates were by amalgamation reduced to two, in 
ordci to obviate muih unnecessary work 

3 A resettlement under tho liengal Tenancy Act was ordered in January 
1893 As tlio maps of 1878 wore imperfect, and as the record of rights bad 
not been kept up to date, a fresh survey and record of rights was considerod 
necessary The survey was begun by a professional party m February 1893, and 
was completed in June 1894 The Settlement Officer first appointed joined 
on the 9th February 1894, when the cadastral survey witn imtial record 
writing was in progress, but pioving incompetent was removed m Angust 
following In November 1894, Baba Sarat Chandra Das, Deputy OoUector, 
was appointed Settlement Officer, and was in charge of the operations till the 
17th oi June 1896, except for a short mterval m the recess of 1895 Hus 
officer was anothei unfortunate selection, for during his long tenure of office 
he did very little , and much of what be did had to be done over again by his 
BuccesBOi, Mr Sorab S Day, who was obli^d to re attest 91 of the 121 
villages dealt with by his piedecessor The work was not finished till 
February 1893 

4 In the villages in which the Government lands are mixed up witii 
private esiat^ attestation was difficult, as neither the tmumts nor 
agents of thp private proprietors had any idea of the estates to widdk 
particular plots of land belonged , and it was therefore necessary to veakb a 
comparison, plot by plot, between the present maps and records and those of 
1878 The subsequent proceedings in tiiese villages also appear to have gkvmi

5 Proceedings under seotjon 108 bf the Bengal Tenancy Act having been 
Sanctioned by the Board of Bevenue, on applications made by the landlords con 
corned, <n respect of the principal private estates -whose lands are interlaced 
with &e Government estates, the survey and record of rights embraced the 
whole area of the 153 villages in which Ine Goveinmeiit lands lie '1 he area 
of the whole tract surveyed is 34,558 acres, or about 54 square miles, of which 
28,233 acres, or 44 1 square miles, belong to Government and the lemaining 
6,325 acres, or 9 9 square miles, to private piopnetors The following table 
compares the results of the present and tho previous suivey in respect of the

The apparent inciease in the total area of tho estates by 96 acres is 
attiibuted to the greater accuracy of the picsent survey made by tho plane 
table, as compared with the prismatic compass suivey of 1878 Statistics as to 
the cultivated area in 1878 not being available, it is not possible to ascertain 
exactly the increase in cultivation since the last setthment, but there has been 
an increase of 3,880 acres, or a^ut 21 per cent , in the settled area, which 
approximately represents the morlase m cultivation 

8 In the whole area surveyed, the extent nnder crops was found to be 
21,807 acres, of which 7,869 bore two crops in tho year Winter nee occupied 
11,007 acres, or 87 7 per cent, of the total of 29,176 acres, and bhadot or 
autumn nee 6,866 acres, or 21 8 per cent Jute was found to be the next 
most important crop of the tiact, occupying, as it did, 4,187 acres, or 14 3

8 Transfers of raiyats’ holdings were formerly unknown, as, for reasons 
briefly explained in paragraph 1, lands were not considered of much value 
Owmg to the change mat nas smee taken place, cultivators’ rights are now 
valuable , and the custom of transferring them by sale, without seeking the permis 
Sion of the landlord, has grown up It is stated, that the Managei of the Govern 
ment estates has avoided the open recognition of this practice by causing the 
vendor to hie a wntten relinquishment and then settling the holqing with the 
purchaser In spite of this, however, the Settlement Officer found numeious 
insiancos where even this formality had been dispensed with , and he entered 
the new tenants m his records Care must be taken to see that the sphtting 
up of holdings is not allowed 

0 The number of under raiyats holding lands under the Government 
raiyats is largo, being- 3,767 This is stated to result from a practice, prevalent 
among the raiyats of tho Jaipur estates, of holding lands under each other It 
IB stated that the rai} at landlords do not stand on ceremony in ousting their 
under raiyats, who can acquire no occupancy rights, as there is no custom in 
their favour There would, howeycr, appear to be no reason why these under 
raiyats should n^ enjoy the measure of protection afforded them by the 
provisions of the iBengal Tenancy Act , and it is desired that the local omcials 
will endeavour to enforce an observance of the law so far as lies in their power 

10 At the tune when the Government estates were let in farm there weie 
very few rai} ats, and tho farmer found it necessary to settle the lands practi 
cally for what be could get, whereby great inequalitios resulted in the rents 
In 18b 1 an attempt was made by him to mtroduce a scale of rates but the 
laiyats would not aj^eo, and were prepared to rehnqmsh their holdings, and at 
last tho farmer had to accept whatever they chose to pay At the settle 
ment of 1878 the attempt was repeated by the Settlement Officer, ^lutthe 
raiyats again refused to pay the n^w rents, and an addition of from 1 anna to 
4 annas in the rupee to the eating lent was made by compromise, the 
exact increase being a ma^tei of bargain m each case This arrangement 
caused greater inequahties of rent than evei In 1882 Mr D J Maepherson, 
who had been deputed m connection with the Tenancy Bill to enquire and 
report on the piactn ability of framing tables of uniform rates in these estates, 
found that there was still greater competition among landlords for raiyats than 
among raiyats for land, and came to the conclusion that any attempt to intro 
duce rates based on soil classification would piobably fail 

Under these ciicumstanees it was found, as was indeed to be expected, 
that each raiyat was paying a specified rent for a specified area of land wvthout 
reference to tho capaWdies of the soil, and that the incidence of rent was very 
unequal A farther develimmeno of the country had, however, tabqn place 
since the date of Mr Maepherson’s report, and it was decided, Ihojt an 
endeavoui should again be made to equalise the mqidence of the reQiA« 'The 
Settlement Officer describes the principle of the assessment m the words of the 
Commissioner Ho says he was directed to take the more highly assessed 
holdings as tho standaid and then to level up to these the rates of rent of the 
othor holdings As the description stands, it would certainly be understood 
that a uniform rate of rent was imposed on all tenants It is abundantly 
clear, however, from the Sotitlement Officer’s papers thni nothing of the 
sort was intended, and nothing of the sort was done What was mfiant- was 
that, below a bertain maximum of existing lent rate, tharafdiould be dravm xip

enquiries independeiai^y made by the Settlement Officer and the Manager of the 
estatee, admitted of an increase of 8 annas m the rupee, or 50 per cent 1 he 
lands were olas^fied as follows — 

(1) Basiu or homestead lands which, in accordance with the custom 

prevailing in the tract, were to be most highly assessed 

(2) Onltivated lands, which wero divided into high and low lands, the 

latter being the better class of the two Each class was sub 
divided, according to the local practice, into aul (first class), dam 
(second class), eiLm (third class^ and chahaiam (fouith class) 
First class high lands included lands beaiing thatching grass oi 
bamboo clumps 

(3) Fallow and w aste 

For the purpose of determining the new rates, the several villages were 
divided into seven groups, each group consisting of ullages which showed a 
similanty in the aveiage of tho existing rents paid by the group of raiyats 
paying the highest rents A separate scale of rates for each group was then 
worked out, subordinate to this maximum, for the several classes of soil m the 
group These rates ranged from two rupees to eight annas per acie in the 
best groups , from one rupee to four annas in the poorest The rates so 
determmed wero applied to boldings paying the lowor rent rates It the result 
ing rent was less than the exwing rent of the holding, the latter was taken , but 
if It was gieater tlian the existmg rent, plus an onhttneement of 50 per cent , 
plus a fair rent for any excess area, it was reduced to the total thus obtained 
In assessing excess areas, a deduction of 5 pei cent of the entiio area of the 
raiyat’s holding was made as a concession to possible eirors in the measurement 
of his lands at^he previous survey, and the rate of rent gontially imposed on 
the excess area thus deteiminod was that fixed for second class low lands as 
bemg the average of the scale of rates determined for the group On this 
method, tho existing rents of 1,335 out of the 5,69^ Government laiyats have 
been retained, and those of 3,691 raiyats enhanced The remaining 673 raiyats 
were found in possession of unsettled lands for which fan rents woie settled 
As many as 5,044, oi 88 o per cent , appeared before the Si ttloment Officer and 
acqpptoa the rents assessed The rents of 656 raijats woie settled ex parte on 
their failure to attend There was no suit under section 106 and no appeal to 
the Special Judge The I icutenant Governor is pleased to find tliat suitable 
rates of rent based on a classification of the soil have at last been introduced 
in these estates, and that this has been achieved at the instance, and with the 
general approval, of the rsiyats themselves 

11 3 he total rental of the estates, as finally settled m 1878, was 

Rs 38,3o8, which was found to have increased, owing to the settlement 
of w|ste lands, to Rs 39,872 in 1893 94, when tho settlement operations liegan 
The new rental bemg Rs 51,068, there has been an increase of Rs 11,196, or 
abont 28 percent, ovei the rental of 1893 94 1 he increase over tho lental 

fixed in 1878 amounts to Rs 12,710, or about 33 per cent , out of which 21 per 
oent appears to be due to the morease in the settled area since the last settle 
meiit, and 12 per cent to the increase m the rates of lent based on the rise 
in prices The collections under the new arrangements have, so far, been very 
satirfactory, and the Lieutenant Governor sees no reason to question the 
opinion that the assessment, if tardily, has been fairly done Government 
abo derives a fluctuating revenue from femes, fisheries, tolls at markets, sale*' 
of trees, and permits for collecting honey , but the details and total amount 
of this income Wo not been stated in the report

estates, whwh have always been similarly treated, should be amalgamated for

the latter, or, in othci words, tliat the maximum enhancement ptrmissiblo 
under tlie l engal 1 c nancy Act was 7 annas m the rupee But the only (lass 
of tenants whoso rents have been generally raised are the hwhdars, viz , those 
who have been classed as tenure holders and those who have been given the 
stattis of settled raiyats These men, or their predecessors in title, as tho fiist 
settlers, had to contend with many difficulties and to undergo considerable 
trodbll'and expense in clearing the jungle and bringing the land under cultiva

The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for the year 1897 and the Resoln

The loport, which was due on the Ist May, was received on July 0th The 
dcln} IS duo to the fact that the banitaiy Commissioner necessanly had to 
devoto almost all lus time to the supenision of plague measures ^Hie leport 
waesubniitti d foi the hist time through the Inspectoi Q-eneial of Civil Hospitals 
who has appended to it a valuable note m which ho reviews the sabent pomts 
in the sanitary history of the year, and cotmpaies the conclusions drawn from 
thohguios with those deiivrd from the statistics of hospitals and dispensaries 
2 Birth) ate — 1 he nuni lx i of births registered in 1898 was 2,548,701 

igainst 2,f 25,811 in the pievious year , the latio per mille of population being 
Jo 79 18 ngoinst 30 01 in 1897 and So 61, the average of the previous five years 
A partioulai luteiost attiches to the fi^uies for the yeai under report, which 
illustidti the concluding chapter in the history of tho recent famine 
The dccrci''c in the birth late was anticipated by tho Sanitaiy Commissioner 
in his 1 ist lopoit, and is now considered by him to be without doubt due to the 
low vitalit) of the people in tho preceding year caused by tho effects of famine 
and hi„h pi lets lie points out that the number of baths was every wheio 
(onsidciabl) higher dm ing the last hi c months of the year than during the 
carhoi mouths, and that this was particulaily noticeable in those parts of the 
Province which wore most severely affected by famine 

Whde, however, there (an bo no doubt that the famine did exercise a 
I cit un influonci in this respect, its effects are nevertheless by no means so clearly 
moikod as would naturally be expected, and tho view of the Sanitary Conmiis 
sioncr must be acet pted with modihcations If the famine weie tho sole cause 
of tliG iiductiou in tlie biith rate, we should expect to find that there bad been 
d coiiespoudm,, leduction in the biith lato of other piovinces where famine 
picvailed, and that in Bengal tho reduction was most distinctly marked 
in tho cbstiicts most sf veicH affected by the famine This, however, is not the 
case Both in the Noith m stern Provinces and in the Cential Provinces the 
biith rate sliows an incicasi , tho former having actually risen from 31 10 m 
1897 to J7 Jo lu 1898 , and in Bengal, of tho 16 districts which were classed 
ds famine distiicts, six including baran, Champaran and Muzaffarpur, <Ji6w an 
apple ciablc nuroase ovci the previous years biith rate In baran and Cham 
pai in tho bath rate was in advance of the mean of the previous five yeajM, while 
the bath late in the Patna Division as a whole, which last year was the lowest 
in the Pros inco, now stands above those of Biudwan ana Chota Nagpur, and 
IS only fiactionally lower than the average Moreover, reference to the figures 
of picvious years shows that the gi eater incidence of births in the later months 
oftne^cai is by no means an abnoimal state of things It was pointed out 
by Goveiiimcrit m 1894 that it was duo to certain months being considered as 
lucky or jiplucky foi the celebration of nmniagos, and this vieiy was 
accepted by tho Sanitary Commissioner in his leport for 189o It wonld 
appear then that tho fall in the birth lato dunnf^ the year under reportis 
due, as tho Inspector Gene lal of Civil Hospitals^ points out m his note, 
not sol< ly to the effects of the famine, but m great to other special causes 
wluch can only be fully ascertained by a carded rtudy of the subject extending 
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ov^ a long tona of voain ^it^Wtion, howoTor^ must again be diuwn to the fact 
which has oA sey^nl previous occasions been pomted out, that considciably 

f reater acoutacy m registratioQ must be attained before tlie vital statistics of the 
Irovuiee can oe considered as a basis on which dehnito and satisfactory 
oondnsions can be founded 

Among individual districts, Mnrsludabad stands fiist with 43 59 followed by 
Tippera (43 40) and Noakhali (42 i2) Malda shows a reidhikable decline 
from 47 40 last yoar to 41 56 this year Cah utta is, as usual, at tho bottom of 
the list with 11 98 , the aeparture of women iroin feai of plague having doubt 
less caused the large decroase since last yon Of luial districts Shnhabad stands 
lowest with 29 79 Among towns, Jangipur has been taken to the head of the 
list by a rise from 17 67 to 42 82, while famalpur in Mongh}i is second with 
44 05 as against 52 b2 lost year 

In only 12 ruial areas was the locordod birth rate up to the goneial 
estimate for the whole Province of 50 per nullo, and of these there were 3 m 
each of the districts of Mymonsingh and Murshidabad Tho lowest birth rate is 
as usual in Jhalakati Tho Government of India having in then review of the 
report for ] 897 repeated an opinion previously expressed that the oxtraordi 
nanly low rate recorded was due not so much to any special cause as to 
defeotivej registration, a careful enquiry was made by tho '^anitary Commis 
sioner and the Distiiet Magistrate, whicn disclosed the curious fact that out of 
a total population of 2 i65 of whom 399 are females, only 49 of tho lattei are 
mamed women capable of bearing childien The bath rate, however, has 
increased from 211 to 8 454^ce last yoai 

3 Death ratu — Ihe number of deaths registered in 1898 was 1,888,468, 
giving a ratio of 2t 57 pei mille as against 2, 341,632 and 32 94 in the previous 
year, and an average for the past 1 0 years of 2,014,902 and 28 77 1 he moi 

tality from fever and cholera was particularly low, and the other principal 
^seasos also show a deohne Climatic conditions and an abundant supply of 
food were no doubt the most important and obvious factors in bringing about 
this fortunate state of things 

In towns tho death rate, owing to the gencial absence of epidemics, fell to 
the remarkably low figure of 27 60, as against 35 09 last year, and an average 
for the last five years of 34 lo 

No exceptionally high death rate was lecoided anywhere, the only towns 
which exceed the piovinual estimate of 44 per mille being Gaiulia (52 84) 
^Ida (49 54) and Seramporo (44 72) 

Only 14 lural areas us against 60 last ye'll show a death lato m excess of 
44 pel mille Tn Maskhal and Cnakana tho aftoi effects of tlu cyclone and 
stoim wave which devastatid Chittagong in 1 )7, made thomsehes felt in the 
shape of a scvoie epidemie of oholeia, and in Siligiui m Daijeoling the malaiial 
fever of the lerai claimed even moio victims than usual 

4 Death rate hy age and sex — Tho death rate among males in 1898 was 
28 76 as against 35 87 in 1897 and 30 &7, the aioragc ot tho preceding 10 
}ears Among females it was 24 40 as compiled wi h 10 03 and 26 68 I he 
diagram appended to the report again slioivi that at c vciy stage of life the 
mortality among males is loported to bo « igbtly hij,bci than that among 
females So far as ehildron aie concerned, the Inspcetoi'-Gemial points out 
thlit the experience of India does not differ fn m that ob^eived m Cuiope In 
hts last report, Major Dyson expressed with some confidence the view that 
the explanation was to be found in tho gieatei difficulty of icaring male 
children, and the greater extent to whic h mule adults are exposed to w eidonts 
and the haidships and vicissitudes oi an (utdoor life in tho fields As 
regards cliildier, his previously expiessed viow holds good, but Majoi 
Dyson now admits the difficulty of maintaining the coiroitncss ot figuics 
wmdi show that the mortality among women of child beaiing ago is less tli m 
that among males of tho same age, and, while partially adnntling the 
soundness of the explanation that registiatiou in the case ol femuhs is 
more defective than in the case of males, calls attention ti the large 
of widows of child bearmg age, wlio aie expose d to neither tho 
pctnhi of obildbirth noi to the hardships und< rgono by the nmlo sox Until, 
however, the standard of conectness in registration is eonsideiably highei than 
at present, it be impossible to give a satisfaetoiy explanation of this and 
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other ditBculties which present ihemsolres m the examination of vital statisties

It 18 cttiiotts that the mortality among Musulmans during the year under 
report is given as 29 53, as against 25 51 among Hindus The variation u 
unexplained, and is not a normal one 

5 Regutrahon —The perpetual stumbling block of defective registration 
was dealt with by the conviction of 1,935 persons for failure to regist^ and 
the cautiomng of 362 more The amount of fines imposed was Rs 3,052 
During the year 239,885 births and 151,285 deaths were enquired into by 
the vaccination staff, with the result that 3,332 births and 1,776 deaths were 
found not to have been registered at the thanas If these figures could be 
regarded as typical, they would indicate that registration is defective to the 
extent of 13 per mille in the case of deaths and of 11 per mille in the case 
of births The accepted normal estimates are 50 per mille for births add 
44 per mille for deaths in Bengal It is probable, however, that the ven- 
fication itself was not altogether complete It must be remembered that it 
IS only since 1892 that any real progress in the improvement of registration 
has been made In order to verify the estimate as at present accepted, the 
results of the appioaching census must be awaited When they are known, 
much that is now liypotnosis will be ascortainod fact, and will provide a 
starting point from which more satisfactory deductions can be made than is 
at present the case The Inspector General of Civil Hospitals selects the 
low mortality registered in Chota Nagpur as a particular instance which 
throws doubt on the general accuracy of the returns 

6 Prtncipal diseases — ‘The question of the influence of metooiological 
conditions on the pievalence of fever and cholera is a perennial subject of 
discussion In the present year the mortality from fever has been lower than 
usual, and that from cholera the lowest ever recorded in the Provmce The 
former of these facts Major Dyson can only ascribe to the general healthiness of 
the year , the latter ho considers to be due to the almost normal rainfall of the 
year and the satisfactory agricultural outturn 

The following table shows the mortahty from theso two causes and the 
corresponding romfall in 1898 and each of the five precedmg years

two dueaves In 1894, when the rainfall was almost exactly the same as in the 
year nndee report, the mortality from each of them was the highest m the 
qinn^nesDium, and the decrease in fever in 1897, which was noticed in last year’s 
report as being due to the early cessation of the rams in the previous year, has 
occurred to a still greater extent in 1898, in spite of the abundant rainfall of 
1897 It appears impossible to generalise on this subject with the means at 
our disposal , but much may bo expected from Colond JBendley’s proposal 
to jneparo medical histones of each district which shall combine information 
as to the character and pecuharities of the country in each particular instance with 
observations on the varying local mfluence of meteorological conditions on the 
public health The mortality from cholera was highest in Chittagong (7 92), 
while Pun, where the congregatiota of pilgnms usually gives nse to a high 
death rate, of which an unfortunate instance has occurred dunng the current 
year, was comparatively free from it in 1898 

The high rate of mortality i,a Chittagong has already been explained 
The Sanitary Commissioner and the Inspector General ot Civil Hospitals hare 
under oon8id[eretion a plan for working out in full detail the sanitary arrange 
ments necessary to guard against outbreaks of cholera at fairs and assemblages 
of pilgnms The Lientenant Governor hopes that it will be found possible to 
put this plan into force at once Inoculation against cholera has been earned 
on throughout the year at tho^urulia eooly depdt, and while no information 
18 available from Assam as Wo its results, the work is obviously a necessary 
one, and is reported to have been well and carefully conducted The seasonal 
incidence of the disease was highest in Bengal and Orissa dnrmg the first five 
and the last months of the year, while in, Bdiar it was highest in April and May 

Fever claims, as usual, by far the laigest number of victims, though for 
tunatelr fewer than last year It is again pointed out that in the mmd of the 
cbaokidar fever includes all diseases except cholera and smallpox, and the 
Im^ector General of Chvil Hospitals specially notices the probable mdusion 
of reimiratory affections and parasitic disorders The character of the country 
and the habits of the people, however, make a large mortality ftom malarial 
fevers unavoidable In the last report special notice was given to the opmion 
of the late Civil Surgeop of Fandpur to the effect that the high mortahty from 
fet^r m that distact was due lo great part to the practice of steeping jute m all 
tito standing water available Ibe opinions of other Civil Burgeons have 
aoQortlingly been mvited, and the Sanitary Comimssioner agrees with the views 
expvessea ny the Civd Surgeons of 10 ont of 13 of the distncts where the 
practice ohtams, that, though disagreeable, it is not proved to be specially 
lavourahle to the development o! malaria In so far, however, as the practice 
fouls the water supply, it must prejudice the public health, and is probably one 
of the causes of bowel complaints 

,Of indmdoal districts, the death rate from fever was highest in Noakhali 
(35 16), Dinajpnr (33 43) and Bajehalu 3116), all of which show an increase 
on last year’s i^res In each of these distncts a high rate of fever mortality is 
constant, and the only special factor noted by the Civil Surgeons is in Baishahi, 
where waves of unbealthmeas of the nature of influenza passed over the district 
m Hareh, August and October 

The mortality was lowest m Pun (5 53), Calcutta (8 89) and Banchi 
(9 89j It was as usual much lower in urban than in rurd areas 

7 Smallpox ->-14,269 deaths from this cause, or 20 per raille, were 
regirtered during year under report os against 19,6'i5, or 27 per mlHe in 
the previsaB year By far the highest mortality (5 82) was in Pun, where 
the wseese is believed to he fostered by the pactioe of inoculation This 
quesn^ 18 engaging the special attention of the Sanitary Commissioner 

8 J^$en{erji/ and Dtarrhcea —The deaths from this cause woro 37,165— a 
large frUing off from last year and from the average of the last 10 years The 
deqecasp is asmhed to the plentiful harvest and to the lesser incidence of

The decrease in expenditure on water supply is more than accounted for 
by the reduction of capital expenditure in Howrah and Bbagalpur by Rs 73,000 
and Rs 244,000 respoctii ely 

The largo inciease in expenditure on conservancy is due to salutary 
approhonsions of the advent of plague 45 75 per cent of the total incomo 
ot muniapalitios was spent on samtary works, original and recurring 
Major Dyson notices with regret that in certain important towns nothing was 
spent on oiiginal samtaiy works, but until definite instances of actual dofimen 
cies and neglect are poiutod out, the Lieutenant Governor hesitates to impute 
default to any local body simply on toe ground of their expenditure sheet 
undei this heading being blank for the year The principal deficiency noted in 
all municipahties is the want of pucka drains and of proper levelling of the 
drains 1 hose defe is are umversaliu thesmaller municipalities, and are in their 
case more or less inevitable owing to want of funds Ic may, moreover, be 
noted that tlie dosiinbility of having pucka diains everywhere is by no means 
univoisally admitted Special remarks were made on this subiect in the last 
Municipal Resoluti n It is satisfactory to note that in almost all cases where 
defects are mentioned, remedial measures have been adopted In Dacca, where 
the most soiinus delects aio pointed out, great progress has been made in im 
proving the conseivancy, though much ;y et remains to be done The Samtary 
CommiBsiom r includes in his report a table showing the comparative death rate 
before and after the introduction of drainage and water supply systems in 
various towns in Bengal Ho, however, admits that tho dehciences of regis* 
tration m the earlioi yeais pi event any useful inference being drawn from the 
figures^a remark which unfortunately applies, as has already been noticed, to 
most of the statistical portion of tho report

to the muniapahties on the right bank of the Hooghly Eight alternative 
projeots were prepared by the Sanitary Engineer, the estimated cost varying

An important experiment in sewage disposal was inaugurated durmg the

His proposal to carry out expenments on the septic tank principle has been 
sanctioned by Government, and is now being earned out The Lieutenant 
Governor wm await the resiilts with much interest The suggestions made last 
year by the Board with a view to causing experiments to be made locally on 
the system of filtration through cinders of sullage water and waste liquids have 
been circulated to all municipalities From the reports received it appears that 
kttle or no attention has been paid to the subject by municipalities, and that no 
results of any importance have been achieved It is probable that the sugges 
tions of the Board were found to involve more intrusion on the privacy of 
houses than municipal authontie^ere willing to undertake, or individuals to

13 laspechbns — Major Dyson was on tour for 162 days duiing the year 
Almost the whole of his tune had to bo devoted to the organisation and inspec 
thon of precautionary measures against plague, and the ordinal y sanitary work 
of the imvince has of course suffered from this to a certain extent Indirectly, 
however, it may be hoped that compensation will be found in the increased 
attention on the part of local bodies to sanitation generally, and conservancy 
in particular, which has been the result of the fear of plague which has over 
hung the Province dunng the year under report Should it prove to have 
thoroughly and permanently awakened the local authorities to the supreme 
importance of an efficient system of sanitation, the plague will have done the 
people of Bengal a servico which will go far to counterbalance the trouble and 
anxi^ which it has caused 

Ine Lieutenant Governor desires to thank Major Dyson for the care bo 
has bestowed on sanitary admmistration generally ana in particular for the 
untiring energy and attention to detail which he has displayed in all matters

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SUMMARY OP TIIL MBTBOBOLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERYATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL AND OP THE MBTEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKPN IN ASSAM, FOB IHE MONTH OF JULY 1899 

Wbaihlr during tho past month was romarkable on aooount of the complete absence of 
cydomo Btoims over the Bay and for the almost continuous low pressure over the Province 
Ahsam and Burma As no doprtssion of any depth passed inland from tie sea, the vana 
tions of pressure or the diflorenoos from the normal weie generally small or of moderote 
amount but as the defect was continuous and westerly winds prevailed over tho western 
districts tho moist southerly winds from tho Bay which were quite up to average stiength, 
failed to obtain the usual outlet north westward up the Ganjetio plain Ihe result was 
heavy general rainfall over tho greater part of the Province, with a more irre^jular d stnb 
ution than in ordmary years 

Tho nart of the Province where defect m rainfall was greatest was naturally in the south 
western distiiots inoluding Ons a and the south of Ohota Nagpur, where the south westerly 
winds wire moat prevalent The dofioienoy however was m nearly all oases small as may be 
seen from Oiissa receiving on an average tor the whole Division 99 per cent of the normal for 
the month ard Ohota Nagpur 110 per cent , the excess in the latter being duo to the heavier 
falls in tho north of the Division 

A very notiooahle peculiarity m the rainfall distribution is that m sub montane districts 
whether m tho east or north of the Province and probably over the low or ranges of the Ms* 
falls were in almost all oases in slight doted wheieiw at higher levels, as m the Darjeeling 
hills, there was a fairly large excess A marked contrast is shown between Baxa and Dar 
jeeling at tho former of which there was defect of Iti^inohes and at tho lattor excess ot 11 
inches Phis slight deficiency extended along tho foot\;t tho Himalajas as far as Darbhanga, 
but irom theie excess steadily increased, and was greatest in Ghamparau and Bettia ’ 

Though no cjolonio storm occurred over the Bay, depressions were not wantmg inland, 
and during the latter half of the month a continuous slight depression obtained over Bihar 
fhe first dtpression began about the 4th in the north of the Bav owing to a rapid tall of 
pressure in the east It remained diffused, but moving northwards instead of to the west, 
it caused heavy general ram m Bengal When the recover) ot pressuie began in Biirraal 
and tlio east of the Province a day or two lator, the depression became bettor defined 
and moved rapidly westward on tlie 7th after which the piessuro distnbution was normal 
and rainfall was neither so heavy nor general 

Pressure again fell in the east on tho 9th, and as dofoct in that region slowly but 
steadily intonsihed during the subsequent Jays the conditions of tho beginning of the 
month weie almost restored The low pressure concentrated and tho second shallow 
depression of the month began over Lower Bengal on tho 13th, tho area of defect some- 
what over 15 inch extending eastwards from Oaloutta This depression followed a more 
westerly course than the previous one, Init it hlled up over the central districts and westerly 
winds continued unchanged m Onssa, Ohota Nagpur, and the wtst of Bihar On the 
morning of the 14th the depression was well defined with a centre near Knshnagar, and 
pressure was m defect over the whole ot Bengal Proper by amounts up to a Mh *of an 
inch On the 15th, after a rapid rise, tho depression was faint with a centre near Naya 
Dumka, md on tho 16th the distnbution was praotically normal 

Duiing these days, between the Uth and 16th heavy general ram fell over the whole 
Province The heaviest falls were in Bihar, more especially on the 16th, when the 
depression was filling up In Monghyr on that date a large proportion of the rainfall 
stations received amounts varying from 4 to 8 inches, and the smallest fall was 2 6 inches 

After the middle of tho month a shght depression formed over tho north west of the 
Province, with a fairly regular cyolonio circulation of light winds The monsoon winds from 
the Bay were not so strong as in the early part of the month, but the cyclonic circulation and a 
shght oscillatory movement of the area of lowest p’^ssuie was sufficient to maintain continuous 
rainfall in all except tho south western distncts Pressure rose somewhat towards the end 
of the third week when there was excess of nearly a tenth of an inch over the Province and 
the north of tho Bay This excess continued for a few days only A rapid fall in Bihar was 
followed by a slight depression, and further heavy rainfall in ^at area about the 25th and 
26th, after which the high pressure was restored and became an important featum of the 
weather conditions not only for the remaining da\8 of July, hut well into August 

With tho development of high pressure at the end of the month, rainfall to a large 
extent ceased, but there were still cloudy skies and light scattered showers, and temperature 
was not above the normal except by small amounts in Bengal Proper In the vestem 
districts on the lost day of the month there was stdl a moderate defect 
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Pimur$ was reUtiTely low m Burma, Awam and Bengal Proper during a great part 

of file month, and at timee defect at eastern atotions waa vwy little under 2 inoh Tn the 
south western distriots, on the other hand, readings were more frequently m excess The 
aTeiage diflerenoe from the normal vanes from excess of 02 moh at Outtaok to defect of 
about 04 moh in the east 


It was low almost continuously in the early part of the mouth, but dunng the latter 
Half thwe was a tendency for high pressure to develop It did not become estabbshed till 
tpwarde the dose, when high pressure prevailed over the province and the north of the Bay 
and the distnbution became more uniform thou is usual at the end of July ^ ’ 


Temptraiure —As a marked feature of the prevailing weather conditions was heavy 
doud with frequent rainfall, temperature was generally low, especially dunng the day 
Maximum temperature on an average for the month waa below the normal, except at a 
few of the more southern stations, and m the west of Bihar there was a large defect, as 
much as 6° at some stations Mimmum temperature woe practically normal, except in the 
west of Bihar, where on an average tor the month there was defect of F to 2” 

Mean temperature was practically normal in Bengal Onsso and Ohota Nagpur, defect 
in ell divisions being less than half a degree In Assam there was defect of 1 and m Bihar 
of 2® 


Ramfall has been exceptionally heavy and oontmuous over a great part of the province 
and even m the south western districts where it was least in amount, it all but reached 
the average fall In Orissa on an average for the whole division the defect was only 
13 inch In Ohota Nagpur there was excess of ld5 inches, m North Bengal 387 
m East Bengal 4 32, in South West Bengal G 65, and in Bihar 8 08 ’ 

As thimderstorms with heavy ^al falls wwe much more numerous than usual over a 
great poit of the province, the distijBution of rainfall w maiked by f,roater mi gulaiity than 
m ordinary years, when the monsoon current m July passes freely over the province towards 
North West India, and is not subjected to the frequent chocks which have btem a marked 
feature of the past month Though the individual falls are irregular, the averages an more 
uniform than usual, the vanous divisions of Bengal Proper and Bihar receiving almost 
similar amounts South West Bengal received on an ovorago 18 68 mchos. North Bomral 
20 61, Bihar 21 7, and Last Bengal 21 88 ® 

As the falls have been so irregular no general idea can bo given of tbe distribution 
except by the tabular statement which precedes this, but it may be noticed that there were’ 
much the same as m June, three centres of heavy rainfall— one in South West Bengal in 
which falls wore 10 to 15 inches in excess one in North Bengal, and the thud in the west of 
Bihar, whore excess amounts were of similar magnitude, vns , 10 to 1^ inohes 

The greatest defect was 4 inohes in the south of Onssa and the area of defioiout rainfall 
included the whole of that division, except part of Balasoro district and tho south of Chofn 
Nagpur, where defect varied up to 3 mohos 

In North Bengal, the extreme north of Bihar, and near the Qaro and Tippera H# 
regions rainfall was shghtly below the normal, the differences being 1 to 2 inches, except at 
Siligun and Baxa, where defect was 9 and 16 inohes respootively 

The following table gives a oompanaon of the falls in tho vanous divisions dunng the 
month of July with tho normal fall, the actual being given as a percentage oi the normal 
fall Tho table also shows the aotuol falls for each of the previous months of the year 
expressed in the same way, and the last oolumn of the table shows the total of tho falls of 
the past seven months of the year lu each division expressed as a percentage of tho normal

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3 The increase is again ttttnbated to the more general employment of 
Indian seamen in the Mercantile Navy The difference between the total 
number shipped and discharged u due to the engagement at Calcutta of an 
increased number of native crew for service m vessels trading from the United 
Kingdom Olid elsewhere The men engaged m service for German vessels were 
chiefly engine room crows shipmd through the Calcutta Shipping Office m 
accordance with the Merchant Shipping Act, the usual bond of indemnity for 
lascars sailing under a foreign flag being filed in the office 

i The number of British seamen shipped dunng the year shows an increase 
of 86 on the figures of the previous year The number shipped exceeded the 
number discharged by 239 dunng the year During the last six years the 
number shipped has exceeded those d^^ohaiged regularly, and has aggregated 
over 1,200 men on the whole penod This is partly accounted for by the fact 
that the seamen come from other ports, Bombay, Chittagong, Rangoon, Smga 
pore and elsewhere in search of employment, which, it seems they succeed m 
finding to the extent indicated, and, probably, partly to the fact that a 
certain number of men desert from ships in Calcutta As regards Tnilian 
seamen, there has been an increase both in the number shipped and discharged 
which, as explained above, is due to the more geneial employment of this of 
seamen The difference between the numbers shipped and discharged is partly 
due to the crews engaged for service to the United Kingdom not haVing returned 
at the end of the year, and partly to fact, just stated, of the larger numbers of 
this class which are annually employed The number of Chinese discharged 
exceeded those shipped by 130 These men appear to stay m the country in 
inci easing numbeis

5 Theie were only 48 deserters against 86 dunng the previous year, the 
decrease being asenbed to the fact that the rates of seamen’s wages remained 
unifoim throughout the year 

6 The receipts of the Calcutta Shipping Office amounted to Rs 49,281 
as compared with Rs 47,313 dunng the previous year As m the previous 
year, the largest inoreaso is under shipping and dischargmg fees, which shows 
an mcrease of Rs 2,379 and is due to the increased operations in shipping and 
discharging seamen The increases under other heads are small, and do not 
call for any remark 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs 22,928, or a reduction 
of Rs 1,086 on the preceding year, due almost entirely to reduced charges 
under “Establishment” and “supply of forms ” The former reduction was 
partly caused by the diminution of exchan^ compensation allowance, and 
partly by the fact that none of the supenor officers were on leave

8 There was a small increase of Rs 580 under Ticket Money, which is 
attributed to an increase m the number of Indian seamen shipped on sailing 
vessels, principally vessels chartered for the conveyance of Indian emigrants to 
the West Indies, who had allotted part of their wages for the benefit of their 
families 

9 The decrease of Rs 2,856 under “Deposit money of British seamen” u 
owing to smaller sums having been leoeived from British and foreign seamen 
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left behind from their ^pe m hospital and jail The old sailing ships 
trading to India are being replaced by steamers whicdi malm short voyages and 
consequently such of the crews of these vessels as are disdiarged or left abroad 
Imve usually smaller amounts due them as wages than formerly Of the 
total deposits, Bs 25,744 represent the voluntary deposits of 217 seamen, 
tiie balance, Bs 815, being deposited by masters of ships as the wa^ of eight 
seamen who had either refused to sign their accounts or were too ill to rocoive

10 Under Deposit money of Native seamen” there is an increase of 
Bs 13,268, which is due to the wages of the crows of three steamers discharged

11 Under Estates of deceased Native seamen” there is a reduction of 
Bs 3,061 , but this is accounted for by the fact that m the previous year the 
transactions were increased by the wages of the crews of two vessels lost at 
sea havmg been remitted to Calcutta by the owners for payment to their 
relatives 

12 The value of seamen’s money orders increased from Bs 11,934 
in 1897 98 to Its 12,603 during the yeor under review The increase is 
smtdl, and is duo to the moie favourable rate of exchange prevailing during 
the year 

13 The number of distressed seamen sent home dunng the year was 
27 agamst 47 in the previous year The causes of distress were sickness 1 1, 
injunes 8, and paucity of employment o The local institutions in Calcutta 
which afford lelief to seanten on the largest scale aie the Distnet Charitable 
Society and the bailor’s Home, both of which are largely helped by Govern 
ment A considerable number of the inmates of the former are British and 
foreign seamen, as also of the Government Workhouse, which is in the 
same premises, and pait of the work of both mstitutionb is to hnd ships for 


seamen 

14 The Shipping Master, Calcutta, reports that there appears to bo no 
appreciable change in the condition of European seamen The better class of 
men reported last year as soivmg in the merchant ships tiadingto the port 
contmues, and the appoaranco of a British sailor unable to read or write is 
becoming more rare The demand for lascars continues to increase 

15 At the port of Chittagong the number of seamen shipped and 
discharged was 42 and 53 against 33 and 95 during the previous year Ihere 
18 a largo decrease in the number of discharges, which is due to a smaller 
number of ships havmg paid off their crews 

16 There were 11 deserters, 8 of whom were Europeans and 3 lascars, 
dunng the year against 3 during the previous year This increase is attributed 
to the higher rate of wages prevailing at Calcutta, viz , £3 5 to £3 10 against 
£2 5 to £2 15 at which the seamen joined Ihreo of these deserters were 
arrested at Calcutta and brought to Chittagong and convicted One was 
also arrested at Chittagong and put on board bis vessel, the others were not 
found 

17 The receipts on account of Trust funds amounted to Bs 3,231 and 
consisted of deposits received on account of the balance of wages of 12 British 
and 6 Native seamen discharged by mutual consent , of 22 Native seamen dis 
charged on termination of agreement, of 7 British seamen discharged under 
medical certificate, and of one deceased 

18 The value of seamen’s money orders was Bs 151 only One out of 
the 53 seamen discharged elected to remit his wages to his wife in the Umted 
Kingdom 

19 The Shipping Master visited 47 vessels dunng the year to enquire 
into the health of crews, and into accidents and casualties hapmning on 
boar^ and for the inspection of provisions, water, medical stores, and forecastle 
accommodation No complaints were made regarding bad or insufficient food 

20 No seamen were shipped or discharged at False Point dm ng the 
year The Shipping Master paid six visits to vessels in port and found that

CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL 

The Hon’ble the PBEsroEtn* read the Hon’ble Mb Bakeb’s motion that 
the Calcutta Municipal Bill be referred back to the Select Committee for 
furilier consideration with reference to the correspondence between the Got 
emment of India and the Government of Bengal, which was pubhshed in th# 
supplement to the Calcutta Gazette of the 12th July, 1899, and with instructions 
to report within two weeks 

Ihe Hon’ble Babu SmtEUDBAirATH Banesjee, by leareof the President, 
moved the following amendmonts to the abovo motion, nz — 

for “two weeks” mbsittute “six weeks”, 

add at the end the words “and that the opinions of the Corroration 
and other public bodies be invited with reference to snw corre 
spondence ” 

Ho said — “ Sir, my fiist words will be words of regret at the retirement from 
this Council of my friend fiabu Norendranath Sen 1 do not in the smallest 
degree desue to make any reflection upon my hon’ble friend to my left who so 
worthily lepresents the Corporation, andm whose hands I am sure the interests 
of the rate payors of Calcutta in regard to the Calcutta Municipal Bill will be 
perfectly safe But the tide of human circumstances sometimes demands a tear 
xrom us E%ne tike laekrymcB~-tzxi^ Virnl in the olden tunes Those who 
were associated with Babu Norendranath Sen in his arduous labours in con 
noction with tho early stages of the Calcutta Mumcipal Bill most share 
the regret that he has not been permitted to partu^pate in their toils and 
anxieties amid the closing scenes of the final struggle 

“ However that may be, now that wo have been placed once again by a 
fortunate accident in possession of our deliberative functions, if we have made 
a mistake, we may notify it, if wo have acted, I will not say in defiance 
of, but if wo have at ted not in conformity with, the dictates of public opinion, 
we may now pay that ampler homage to pubho sentiment which, as it seems 
to me, IS imperatively called for at our hands in dealing vnth a measure such 
as this, aflecting as it does tho habits and every day lives of the people , for 
a municipal measure is essentially a measure of sanitation, and in order that 
it may be successful, that it may promote the great ends of samtation, it 
must enhst the sympathies of tho people on its side By no stretch of language, 
however, can it be said that the Mumcipal Bill, even as revised by the Select 
Committee, has secured the sympatliies or the support of the commumty, 
whom it most deeply affects On the oontiary I will say this — ^that in the 
whole course of my public hfo, now extending over tho space of nearly a quarter 
of a centuiy, I have not witnessed a measure which so profoundly stirred the 
hearts and excited the apprehensions of the people of Calcutta as this Bill has 
done Their apprehensions may be well founded or ill founded — I believe 
them to be well founded — but there they are — real, mtense, deep seated, influ 
enciug tho thought and mouldibg the feelings of the people, dnving them in 
their thousands to those great public meetings held all over the town with a view 
to record their protest against this measure A protest so real and so influential 
and at the same hmo so universal and so all pervading, a responsible Government 
could not Ignore It is with thankfulness we note that the action of the Govern 
ment of India has been determmed by the attitude of pubhc opinion I may 
or 1 may not be able to assent to the proposals of the Government of India I 
am afiaid 1 cannot assent to them, but all the same I feel that 1 should be false to 
myself and to my representative charactei if I did not place on record the expres 
Sion of my adimring gratitude for the spirit in which that Government wve 
approached the consideration of tho subject, the temper of the discussion, the 
sensibilit) to public opinion which their mtervention at this stage indicates, and 
above all foi the desire by which they are actuated and which pervades every 
line of the despatch, to amvo at a settlement that shall be conducive to the 
efficiency of municipal administration in Calcutta, and yet at the same tune 
preserve intact the great principle of Local Self Government As m the past 
so in tbc future, 1 hope and trust Your Honour’s Government and the 
Government of India will be pleased to extend to omr observations that 
mdulgent consideration which both those Governments are aocustomed to 
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aocwd to the temperate exprossitm of responaiUe opinion In that hope and 
m that confidence 1 approach the connderation of this subject Could I per 
Baade myself to believe that the Government of India has definitely made up 
its mind, that it m inexorably wedded to the opinions it has expressed, and that 
it IS inaccessible to the voice of reason and remonstrance, I for one would not 
waste my breath nor waste the time of the Council m a vain endeavour to 
persnade But I know that the Government is highly deferential to the 
expression of public opinion, to the clear and uneriing dictates of reason aud 
sound sense, and, therefore, it is that I have taken upon myself the task of 
entenng upon a somewhat prolonged discussion of the issues raised in the 
letter of the Government of India 

** The letter of the Government of India begins with a statement of the 
pnncipal grounds, as summanzed by the Gbvoinment of Bengal, upon which 
the amendment of the Calcutta Municipal Law is based To three of these 
grounds I desire to call attention, because in the first place they seem to me 
to be important grounds which are now published for the fiist time In the 
second place they seem to be absolutely unsustainable They make a revela 
tion in respect of which it will be my duty to ask my hon’ble fnond m charge 
of the Bill to make some sort of an explanation ” 

The Hon’ble the Pkesident said — *‘I apologise for interruptmg the 
Hon’ble Member, but this is a pomt of order 1 cannot permit any discussion 
of the reasons given by the Government of India at the beginning of their 
letter The point to which we aie limited is the discussion of the changes 
in the Bill whidi tl^e Government of India have dosiied should bo made 1 
cannot allow any discussion of the reasons which have led the Government 
of India to come to their decision 

The Hon’ble Babu Sdbendbaxath Danebjee said —“With your permission 
I desire to make one observation, namely, that the grounds to which I desire 
particularly to call the attention of the Council are grounds which do not appear 
in iiie lettei of the 7th March, 1898 These grounds are absolutely new , there 
fore they are not covered by Your Honour’s ruling that these matters have 
been decided ” 

The Hon’ble the Pbesident said — “I regret I can heai no discussion on 
that pomt ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Subehdbanatu BAUuRJEif said — “ That being the ruling 
of Your Honour, I shall proceed to lay before you statements which have been 
made in the letter of the Government of India, statements which are open to 
challenge and contradiction, and therefore it seems to mo that, having regaid to 
such statements, a case has been made out for the appointment ot a Commission 
of Enquiry ” 

The Hon’ble the Presidant said — “ This is a point which has been 
disousaed in Council before I must ask the Hoii’blc Member to proceed 
with the remamder of his speech These are points which I cannot allow to 
be re opened ” 

The Hon’ble Babu SratENDBAsrATH Banebjee said — “ I want to suggest 
that in the letter of the Government of India there is one matter which raises 
a pomt which I tlunk admits of discussion Tho Government of India say 
thft t. the broad prmciples of Local Self Government are to be piesorved, but 
that they are to 1^ so re-cast as to check abuses and secure tho continuity ot 
admini flu-ftfanti If abusos ato to be discovered and to be checked, the best 
wav of discovermff and cbeckmg them is by tho appointment of a Commission 
of Enquiry ” 

The Hon’ble the Pbbsidbiit said — “ I mnst repeat that tibat pomt has 
been duenssed and decided by the Council, and I cannot permit it to be re 
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Tho Hon’ble Babu Soufndbanath Banerjel continued — ‘ I bow to Your 
Honour’s decision and will leave that point The Government of India in 
tho 7th paragraph of their letter say — 

‘ The Governmont of India cannot fail to realise that they have a special responsibility 
m this cose It won Id ho strange indeed it they did not feel a peculiar interest m a 
measure affecting the municipal constitution of a city which h not merely tlie capital of the 
ProTinoe of Bengal but also the seat of tho Impel lal Government and the capital of the 
Indian Empire Thi y are deeply persuaded of the importance of a lonal administration, 
which shall adequately represent the various great interests that have placed and still keep, 
Oalcntta m its premier position in India and whioh shall be biisiuosKlike effluent and free 
from siandal or loproaoh At the same time it would be their natuial desire, in the interests 
both of continuity of administration and of publio haimony, to see these ohjeots attained 
not by any c mtravention of tho brood principles of Locol Soli Government already con 
ceded, but by a ouitailmant oi the abuses to which in piaotice they may 1 ave become 
exposed, and by a rostncti m within limits suggested by exper lonoo, of tho range of their future 
operation In those opinions the Governmont of India are oonvineed that they have the 
sympathy ol the Lieutenant Governor ’ 

As I read this paragraph I take it to moan that no changes m the present 
municipal system of Cahntta are to bo introduced which would bo in contia 
ventioii of tho broad principles of Local belf Government already conceded 
If I am able to show that the proposals of the Govoinment of India are 
in ducct conflict with their avowed policy and tho principle whii h they here 
Uy down, I am entitled to ask the Governmont for a re consideration ol their 
detailed proposals fThe Hon’ble the ParsiDENr said — “1 hut is a peifcetly 
logitimato argument ”] What then, bir, aie those bioad pnmiples of Local 
Self Government whn h have already been ( oiu oded and which I contend 
have not only been assailed but completely superseded b^ tho ))iopo8als of the 
Government of India? These principles may bo classiheu under thiee 
heads — 

“In the first place, tho paiamountcy of the Coipoiation wis afllnned 
The Coipoiation was dtohied to bo the oue supieme authouty in tho 
adminstiation of muiuiipal affairs, flung the rates, (onti oiling expenditure, 
logulating finance, mikin„ the supoiior appointment, iii short, (ontrolling, 
guiding, biipeivisiiij, tin affius of tho town This was no mu (omtssion 
The paramouiitcy of tho Coiporation had been ncogniisod m tin oonsti 
tution of tho Coiporation under the Justices llie pnnciplo was only 
ro afiiimod in 1870 In tin second place, and this I regard as tho dominating 
feature ot tho gieat concession of 1S76, tho i ito paycis of Calcutta were 
now for tho lust time allowed to elect thuir own repiosentativos in the 
pio])oition of two thirds of tho entiie number of tho Coipoiation In othei 
woids, the Govoinment of Calcutta, the contiol of its municipal affairs, was for 
tho first time dehuitely entiustod to tho lepiesentatives of the late payers 
I his was the coinei stone of tho groat system of 1876 — ^the essRnco of the broad 
principles of Local belf Government tint wore then conceded — and it is this 
eirdiiial feature of tho system which is now seiiously menacid bv tho proposals 
of tho Goiornmiiit of India Lastly, as a safeguaid, because the Government 
had paited with its powers and f urn turns in this uiattci, the Government claimed 
and assert od the light of control over thoMunieip ihty, a contiol, however, which 
was to b( exercised iium without and not from Avithiu These were the thiee 
broad pimciples— especially tho second — ^that formed *lie prominent features of 
the comession of i876 Now the proposed system of co ordinate authoiities is 
m dinet conflict with the paroinountcy of tho Corporation Make the Chaiiman 
and tho Gcnuitil Committee co ordinate authoiities, make the repiesentativc 
Coiporation possi ssf d of only cei tom definite poweis, and tho supiemacy of 
t* e Corporation is at m ond With regard to this matter, I must say that the 
lottei of (he Govermniut of India gnos a veiy uncertain sound Nowhere 
does the Govirninent of India distinctly approve of the system of co 
01 dinate authoiities, nowhere does it disapprove of it, though it quotes with 
oppiobation the strong expression of opinion from the dissenting members, 
whore they speak of an omaseulatod Corporation recently m possession 
of supreme authority, viewing with uneasiness, if not with jealousy, ^e estab 
lishment of co ordinate authonties I hope the principle of co ordinate 
authontKS has been abandoned I hope tho Hou’ble Member in charge of the 
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Bill will be able to give us that assuraiice I hope he will not tell us that the 
passage is quoted with a view to show that in the absence of homogeneity 
there will be fiiotion, there will be a conflict and a collision of interests, and 
that therefore the popular element in the Corporation must be curtailed 
* Then as regards the powers of contiol leseived to the Government under this 
Bill, the Government of India is in perfect agiecment with the majority of the 
Select Committee I thought it was possible that there was one feature in the 
recommendations of the Select Committee which would not commend itself 
to the approval of the Government of India Ihc StLct Committee provided 
that, notwithstanding an appeal to the Govtmmcnt of India against the ordeis 
of the Government of Btngal, the injunctions and orders of the Local 
Govommont in regaid to the works which wort the subject of appeal should bo 
earned out and the works proceeded with 1 find that in regard to this part 
of the Bill the Government of India is in perfect agreement with the majority 
of the Select Committee Let me ask what is the good of an appeal, if the 
works are to be proceeded with ’ 

“Suppo 0 the appeal is successful, but that in <ho meantime the works have 
been earned out, that would mean so much waste of t me, labour and money 
I hope this paii; of the Bill will be le considcied As legards the powcis of 
control, they have been tendered far more stringent under the Bill, and the 
proposed changes in the law have been approved by the Government of India 
1 will not repeat the arguments which I have alu idy uigod from my place in 
the Select Committee Ihcso provisions arc appmntly based upon the 
English Public Health Act but they go imich boyo id the scope of the 
English Act Under tlfc English Public Hoaltli Act, the control of the Local 
Government Boaid is confined to sanitary lueasmcs Under the Bill the 
control of the Local Goveinmont may extond to all uiattiis, sanitary or other 
wise Undei the English Public Health Act the local Govoiniiiont Boaid 
can only intorfeie upon (omplamt made — tliat used to bo the Miinidpal I aw 
of Calcutta Under the Bill the local Go\(,inmcnt may intoifere upon 
its own motion without any complaint of any kind bung made l/ndcr the 
English A( t the Local Goveinincnt Boaid can only rouli/e the suinaitnally 
due from the defaulting locvl body Uudir tin Bill the Govornmiiit may 
laisc the rates and may even contiait a loan It is thus lory evident that the 
poweis of the Govoinniint ov<r the Municipahtv will bo hwgtly add» d to, 
wbilt, us I have liope to be able to show, the authority of the iiprcsentativcs 
of the peoph will bo practually extinguished 

“But it 18 the proposals of the Govemiinnt of India to itduco the uumboi 
of CommihSiomrs and to confine the leduciion cxclusmly to tne elected bianch 
of tho Coiporation that seem to me to completely huptrscdt the concessions 
made lu 1S76 They restrict, and indeed piaihcHlIy abolish, I otal Self 
Goieinment in Calcutta To rt-duto the nunibei of Coininissioners is to restnet 
tho diffusion of local interest To lediuo tho elected element in the Coi 
poration so as to phoe it to a hopeless minority is to lay the axe it the root 
of the system of Local Self Government in Calcutta 

“ Jn tho first place let me addr(.s8 mysilf to tho pr'>poiat for tho leduction 
of the number of Commissioners Jeicmy Bintham bus obst ived m his 1 heory 
of Legislation that when a change iii the law is pioposcd, it is incumbent 
upon those who propose the change to iiiako good thou case All the mon 
IS this duty incumbent upon them, when the i hinge proposed affects a schtnit 
of legislation which is of long standing, whuli is coiiseciated by prescrip 
tion, and winch has come to be bound up with the civic lift of the people Now 
ever since there has been a Corporation m Calcutta, extending over a penod 
close upon forty years, the number of Justices or CommiSHiomis, for the 
membeis of the Corpoiation were known under these two names at two diff(rent 
^nods of their history, was novel less than 72 and sometimes cxceukd 120 
From 1863 to 1876 the municipal affairs of C alcutta were eontrolhd by th( 
Justices Thoir number, unlimited at first, was over one bnndt td in I S7 6 When 
the Corporation was re constituted upon an elective basis in 1876, the numbtr 
was fixed at 72, and that was the number from 1 876 to 1 888 In 1 888, when the 
Municipal Law was revised, the number was raised to 7o, though with an miten 
Bively added area which was now for the first time included witliin the 
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junsdiotion bf tbe Municipality Thus from 1863 to 1899, for a penod 
extending beyond the life time of a generation, the number of Municipal 
Commissioners has never been less than seventy two and has sometimes 
exceeded one hundiod Look at the question from another point of view 
No Lieutenant Governor from 1863 to 1899 ever recoramendedf the reduction 
ojE the number to what is now proposed by the Government of India Many 
Lieutenant Governors, possessed of the largest local oxpenence and intimately 
acquainted with our municipal affairs, have expressed themselves in favour 
of the hifeher number of 72 or 75 If, therefore, in spite of what has been 
the accepted constitution of the Corporation ever since there has been a 
Corporation, in spite of the overwhelmning consensus of opinion on the part 
of responsible rulers of the province, it is proposed to reduce the number, the 
ohan^e can only be justified on tbe strongest grounds supported by the clearest 
necessity A mere desire to correct an illogicality of form will not do The 
reasons must be so adf evident, so palpable, so overwhelmingly impressive in 
their character as to carry homo conviction to the most untutored mind 
Have we such reasons disclosed to us in the letter of the Government of India? 
Let us examine the h ttor somewhat closely The Government of India say in 
the 13th paiagiaph of their letter — 

The Government of India have been straolc, in their exammation of the grounds 
advanced both by Sir Aloxondor Mackenzie and Sir John Woodburn for the monsure, by tbe 
allegation that the existing Corporation has devoted itself to speeoh and to onticism rather 
than to action Ihia charge, while doabtless to some extent due to the temper and spirit in 
which it has approoohed its work is in the mam to bo attnbuted to the considerable and, as 
it would seem exoessive, numbers of the municipal body Their- numonool strength when 
viewed in regard either to the number of okotors by whom the majority are returned or to 
tho expencuoe of munioipal mstitntions elsewhere seems to be disproportionately and unneccs 
sarily large Ihere can be no reason why a numbur of voters returned as only 13 890 out 
of a total ward population ostimatod at about 6i>0,0()0 or a proportion of httle more than 2 
per cent should return as many as 60 mumbers or why the interests of a city oven of over 
681,000 inhabitants should require the seiTieos of 7 a Commissionors for tbcir proper protec 
tiou The Goiornmeui of India are disposid therefore to flunk that n most eneotive 
though hitherto nnsuggested, cheek upon the abuses and anomalies oomplamod of might be 
found m a reduction of tho numerical strength of the Corporation 

" The Government of India eay that the Commissioners are devoted to 
criticism rather than to action , and with a view to prevent the waste of time m 
frivolous talk, it is deemed necessary to rodneo the number of Commissioners 
I respectfully venture to juui issue with the Government in this statement of 
facts I go fui-tUer and I contend that even li the facts wore such as they 
are represented to be, they would involve no reflection on tbe character of the 
Coiporation, foi, by its constitution, tlio Corporation is a deliboiative body, its 
business IS to discuss, to ciiticiise and to resolve upon action There never was a 
greater authority on municipal afiaiis than bn Henry narrison— tohim belongs 
tho unique honour of boing quoted by the fnouds os well as the opponents 
of this Bill, —and he says that Hhe Executive alone can push on the works ’ 
But 1 respectfully decline to accept the statement that the Commissioners are 
given to ciiticism rather than to action If that were so, how are we to account 
for the magnificent samtary works which have changed tbe face of Calcutta 
and havo made it, despite the plague, one of the healthiest cities in the 
i^vmco ^ Again and again has this been brought against the Corporation, 
and as often it has been refuted Many of the eminent men, who, from time 
to turn, lia\o piesided over tho dclibeiations of the Corporation, have defended 
it against an imputation which it has not doservod We all remember Mr Lee, 
whoso eaily death we so deeply deplore, and the v^ last words which he said 
from his pluco as Chairman — words to which bis early death has imparted a 
pathetic iut( rest — were these — 

* Less tre {Uimtly now than of old, because the outside pubho is better acquainted with 
the facts, but till, occasionally, wo hoar insinuations that muoh time is wasted in this hall by 
long speeches from tho Mumoiped Gommissioners No charge could be further &om tiie 
mark In all my expenonoe— and that bos covered full three years— I have seldom listmied 
to a speeoli that has not been useful and to the point I can hardly recall a smgle inatanoe 
in wh]oh I liuve made the reflection that the speaker was throwingno new light on his subject 
and was sii iply speaking to make a speech The facts, mdeed, are oooolnave Li the 
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eonne of the year voa held some 80 moral meetings All the prooeedings of every Oom 
suttee meeting of wmoh some 2S0 are held in the course of the year, come before you m 
this hall for renew A emgle Committee will frequently deu with 20 or more eeparate 
matters and you have on the average to review procemings of suoh OommittooB at each 
^ single meeting in this hall, so that you dispose of sometimes 120, seldom less than 40 
items of busmesH at a sitting How long do you take over itP As a rule between one and 
two hours ' Who could say with faimess that that is excessive P How many similar delibera 
tive bodies in the world are there that would dispose of the work m less time^ The general 
rule that we endeavour to observe is not to speak without special ^owledgo and clear opinion 
and then to express our thoughts in language as bnef as we can make it 

“ I would like to repeat with Mr Lee the question — * How many delibera 
tire bodies in the world would dispose of work m less time ’’ The same 
charge has been brought against deliberative bodies of even bgher status and 
dignity, and has been dismissed as unworthy of notice Let me quote the 
obsorvationa of Sir Honry Fowler in the recent debate in Parliament on the 
Calcutta Municipal Bill — 

‘He WHS not sure that tho Mother of Parliaments was free from that objection But 
with the Englishman who understood tho working of Parliamentary and Municipal life and 
Local Self Govomment in oil its ramihcations, those objootions would not weigh in the least 
against the general principle of enlisting tho people in their own belf Government 

“ Even if it wore admitted for argument’s sake that there wore prolonged 
debates in the Corporation which involved waste of timo, is the remedy to be 
found in the reduction of the number of olccted Commissioners? Here, ogam, 
I am able to rely upon the high authority of Sir Henry Hamsun, who was of 
opmion that the matter of number was immaterial, that there would be only a 
few Commissioners, t^e leadmg Commissioners, who would speak and the 
others would be qniet listeners Sir Henry Hamson, speaking lu the course of 
a debate in this Council on tho 4th February, 1888, saul — 

‘At tho some tune I attach very httlo importance to this point I do not behove thor^ 
will bo any practical difficulty m working, whether tho number of Oommissionors lio 75, or 
60 or 80, because we know that the time taken up by di oussion does not depend on the total 
number of Commissioners proseat, but upon thoso Oommissioners who wish to speak and in a 
Corporation of oven 40 members, the leading Commissioners would, for the most part bo 
returned and those would take on active part in the discussion as at present 1 do not think 
that m tins rospeot there would bo any greit differemo m a body of 40 mombors, and a 
Corporation of 8() ( ommissioners, of whom 15 or 16 would os a rule, tako part in the discus 
none Practically, therefore I attach httlo importance to tho number of tho Corporation 
We only reviso the work of tho Committees m general mootings of the whole body of Com 
missioners 


“My own cxponence entirely confirms the opinion of Sir Honry Harrison, 
and, if so, tlio redaction of the number, looked at from this point of viow, is 
wholly unnccissary 

“ Tlion It has been said the number is excessive when viewi d m connection 
with tho expi nonce of similar institutions elsewhere Here, again, 1 find myself 
at variance with the facts as stated by the Government of India I hold in 
my hand a statement which shows that in somo of the great towns m the United 
Kingdom with a less numerous and a less homogeneous population, tho number 
of Commissioners vanes from sixty four to over one hundred I will road 
from the table —

“Looking at the figures which 1 have just read, and having regard to the 
population of Calcutta, which is ovw 650,000, and is certainly more diversified 
than that of any of the English towns to which 1 have referred, it cannpt be 
said that the present number of Commissioners is excessive as compared with 
those of other towns 
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‘^Tben, again, it has been said that the number of Commissioners is large 
as compared with the paucity of voters The fact is lost sight of that we 
have no universal suHrage here, and the qualifications of voters are determined 
by law iivery rate payer is not a voter It is only those who pay rates and 
taxes to tho extent of Rs 24 a y( or who are entitled to be voters You lay 
down an artificial limitation and then you find fault with the ^stem The 
representative character of the Ward Commissioners is, however, nut to be 
judged by the number of those who vote for them They represent the nob 
and the poor alike 1 would remind the Council of that well known provision 
in the Municipal Law i^hich allows poor house owners to claim a lower 
percentage of valuation These applications are all sent to tho Ward Commis 
sioners tor their opinion These men have no votes 1 hey are far too poor 
to have any votes The Ward Commissioner is their representative as well as 
that of the nclier voters in the ward 

“ I am free to admit that the question of number is one more or less of 
opinion But whether as regards the number or the stremrth of the represen 
tative clement in the Corporation, i ou cannot lose sight oi tho past history of 
Calcutta or tho polity which the Government has lutherto pursued If we had 
a fabuiatasa, no might inscribe on it what we pleased But Calcutta has a 
municipal history, and that history has created associations and ideas in the 
public mind which no responsible legislator can ignore Municipal institutions, 
like all other institutions, aie a matter of growth Our municipal institutions, 
though Lnglish lu their oiigin, have taken a firm root in the Indian mind, 
because they are so cntiiely in accordance with our ancient institutions, the 
panebayet system and the village communities Any vwlont change involving 
a distuibunce oi those institutions along the lines in which they are accustomea 
to mm e would be a shock to populai feeling which no Legislature can ignore 
I should he false to myself and to my lepresentative character il I did not say 
from my place in this Council that the pioposils of the Government of India as 
regards the icducti ui of tho number of Commissioners, and especially as regards 
the stiength of the repicsontatlve element, hn>e excited the deepest alarm and 
apprehension in the publw mind We nigue somewhat in this way— it may be 
that we aigue in oui iguoiance or in our imioi ence — but the hue of aigument 
wo adopt IS somewhat as follows — If it is considcied necessary to cut 
down talk by i educing the number of ( oinmissionors, why apply the pruning 
knife to tho elei ted branch ot the Ooiporation and keep intact the number of 
nominated Commissioners >' Tin nominated Commissioners can talk just as 
much and just as eloquently and somotimes just as tediously as the elected 
OomiuissioiKis, as my hon’l/le iiiend Mr Oldham will be able to say If the 
object he to cuitail talk, theie ought to lie a reduction all lound , but instead of 
that, it IS the elected clement alone tliat is to be cut down 

‘ Distastelul as the i eduction oi the numbor is, it is the cuitailment of the 
elect! d element in tlm C^orpoiation, while tho number of ofheial and nominated 
Commissiemeis lemains tho same, which has filled tho community with alarm 
and astonishment if ore again tho ordcis of the Government of India involve 
a viol nt disturbance of the luunieipal traditions of Calcutta Ever since the 
(, orpoiation has been re organized upon a popular basis, the rate payers have 
e njoy i d the light of olecting two thuds of the entire Corporation Sir Richard 
rcmplo was iiideel prepared to go further He was willing to raise the 
propo tioii oi elected Commissioners to tliiec fourths of the entire number, if the 
Itgislaiuic igiu (1 to fix the number of Commissioners to he elected by the 
diffei cut nationalities Iho mattei again came up for consideration in 1888, 
when the mutucipil system of Calcutta was revised There were two 
conflicting pi oposiN Mr Ining, lopiesenting the Trades Association, moved 
in this Couuiil ior tho leduction of the number of Commissioners to 60 
and tho lepresentative element to one half Baba Ealiuath Mitter moved 
that the nimlier bo raised to 80 and that three fourths of the entire 
number boeheted by tho rjite payors Tho Government objected to both 
tho proposals and the spokesmen of the Government were Sir Henry Harnson 
and tho late Mr Colman Macaulay Sir Henry Harnson observed — 

‘ I thiulc we ought to follow the old hues as laid down m the Bill, sduch allows two 
thuds of the Oomraisnoners to be eleoced by the Wards and 1 therefore trust the Oounoil will 
on tho fullest consideration adhere to tho proposals before then m the Bill ’ 
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“ You must not imagino that the arguments of Sir Henry Harrison wore 
based upon mere sentimental consideiations, or that ho was actuated by tho 
moie desire to pi oserve what is old What he said m effect was this— thutif 
the number was reduced and if the elected ilemont was reduced tu one half, 
the business would suffer, fur it would be difficult to ^ot the European Cum 
missioners to attend He, theiefoio, objected to Mr Irving’s proposal, not on 
sentimental but on practical grounds oi the highest moment Let me m tins 
connection quote the remarks of Mr Colman Macaulay, who tor many yeais was 
Socretaiy to Groiomment lu eluige of the Municipal Department, and attci wards 
became Chief Secretary — 

I oppoBO the amoudment of the Uon ble Mr Irving on the ground that it involvoB the 
contraction of both the principle of election and that ol reprcBCutation ’ 

“Again — 

I think that, looking to the expenenoe we have had of tho working of the elective 
system as a whole we should he fully justified were we in the position of our predeuestiors, 
the legislators of 187b in taking the proportion of two thirls elected by the rate 
payers For this reason I will certainly opjiose my friend the Uon bio Mr Irving s 
amendment 

“It 18 now proposed to undo tho past, to discard tho lessons of tho post, and 
to deprive the rate payers of Calcutta of the piopoition of lopiosentation which 
they have hitheito enjoyed with the full concuncnie of the Govcinmcnt 
since 187G, and which even Sir Alexander Mackenzie did not want to deprive 
them of if the object be to stiengthcn I'uroman representation, surely it is 
not m cessary to ( urtail Indian representation in tho Luiporatiun Hicie aro 
the European waids wl^ich maj elect European ropicsontativcs , theic aic tho 
special Euiopean constituencies which may icturn European niombiis, and 
there IS the Government with its reborve power of nomination which iiiay appoint 
European Comiuissiouei 8 lhavc a complaint to make against the Euiupcan 
community and the Government in this mutter 1 be European community has 
not availed themselves of the oppoitiinit> created for them by tho Govun 
inent, and the Government has not exorcised thepowoi it possesbos of balaiKin^ 
inadequate European lepresontation If the Government and the 1 uiopcan 
community had done thou dutj in the maitei, the complaint of inaduquato 
buiopean ropiesentation would never have boon heaid And surtly a law 
cannot be said to have failed when it has not been faiily tried This is 
what bu Henry Harrison said in 1888 fiom ius place in this Council — 

‘ And thou as regards the power of nommation this gives a p )wor which the Government 
has never used to tho fullest extent It has never so need the powoi of nomination cxoluHivoly 
to strengthen the motive power in tho Corporal I m and this ought to bo tried bcfoiu tho 
fundamental proportions are changed ’ 

“ But, Sir, it has been said that the reduction in tho proportion of the ( lectod 
element in the Corporation follows the Bombay model ihe woids used aro 
that ‘the Bombay model is faithfully reproduct d ( xcept us rtgards numbiis ’ 
Here, again 1 am constrained to dispute the position of tho Governmi nt But 
if it were otherwise , if the proposaw of the Government involved a faithful 
imitation of the Bombay modtl, which they do not, evin then 1 should bt dis 
posed to object Whnt nave we i,ot to do witli the Bombay municipal system * 
The munici]>al history of Bombay is diffeient from ours Its traditions ore 
not our traditions We are proud of oui munuipal system, the product of the 
wisdom and stttcsmanship of distinguibhed Bengal Civilians It is voi) 
much in advance of the Bombay system In Bombay only one half of the 
members of tho Corporation are elected by tho rate pajers, heie m the Calcutta 
Coiporation two thirds of the mtmbirs are letnnie 1 by tho rate payers In tho 
municipalities in the interior of the Bombay Presidency only one half of the 
met ibors are elected, in our municipalities in the inteiior two thirds of the 
mombers are elected In the Bombay Presidency a rule, the municipalities 
in tlm moffastl do nut elect thoir Chairmen , in Bengal as a lule they < leet their 
Chairmen Aro we to be depiived of a precious right which wo 1 ave learnt 
to value and to cherish merely to satisfy the demands of logi al precision 1 ogic 
is a great art, but it scarcely enters into the ealculationb of tne legislator If 
it IS illogical to have two thirds of elected representatives in the Corporation 
and only one third in the General Committee, why not meet the requiieuieuts 
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01 logic by raising the propoition of elected members to two thirds of the 
entiio body m tho Oreneral Committee ^ If the demands oi logical neces 
sity may be satisfied by a downwnd as well as by an upward movement, 
why piefer tlie donnwuid movoment ^ Is that consistent with tho dignity 
and the stitcsmanslnp of the Guvommont of India ? As a dissenting member < 
of the behet (ommittoe, I have recorded a strong protest against tho intro 
duction oi tho Hoinbiy system But if the Bombay system is to bo forced 
upon us, let us haie tho system in its entirety, with its good and bad features 
with its defects as will as its points of excellence I ■venture, howovtr, 
to challenge the position that we have a faithful loproduction of tho Bombay 
system in tlio proposal of the Government which I am now considering Let 
us examine the facts — 

“ Ihereare T^Commmonoisinthe Bombay Corporation, elected and nomi 
natod, as follows — 10 elected at tho waid elections, lO elected by tho Justices, 

2 elected by tho Ohambi 1 oi Commerce, 2 elected by the University, and 16 
appointed by the Goveinment Tlho waids, 1 think, we may fairly take it, 
aio Indian eonstituencu s , the Uuiveisity and tho Justi es are also Indian cons 
tituencies , tho bulk of tho fustnes and the bulk of the bellows being Indians 
I In 10 aro '>72 Justices, of whom J3 > aro Indians , there aio 3 12 Fi lions oi 
whom 208 are Indians Iheicfoio we have this f ict, that the wards aie Indian 
eonstituencies, the Justices aud the Unveisity aie Indiin coiistituoneios , and 
thiso thico lonstituencns between them letum o4 out of 72 Commissioners, 
or thri 0 fourtlis of tho ontiie Corpor ition Will tint bo the ease in lonnection 
with tho constitution of the Calcutta Coipoiation under the oidersof tho Govtri 
mint of India I say no, and I am suie you will say ni^ wtien you have he ml 
mo The Calcutta Coiporation, as it will be reconstituted in accordance with tho 
projosils of the Goveinment ot India, will consist of imuiheis who will hi 
nominitid and ikctid is follows — 2 1 Commissioners will be elected by the 
rate payees, 10 will bi lotuiued by special eoiiotituencit s, and 15 will bo 
noimnatod by the Govemmont Iho 2) Commissioners elected it the ward 
( lections will be Indians , I take it that they will be Indians, tl oiigh I don’t think 
tiny will all be Indians, for tho b uropean waids, after this unhappy stnfi, 
will make serious itFirts to lotuin I uiopoan lepiesentatives, hut I will lake it 
foi argument 8 sake that tho 20 elected Commissioners will be lepresentativo 
of Iiid an interests Ihe 10 membeis letumed by tlie spi cialconstilueneies will 
be Emopoans inel the 1 > appointed by tho Goveinment will be lepresentativo 
of intoiests other than those ot the Indian rate payors 1 bus in a Corporation of 
fifty mombers, with the official Chairman, the lepreecntativcs of the lato payeis 
will bom a minority, and if tho European wards icturn European representatives, 
the populai elemint will he lu a hopeless mmonty In the Bombay Coipoiation 
tho lepioseiitatnos ot the Indian lato payois aro in a majonty , m tlio Cilcutta 
Corporatiiiii, as it is now abcut to bo reconstituted, tho representatives of the 
Indian lato p yus wi’l be m a minority, and perhaps in a hopeless mmoiity Is 
this, I ask a faithful leproduetion of the Bombay system i* 

‘Let us foi a mounnt examine the bearing of this important change 
upon the bioad princijiles ot Local Self Govemmont What is Local Self 
(irovommont but tlio adimmstration of local affairs by tho representatives 
ol the local public'’ But what becomes of Local Self QoVernmont when 
tho 1 pie ontatives of tho people are reduced to a hopeless mmonty— 
to a condition of pitiable importeiiee — in the body that controls tho 
munieipil aflaiis of tho town^ And what is the jusBfioation fur these far 
reaeluup, chm„cs? No charge of inefficiency has been biouglit against the 
Coipoiation ol Calcutta On tlie contrary, eminent Lieutenant Governois have 
testified to the ability and zeal of the Comnussiotiers and to the continued success 
of municipal admunHtration in Calcutta Su Henry bowler, speaking from 
his place in tho House of Commons, oh eived in February last that he discovered 
no evideuto i f the biiak down ot the system 1 am bound to say that the Bill 
as now rovisod by the Select Committee is distmctly worse and more retrograde 
than tho Bill submitted in April last That Bill vested the power of 
the purse in the representatives of the people The deliberation of large 
({uestions also belonged to them All this power and autliority will now he 
gone They will not control finance or regulate expenditure The rates and

universal truth, conhrmod by the i xpi nemo of mankind, that tho strongest sti u 
nty of tho public pm so is its control vested in the lepiesontatives of the latt 
payers When you have to spend other people's money you aio apt to be extia 
vagant When you spend your own money you havo the strongest motives to 
bo econoiuici], and the successful admniistiation ot the finauecs of tho Cahutta

“I have just a woid or two to say with regard to the constitution of the 
Gcneiil Commiltoe as it will be affected by the ordois of tho Goverimnnt of 
India Ihe constitution of the Gcneial Comimttoo has been the subject of 
considet iblo critic ism both heio and in h ngland I c annot say that the alter 
itions pi oposid by the Government of Inclia m tho smillest decree help tho 
rite pa\eis or improve the u jiosition In tbo Ihll, is oiigmally levistd by tho 
Select Comraittce, the repics ntatives of the rati payers on tho Geneial Com 
raitteo wile torn m mmiboi out of a total ot twdvo In tlu Bill, ashnthii 
revised by tho belect Committee , the nmiibei ih still four Of the twelve mcm 
bois of the Genei il Comjpiittoo, eight indeed will bo oh ctedby tlio Coiporation, 
f )ur being appointed by the Government But these eight mi rabois aie to bo 
elected m aceordanco with the constituent elements of tbo eleotoial body, con 
sistiiij, of elected and nominated Commissioners in equal propoitums, md tins

‘ llii c sre the obsorvations winch I desire to mile on the letter of llio 
Govornmeiit of Iinlia 1 would now call attention to the terms of my 
amendmoiit 1 am suie the Council will consider my aiMPtulmenf to bo 
rittsoniole, haiing rcgaid to tho important nature of the c hanges proposed 
Biobably my hem bio fiieiid in chaigo of tlio Bill will say that tbeio aic 
only two or three (Questions which havi t) be lonsidc led, viz , tbo constitution of 
the Corporation, tho constitution of the Geneial ( omnnttec and of tho Special 
Committees Those m themselves would bo questions ol sulheient importinei 
to need caieful consideration But tha* is not all I would refoi tlio hon’blo 
Monibei in charge of the Bill to p nagr qihs 7 and 8 of tbo letti i of the Goveni 
menf, from which it will ippeai that tho Goveniment is eif opmoii that Sir 
Alexander Maekonz 0 8 Bill 18 not in accordance with the broad principha ot 
Local Self Government, and the whole Bill will have to be considered la tho 
li^ht of th ISO principles 1 he Government of India say — 

*In tlie caurse of the paasage of tho Bill through its van us stagoa much ciitioism has 
been bofltowud upon it from many quortors and while a goal deil ot this cntioism has 
been of only ojihomornl value and has rested upon no solid touudation, the Qovernment ot 
India have been led, after a careful and independent investi(,iitiou, to think that there iro 
toatnros in Su Alexander Maokeozto’s Bill which are not in entire aceordanco with ihe 
prmoiples just lud down and which might not m practice ensure that amiiablo and patriot lo 
CO operation oi all paities in the tuturo munioipal j,overument of the city which is issmtial 
to Its efhcient administration 

“ I would m this connection call attention to paragraph 20 of tho letter of 
tho Goveinment of India iCeaiding the eonsiitution ot Committees and Suli 
Committees This is a mattor of considerable difficulty and roijuircs much 
careful thought Tins is what tho Government say — 

‘ 1 am also to suggest that it mi„ht be desirable to lay down rules for tho appointment of 
the Special Com nittees and Sub Committees wluoh wonld secure thoir being trulv ropresenta 
tive, in respect of their constituent olemento, of tho Corporation or (irntral Committee 
appointing them Iho jirovisions regarding the making of rules and bye laws toi tho conduct 
of tho hubinesB of bj eoial Committees and Sub Coounittoos under sections 89A and 5!70, in 
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connoction with Beotions 695 and 697 , might be extended to inoludo their ooustitution in 
general agreement with the principles already laid down It might not be necessary or 
feasible for all snob bpeoml Committees and bub Oommittees to be bomogeuoos in constita 
lion with the body ap{)ointing them but it is clear that in some oasea at least such 
homogeneity alone would secure efficiency and obviate friction 

“I tlioieforo hope that Your Honour’s Government will set) its way to accept * 
my motion A few weeks’ delay m the passing of this Hill will not be time 
wasted, if it gives the public an opportunity for considbring a measure of this 
magnitude and importance 

‘‘Ido notki ov that I should be justified in fuither detaining the Council 
His 1 xcollency the Viceroy has expressed the hope that there may now be a 
truce to all dissension, and he has appealed to our patiiotism t > vindicate the 
cause of Local bi If Go\ ernment m tne capital of the Indian Empire An 
appeal addressed to oui patnotism, coming from so exalted an authority and 
from a Viceroy whose utterances have been so sympathetic, is bound to make 
a deep iinpie<)8ion upon our minds But a higher patriotism —the love that 
we owe to our countiy, the duty that binds us to the Government — demands that 
we should laist our voices m toims of oaincst protest and lomonstrance against 
proposals which aic iiiconsistent with the wisdom and the policy of the 
Goveinment and will wiock the best prospects of Local Self Government in 
the capital of the Indian P mpire How eau uo vindicate local Self Govern 
mont, when local Self Government will be at an end* How c tn theie be 
any amicable co operation on our part when a ehenslied institution is laid 
low to thegiouiid * We have learnt to value Local Self Goveinment We love 
it, we cherish it, the fond devotion of a peojile clings to it It has stimu 
lated oui public spirit It has inspiied us with a sense of responsibility and 
that moderation which never fails to follow in the tnun of resjionsibility It 
IS a noble seuiinaiy of popular and political education We have denved 
fiom it inestimable leiiefits and we desire to transmit it, unsullied and 
unimpaired to our chddien and our children’s children With such an 
aspiration the Government of this country must sympathize 1 ai be it from 
us to wish to exclude oui European fellow citizens from their h gitiinato share 
in the administiation of oui municipal affaiis Thoir luteiests and our mterests 
are in many respects common But they cannot wish us to be Uitlanders m 
the city of our birth We shall indeed be worse than Uitlanders, for the 
Uitlanders never had the fianchiso — we are to be deprived of I he franchise 
that wo possessed It has always been the ci owning glory of the Bntish 
Government uovei to withdraw a pimlege which it has once coufeiiod There 
have no doubt been temporary aberrations, like the ececntiieities of the 
planets, but the Government has soon resumed its steady careci of beneficence 
and progiess I trust, bir, it will be oui high privilege to be able to associate 
ITour Honoui’s administration and that of His Excellency the Vicoioy, if not 
with the expansion, at any rate with the preservation of an institution which 
while it has eontnbuted to the sanitary improvement of Calcutta, has stimulated 
the public life of the people and has helped the cause of populai and political 
eiucatiun which it 18 one of the avowed objects of the Government of India 
to foster and to piouioto 

The Hon’ble Mr Mackenzie said — “ ilay it please Your Honour,— I rise, 
Sir, to oppose the amendment proposed by the Hoii’ble Babu Suri^ndianath 
Bauerjoc on the ground that postponement will make it impossible to pass the 
Bill this s( itiion, and I consider it detrimental to the best interests of Calcutta 
that logisliition should be longer delayed In the Note of Dissent signed by 
two Uon’ble Members of the Select Commiltoo, and largely rcferied to by the 
Goyemme nt ot India in their recommendations to the Government of Bengal, 
complaint is made that ‘ I he Bill, as amended, makes little erne change in the 
constitutional pait of the Bill as onginally introduced, and that only as regards 
two matters has any i oncossion been made in this pait of the Bill, and the last 
of these concessions is nuUifaed by the powers reserved to the Government ’ 
hrom that view, Sii, I differ entirely 1 find tliat very considerable changes 
have been made by the Select Committee, and, but for the ‘ powers reserved to 
the Gc/vernment, ’ I have no hesitation in saying that 1 for one would not be 
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m the pontioA 1 am m of heia^ able to give my rote tn auj^rt ot the measuxe 
doTommeitt (xmtrol, however, m an engine only to be brought mto play on 
great oooasiois, and cannot be called upon for every day purpoaee In my 
qiuuon, Su, t^ only praotioal way to mcreane the * motive poww’ in the 
^rooeedinga of ^e Corporation woqld be to largely mcreaee the powers of 
the Chairman, empowering him to do, and holding him responsiUe for doing, 
aXi tiie ordinary work of the town, the General Committee acting aa an 
advisory or consultative Board, the main body of the Commuuonera being 
rertneted to a ouan legal function. To restore to the Corporation the power 
of electing the lugh officers of the aty merely opens a door for canvassing and 
jobbe^, i^ch has not been wanting in the pat>t 

‘'To thuextent^ Sir, I have to aenrecate the action of the Select Com 
mittee in their dealings with the Bill As to the necessity for the intro 
duction of radical changes, there can be no reasonable douot, but if doubt 
did exist, perusal of the letter from the Government of Bengal to the Govern 
ment of India, dated 7th March, 1898, would dispel it Much capital has 
been made in various imarters, in which the Bill is opposed, of ‘ the blow 
at the root of Local mlf Government * Perusal of the ‘ precis of opinions ’ 
(Papers 3 to 35 < will show that this is the universal 'war cry’ of the 
opponents of the Bill at their public meeting m the Town Hall, and in each 
of the several 'Wards’, and more astoni^ng still it presents itself as the 
' bogey’ of the Government of India in its recent correspondence with the 
Local Government regarding the Bill Speaking of ^ose public meetings, 
1 may say that there is nothing to show that the same Bet of people were not 
{present at each and all dt these' meetings whipped up to constitute themselves, 
for the time being, political agitators to swell the iro^rtance of the opposition 
In fact, Sir, in Paper No 7, we find one of the Waw (No 8) appointing by 
' Resolution’ delegates to the number of 79 to attend tho public meeting 
held at the Town Hall on 31st August, 1808 But, Sir, be that as it may, 
this Bill, as its title indicates and as its provisions shoW) is distinctly a 
Calcutta Municipal Bill, and for my part, I have never seen or beard any 
thing quoted to controvert the arguments adduced by Mr Risley in his 
fpeech in this Council Chamber on 4th Apnl, 1898— that the argument 
as to its l^ng the deathblow to Local Self Government in Calcutta is 
absurd for the reason that one of the chief kmitations of the Govern 
ment of India’s Resolutions on the subject of Local Self Government 
18 ' that it does not apply to Presidency towns ’ Now, Sir, when I hrst 
read the Government of India’s letter No 93, dated Simla, 17th June, 
1899, addressed to the Bengal Government and read in page 7 of that 
letter, the reference to ' the broad pnnmples of Local Self Government already 
conceded’, and again in paragraph 21 of the said letter where it refers to 
the necessity to 'vindicate Sie wisdom of the decision that 23 years 
ago first accorded the pnvil^es of Local Self Government to the Capital of the 
Indian Empiro,’ it ocenrred to me that either tho Government of India or this 
Council had been senoiuly misleiL and I set myself to enquue into tho matter, 
with the result that 1 nnd the Government of Bengal never so much as asked 
for or reoommended Local Self Government for the Capital of the Indian 
Empwe , and that its apphcation to that Capital was expressly excluded by the 
Government of India’s own Resolntion No. 17, dated 18th May, 1883, para 
graph 4, from which I quote as follows — 

< however, it will be oonvenieut that the Governor General in Counoil ehoul 1 

«r plA,n somewhat more idly than he has faitberto done, the general mode m whioh he would 
wish to see efieot given to the pnnoiples of Looal Bdf Government throughout Bntuh India 
outaids the Presidenoy towns.’ 

“ But, Sir, of course the reference to the concession having been made 
33 years ago, shows that while tho Resolntion of tho Government of India, 
dated 18th May, 1883, expressly excludes Presidency towns, we have tho 
somewbat phenomenal position presented to ns of what is expressly forbidden 
in the present having been conceded in the past To examme the position 23 
years ago, one has to go back to tho Proceedings in this Conneil extending 
from Deoember, 1874, to April, 1876, and from a careful perusal of the rcootd 
of the debates on the measure at that time before the Council, I have come to 
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the conclusion that, as regards Local Self QoTemment said then to have been 
conceded, the most ever asked for by the late Hon’ble fiabu Knsto Das Bal, to 
quote his own words, on Srd April, 1875, was — * 

* If it was advisable to give the oitisens of Caloutti the nghtof Self Government, they 
ought to have it folly and unreservedly But then the question would anse, suppose the 
elective system be oonoeded, should the Chaurman be elected by the representatives of the 
town or should his appointment rest with the Government P Now there could be no thorough 
elective system unless the Chairman s appointment were also made elective Ac , Ac 

“ Then on 26th February, 1876, the late Hon’ble Babu Knsto Das Pal 
spoke as follows — 

* The rate payers of Calcutta could not but be grateful to His Honour the President for 
the liberal announcement he bad made in announcing that he was willing to give them the 
privilegee of Self Government but they wanted a reality and the question was whether the 
Bill, as framed by the majority of the Select Committee, gave a reality With one voice the 
rate payers had declared that it was not a reality that it could not be a reahty so long as 
the mm spnng would be in the hands of Government, and that it could not therefore be 
looked upon as a boon or a blessing ’ 

This, Sir, by one of the first, if not the first, native gentleman to agitate 
for Local Self Gevomment, and he recognises (1 ) the impossibility of conceding 
the principle, and 2j the fact that it had not been conceded His Honour the 
President’s answer to the latter quotation was as follows ~ 

‘ It IS perfectly true, as ban been stated by three Hon’ble Members, that I never 
promised to give the Calcutta community an elective system without Goiernment control, and 
on 27^ November last, I promised an elective system on condition of a certain hmited 
Government control ’ 

“ The most. Sir, that the then Lieutenant Governor ever suggested con 
ceding, was a restneted principle of election, but no Bill since framed has 
suggested depriving them of that Therefore, I submit, Sir, to say that, 
twenty three years ago the privileges of Local Self Government were first 
accorded to the C’apital of the Indian Empire is an enor which it is impossible 
to conceive the Government of India hare fallen into Then, Sir, as to tho 
meetings held in each of the ‘ Wards ’ W hat are these Wards, and what 
their importance as representing public opinion ? Are they important pohtical 
divisions, such for example as Westminster , or are they, as I suppose, 
simply thanas or divisions for police administration purposes and such like f 
It IB a fallacy to suppose that the body of rate jrayers take any real mterest 
in the present system, or that the present Commissioners truly represent 
them This point was brought out by Mr Bisley in his able speech 
m this Council Chamber on the t9th March, 1898, when he showed that 
on the statistics of the ward elections of 189o the registered electors amount 
to only two per cont of the total population of Calcutta, and the figures of the 
1898 election show an exactly similar result Does such a result snow that the 
privilege is as much cherished as the agitators would have it believed to bo ^ 
the BO called ‘ boon ’ in reality has been mainly prized by those who sit as 
Commissioners and by their followers — ^not by the mass of the people who 
know or care little or nothing about it I find the following to bo an analysis 
of opmions ‘ For ’ and * Against ’ the Bill — 

‘ For (1) Oentral National Muhammadan Association , (2) Bengal Obamber of 
Oommeroe and its allied asaooiationB , (8) European and Anglo Indian Defonoe Association 
(4) Oaloutta irados Association , (5) Imperial Anglo Indian Association 

‘ Jgamtt (1) Bengal Nahonal Chamber of Commeroe (2) Indian Association , (3) nine 
so called “ public meetings ’ held between Slst Augast, 1898, and loth March, 1899 , (4) 
four ward ” meetmgs held between same dates ’ 

‘ What Calcutta reqmres. Sir, is representation of tnUrettSj not races 
Commerce made Calcutta By commerce, I mean European commerce, and 
by that Calcutta has existed, and will continue to exist The history of 
Udeutta shovifi it to have been little more than a mud bank until European 
merchants settled there The present Bengali populabon who clamour for 
the Government of Calcutta are not for the most part natives of the place, 
but have been attracted to it As long, therefore, as Calcutta holds a 
prominent position in relation to the commerce of tho world, so long have 
the representatives of Commerce a right to demand that they shall have 
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a preponderating voioe in the Mnnioipal Ooremment Thu pnnoiple la 
met by the present proposal of the Ooverament of India, and m this view 
it has the support of tho important interests which I hare the honour to re 
present on tbu Council 

The interests of Qoyemment and of Foreign Commerce are more import 
ant than all other interests put together, and ought consequentlj to be at 
least equally represented It has been a matter of common complaint that 
Europeans have not hitherto attended and shared m the municipal administra 
tion of the city The reply to thu has been— >and I would now beg to reiterate 
it— that while European merchants can and will find time to attend business 
functions, they will not give them time to functions where talk is the order of 
the day, and in which in the matter of ornna^ at any practical conclusion they 
are in a hopeless mmority Under the provunons of the new Bill, I honestly 
belieyo they will attend and do ^od work As an indication of thu, I may be 
permitted to say that at the last general meeting of the Chamber, held in 
February last, special reference was made by the President and other promi 
nent Members, to the Bill now before the Council and of the necessity there 
would be, and the opportunity which would occur, for members of the mercan 
tile community interesting themselyes in the election of represontatiyes of the 
Chamber on the Municipality under the new Act It was then suggested, and 
the suggestion has boon adopted, that under the new Act the Vico President of 
the Chamber should generally be nominated to the General Committee The 
Chamber of Commerce, in common with the other European bodies, aro looking 
to the Bill bemg passed thu session, and I trust, Sir, that you may see fit to 
direct the Council to hee that in thu they are not disappointed, and that tho 
amendment fayounng further postponement may be negatiyed ” 

Ihe Hon’ble Mb Apcab said — I take this opportunity to thank you Sir, 
for haying acceded to my request in part, and adjourned the Council on 
Saturday last The time gained has been a help to me , at the same time I 
feel it to bo due to myself to say that it has been insufficient to do justice to 
myself The intervening day being Sunday, I have not been able to utilise it 
to obtain the papers 1 have wanted fiom the Municipal Office I have been 
wholly occupied, since the adjournment on Saturday, up to the time when I left 
foi the Council Chamber, collecting material for my speech, and putting together 
papers to which I wish to refer to day I have been hurried to a dogioe, and 1 
feel conscious that I shall take up more time to day than if I had been aUowed 
more time for consideration I wuh very distinctly to say that I am not pro 
pared to make my speech 

“ Before I enter into any ducussion, howovor, it will be unbecoming on my 
part not to pay a tribute to the hard work done m thu Connril by my prede 
cessor, particularly in regard to the present Bill before us I now tuin 
to speak on the Motion moved by my hon’ble fnend, which reads as follows — 

'lhat this Bill be referred book to the Select Committee for further consideration, with 
lefereaoe to the ootrespondenoe between the Government of India and the Government of 
Bengal 

‘ The pronouncement by the Snpreme Govomment of their views on the 
subject of thu measure has been waited for with anxiety, for those who arc 
opposed to its pnnciples were not wiBiout hope that, coming to tho consideration 
01 the question with an open mind, and being intimately acquainted with the 
conditions of popular and ropresentatiye institutions, Hu Excellency would not 
entirely favour the strange and startling changes that are proposed to be made 
in the constitution of the Coiporation of Calcutta Now that the letter of the 
Government of India has been publuhed, it forms a notalde and eloquent 
addition to the litoratore on the subject I heartily support the desire 
expressed in it that there might be an end to the dissensions that have been 
created by the Mnnicipal Bill The fair promise that seemed to underlie 
portions of that letter has not bemi realised in the suggestions conveyed by it, 
in such courteous terms, (o the Local Qovoininent, and while I am thankful for 
small meicies, I must plaiulv say thit dusatufaction with regard to the 
measure u in no degree ailayea by the fresh proposals that now ard made 
1 he mam feature of the new recommendations u the redaction of the elected

members from 50 to 25, the nommated members bemg mamtamed at 25, and 
the redaotion bemg obtamed hanng only one membw for eadi ward instead 
of, as now, two members I have more tino one objection to this pnAosaL I 
shall first mention the one which brings into prominence die flaw tnat, as it 
sOmus to me, runs through the Bill in so senons a degre»-^e omission by 
the framers of the Bill to consult those with intimate pracbcal experience of the 
admimstration It surely cannot be mtended that no Muhammadan shail be 
elected ? Yet the reduction of the monbers, as proposed, will tend to bring 
about that result The Muhammadans will practically be disenfranchised 
They will, it is true, continue to have the power to vote, rat it will be a vain 
and useless labour to exercise that power m favour of their co rehgiomsts AH 
the Muhammadan Commissioners elected at die last election came in second on 
the poll, with a single exception, who himself has told me that his position on 
the voting was largdy due to Hindu support, for their votes were shared by 
him with ms Hindu colleagues, and he hu further expressly asked me to 
represent in the Council that, if there is to be onl^ one member, the election 
will assuredly be fought out on class hnos, that it is mevitable that in his aard 
all the Hindu votes twill be cast for a Hindu, it will be a Hindu who will 
be elected over a candidate belonging to any other comroumty, and that the 
same result will be expenonced in every ward now returning a Muhammadan 
representative 1 think that to exclude Muhammadans from election would 
cause a real hardship to that commumty, as I shall later endeavour more fully 
to explain 

** The reason given for reducing the number of elected Commissioners » 
to make it more in proportion with the number of the voters In examining the 
number of representatives with reference to the number of voters, the Munim 
pahty cannot be compared with a political body 1 urgently ask consideration 
for what 1 have to say In a political assembly you have large issues dis- 
cussed, which affect not individuals merely, but groups of persons If for 
political purposes, votes be given to persons who are capable, or aro supposed 
to be capable of understanding the burning question of the hour, the views 
held by such persons may compnse the views of all who need be considered, 
and their votes may give a proper and sufficient representation of a locahty 
Not so the 50 elected Commissioners They do not represent their wards m 
the Parliamentary sense Not the least important one of a Word Comxnis- 
sioner’s duties is the inspection of his waid And both Ward Commissioners 
serve a useful purpose m this respect But this is by no moans all He is not 
elected only to represent the viows which may be entertained by the voters 
in hu constituency or any group of them With regard to large issues, your 
predecessor in office, Sir, as well as his spokesmau m this Council, eulogised 
the MumcipaUty for the manner in whioh they treat large issues Sir 
Alexander Madeenzie, even in bis Entally speech, ei^ressly admitted this 
He said 

*The Mumoipality has, I am afraid, many shortoonungs to answer for Bat 1 must 
say this that I have never been one to agree thet it has shown niggardlmese, or been 
baokwaid m sanotiomng money for either water supply or drainage 

"Again, Mr Risley, m hu reply, m the debate m Council, sud— 

'No one denies that much has been done, and a great deal of money spent 1 haveevery 
wish to do ample justioe, and I admit that it » in their dealingi with large issues that we 
see the Oommueionere at their best 

" So that there can be no reason to cut down the number of elected Com- 
misiioners because of any party feelmg about what u the more important 
busmen of their admmistration The Admimstration touches the every day 
life of each of the inhabitants, end particularly so m the crowded and poorer 
^ts of the town, which he in the northern quarter and m the suburbs A 
Word Commiasidner represents the whole of the iqbobitants of hu Ward in a 
speciol sense, itv hu duties may he with any individual among them, and so 
hu representative character may be said to be, m effect, based on universal 
suffrage, and not only with regard to tho voters in hu constituent Those 
#ho qave votes m»y have common cause of complaint with those who have no 
votes But the suffminM of the poor are widely different often to the 
expenences of their well to do neighbours While, those who are in good 
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droomstanOes can make tbeir voices heard mdependontly of the Ward Commis 
sioners, the poorer classes cannot do so And the Muhammadans aio atuon{, 
the poorest of the inhabitants of Calcutta I do not exa^erate the melancholy 
truth vrhen I say that the record of the Municipal Executive is dotestablo 
4t IB the poorer inhabitants who are harassed by them most, it is the pooier 
inhabitants who need help most The system of Municipal Administration 
that the Government have in their wisdom given them, has taught them to go 
to their Vk^ard Commissioners for assistance And, fuither, thoie can bo not a 
shadow of a doubt that the knowledge that each Ward Commissioner has a 
voioo m the administration of the Municipality is an efft ctive foim of protec 
tion from the subordinate staff Permit mo to quote Sir Henry Hanison in 
my support on the question of the usofulncss of tho elected Commissioners 
In enumerating the gam to Municipal Administration on the elective Sj stem, 
he said — 

* Fourthly the elective system has been suooossful in this, that people know that they 
have a CommiBsiunei who represents them, and when they have a complaint, if it is not 
immediately attended to hy the Executive they appeal to get the assistance ot then 
Gommusioner This has some beneficial results it causes some degree of self rehanoe in 
the people when they know that they have someone to whom they can go if they do not get 
immediate redress 

“ Sir Henry Harrison was statmg facts that wore the outcome of hisoxpen 
euce BO far back as 1888 Ten years have passed, events have developed, ana 
the pool people have learned to rely more and more on tho assistance of their 
Ward Commissioners, and they will feel tho withdiawal of the practical support 
of the Ward (’oramissiofier the more now, and it will cause aisoontont which 
need not be laised In dealing with this particular mattci 1 have touched upon 
a wider aspect than that affecting the Muhammadans You, Sii, cannot have 
failed to observe, 1 am sure, that my comments have a bearing upon the posi 
tion of native elected Comnnssiouers generally, and not only about olottoil 
Muhammadan Commissioners, and also upon the larger issue of the new constita 
tion that 18 proposed, which completely deprives tho general body of Commis 
sionera from an effective and direct voice in tho administration of the Munici 
paUty 

‘My hon’ble friend, Babu Surendianath Banerjee, has relieved me of 
the task of quoting the speech of Mr Colman Macaulay who was Chief Socro 
tary to the Local Government and a Member of the Council when the Act of 
1888 was passed It will be seen how he regarded tho reduction of tho numbers 
to 60 as being a contraction of the principles both of election and of represon 
tatioU Here it is piepoaed o contract tho principle of election only, and to 
a greater degree than was proposed in the amendment which he opposed It 
wSl also be observed how emphatically ho spoke ot tho suocoss of tho olectivo 
system 

“The Select Committee who leportod on the Act of 1888 advised on the 
question of the nominated Commissioneis, that out of the 2o nominated Com 
missioDers the Chamber of Commerce and other bodu s should be given the right 
to nominate 10 members The Lieutenant Governor of the day. Sir Steuart 
Bayley, one of the most experienced of Your Honour’s predecessors, with great 
knowledge of the Province and of the P uropean non official world of Calcutta, 
in replying to an amendment of the Muhammadan Member of the Council that 
the Government should retain the nomination of tho whole 25 members m 
their own hands, said — 

'To oome back to this partioular point my own position is this The proposal of 
the Select Committee will have the effect of whittlmg away to a certam extent the power of 
the Local Qovommeut in ngard to making nominations, and for that reason I shall rote 
for it 1 think that as tune goes on, it will probably be found mure and more possible to 
keep down the proportion of nominations left m the hands of the Government, but at the 
same time I am not insensible of the objeoUons which have been brought forward to the 
ptq;K>BidB of the Select Committee as to them portioulat distribution There u aomethmg 
in what was said that there u no gnarantee that those bodies, whatever they may represent 
to-day, will represent the same interests hereafter And if you once stereotyro the portion 
lar mstnlmtion yon will have to go through a long and disagreeable process to alter it At 
the same thuethe Select Oommittee hove given the subjeot senous thought, and I fim not 
sure that any better proposal eon be mode. It would be unseemly for me at least to vote 
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or bringing the whole of the nominations book to the bands of the Government, but I have 
not the slightest wish to inlluence any Uon ble Member from voting as he wishes 

“ It will bo obst rved that Sir Slouart Bnyley was not so much impressed with 
the idea of the overwhelmning necessity foi spciial representation of commer 
cial intuests as something apart from the oidmuy ana genaal mtorest of rate* 
payers, and I shall show that he Ind a bettor appreciation of tho situation 
than has later picvuiled His speech is also notable for the lone of appretia 
tion towuids tho Corpoiatiou, and the piogrc'«sivc doiclopmont that he lore 
blndowed in holdiu„ out the prospect ot the Oovcinment withdiawing moio 
ind more from loseiving the jioweis of nomination 

“ I would point out also the result ot the adoption of the pioposal to cut 
down oloctum — that is to say, to ha\o only one theted Commissioner foi each 
ward— will bt tint the numhti of places available foi noimnutiou foi othei 
communities will be diminished, because to rcdicss the inequality that 
will bo caubcd by the exclusion of Muhammadans by ejection, a larger number 
of llum will hdvo to bo nominated If they lie to have a suflfitunt 
propoition of mouibeis on tho Coiporation if even the whole numbei be not 
allotted to Muhammu Ians, tho oppoitunity ot nominating, other interests 
will ho must sciiously eui tailed, tor instance, amongst otlieis, tho class ot 
Hindus whom Mi Ridey so much tavours— I mean those who will not submit 
thoinstlves foi oleftion , thoso who would nioio diuctly repiisent Government 
intciest, sueli as tho Commissionei of Police and otheis, thoso who could be 
regarded as sauitaiy authoiities, buch as Di banders. Dr Charles, Dr Banks 
and others, the member for the caiteis, (ow kujieis, washermen and hustee 
wallas, whom Sii Altxanda Macken/io bomuch faneiedaBsa veiy useful addition 
to th(' Coiporation, and that voiy impoitant class, the Luropcan lato payeis — 
wil' all lun till iisk of bein„ lott iiiBufticiontl) iipiesentid Piacticolly it will 
come to this— and it is important, since tho Govcinmont themselves lay such 
emphasis on the diflircnee bi tween the lepu sentation of the trade lutiiest and 
that of t/lic latc pa)ti8— Luropean mtoicst will bo confined to the upresenta 
tivos of tho Chamber of Commerce, and 1 have known tins body on ono oicasion 
to letuin ono Jtuiopean, who was a journ dist, and tliiei Hindus, the liadis 
Association, tho presence of wliose members I alwa) s welcome, and the Poi t 
Commibsioners Iho mtoiests of tho tiadiiig communities aie identical with, 
and are lusepaiably m\ohed m those of tuo European late payers But it can 
he easily seen, as 1 sliall explain latii, that the mteicbts of tho mercantile firms 
aro not necessanly identieid with fhose ot the rate pax ers Irom my own 
observation I feel bound to say that I cannot icgnd lopresmtution by nomi 
nation for Muhammadans as satibfaetoiy as repieseutatiou by election, wheie 
it can be obtained It will be enough if I say that my leason is that there can 
ho no doubt that thoso who aie eloeted aie lu closer touch with tlioir consli 
tuencics, and repitsent them lar bettci thin tliose who may bo nominated 
1 am suie that my hou’blo colleagues who are Muhammad ins will agiee with 
mo that the selection by tliunselvcs of the mou whom they wish to repiesent 
them, and the ri spoubibility mipobod on tho elected Comuussioners towards 
thoso to whom then eloetiou has been due, cieatcs an eHect, both on thoso who 
vote and on tlu candidates, that is nothing but foi good 

“ 1 he ])om(i that 1 make in these comments is this 1 he Government of 
India have said in thoir letter that tho fust ground for the new Bill is the 
failuio to secure, under tho present conditions, adequaro representation by the 
elective system, and tins, as is apparent, with spocial icfeience to the Muha 
raadans, foi they have added ‘even in the native city ’ Ihe losult of the new 
proposal — an unexpected lesult I fool sme — will be to annihilate the chances 
of Muhammad \m foi elti tion We are as much liable to do harm by want of 
thoUp,ht 08 by want of heart On tho other hand, we find that the Govoinment 
ot India ha\o « oademned m a raannei so cleii that we cannot lo^o the impies 
Sion of it, that ’^ho pr ipoition of 12 on tho Gmoial Committco is illogical with 
reference to 7o on tho gonoial body If it is not intended to destroy tho olcc 
tivo sy stem, and 1 tike it that it is not, the numbers of the elected Coiumis 
sioiieis should not bo reduced as IS prop isod And to hi logical and consis 
tent the numbers on the (-iciieral Committee must bi increased The Luro 
peans now number 8 electel Cotnuusnonois Phis numbei, I think, under the 
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new proposals, will be reduced to 3 They may, howevu, hold 4 scats 
Althougu the Europeans now number only 8 among the woid or ( Icctcd Com 
missione^^s, my view is that with any organization their number could bo laised 
to 12 or 14 I will spoik from my own experience In the yt u 188 j the 
Health Society was started for the sanitary lofoim of Calcutta It was staikd 
by Europeans, under the auspices of Sir IJcnry Cunniughum, but it couiiuistd 
some native gentlemen also One of their plans was to stem c the return ol 
Europeans as elected Commissioners Amongst others, all of whom wtie 
successful in their elections I was solicited to stand foi election, and it was in 
this way that 1 came to join the Mu iicipality Heforo then, I had m ithei any 
idea nor inclination of doing so The Health Society is dead, and I leai all 
such organizations will meet with the same fato in busy C ilcutta 

“ If it 18 not to crush the elective system and I do not for a moment bolicA t 
it 18 , what IS the puiposo to be scived by leducin^ the numbci P I exn tliink ol 
only two that may ho intended I take the fiist to bo to prevent waste of time 
by speeches This has been dealt with bv my hon’ble friend (Babu Sun ndia 
nath Baneijee), and ho again has relieved mo gieatly, and J need onlv voiy 
briefly refer to that point It would be as absurd to suppose all the raembors 
of the Corporation apeak at the met tings held throughout tlio yeai as that tho 
600 and odd membeis of the IIouso ot Commons all speak in a single dohatt 
On an aveiago about 5 speak in one debate The discussion is confined from 
years end to jears end to only a few of tho Commissiontrs I think to not moio 
than 14 or lb in nutnbei Any one outside this ,,roup veiy laroly speaks 
I think one could very nearly guess befoio going to a meeting, tho names of 
those who will speak The Euiopeans take a fan shaio in the disi iissiou 
I should guiss generally that my hou’ble fiend hcio,Mr Oldli im, would bo one 
oi tho speakers Ho speaks to express his opinion Ho would u it 8})ciik, 1 am 
sure, if ho thought ho was only wasting time by so doing And if ho spi aks, 
I am smo he is fair minded enough to concede to others tho n^ht to express 
their opinions Itis not the number of peisons in an assembly that oetupus 
time It depends on the individuals who may speak, and 1 again only am 
supporting Sir Henry Hariison’s view when I say that a reduction even to 40 
Comraissioneis would not make any appreciable dilferoice m the time occupied 
at the meetings 

“The only other purpose I can think of that the reduction in the numbei 
of the ijorporation is intended to servo is to undermine tlm Hindu piedo lu 
nance m the Corporation That the Hindus are lu a majority nura( nt ally, of 
couiso, cannot bo denied I am, however, going to advance a contention that 
will astonish the Council, since it is diametncally oppomd to al) that Iiis been 
so confidently relied upon on the poiht I say there is no Hindu preao ninam e 
in the sense that the term is always used I say that tho othor commiimties aie 
not kept in a hopeless minonty at the meetings, bocausi tho Hindus do not, <^8 a 
matter ot fact, use their numbers to outvote them If the Council will test tin 
question of predominance with me I hope it will bo made clear I he whole of 
the business of the administration is, in the first instance, dealt with in C( inmittc o 
and chiefly in tho Genoial Committee We have it from Sir Henry Haiiison 
that in his time only 5 per cent of the items were challenged 

“ I think that it will be an advantage to give Sir Henry Hiinson'a d( si rip 
tion of the system of work in bis own words This is what he sud in tins 
Council, when the Act of 1888 was passed — 

lie believed the Byetem of work which had gindiially dcvobipol itsdf in *ho Muiiui 
polity was eminently advontagooiis and reosonablo Ot ooirse tht i;,ieat( t port of tbo work 
must be done by tho Uxeoa^ive officers hut that portion which tiie members ul tlio Ooipora 
tion were able to look into was chiefly dono by Oommittoos Oommittci s h id n i final 
power of their own, and were entirely subordmat) to the C immissioncrH m mr ting Tho 
result was that the whole work of the Corporation was done bi these 0 immitti is , bnt any 
single memher of tbo Oorp iratiou and the Ohaiim n especially, who often ivuiled Kimsoli 
of the power, oonld virtually appeal from the decision ot a Committee it ho ihoso, to the 
gieat body of the Commissioners Taorofore the Corporation as a wlioli had pra tie illy 
fallen into the position of a Coart of Appeal on ovi ry great tjaestion of inleicst In 1 ) out 
of ^0 oases the deciMons of Committres on minor questions were pissel without discus ion 
on theoBsumpUon thattho woik was done well, it was only tho twentieth cas9 that was 
fought out over again 
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My ezpenence tclla me that 'we have decidedly a smaller pdrcetitagenow 
In the General Committee, which u hy far the most important Committee of alb 
the Hindus are in an overwhelmning majority The Hon’ble Mr Oldham, the 
repiesentativo of the Chamber, and of the Tiades Association — ohe from each, — 
my hon’blo fru nd Piince Bakntyar Shah with myself, are the only non Hindus 
out of the 18 members In actual attendance the Hindus have a still greater 
ad\ anta^o If the Hindus voted all on one side, theio would be no waste of time, 
at least on th(ir part— they would comepieparod to suppoit each other and would 
vote to„othei, and tlieie would be the most happy despatch of all the items of 
busiiuss But wo know that this IS not what happens Theie are the warmest 
discussions, and many items arc hotly contested, with the Hindus on either 
side My hon’blo fiiend Mr Oldham, who is one of tho most hard working 
ind regulai attendants of the meetings, has again and again carried his motions 
with the support of Hindu'* Take an instance that occurred only the other 
day My tion’blo fiiond to my right (Babu Surcudranath Banerjeo', raised 
a question of Hindu feeling to give stiength to his opposition to a resolution 
mo\ed by myself But 1 carried my motion with the support of Hindu votes 
Again, in nothing more, to judge liora Mr Risely’s strong strictures, would 
Hindu class feelmg be more observable than in the appointment of the higher 
otHcers of the Coiporation,all of them most desirable appointments Neverthe 
less, fainco tho establishment of the Coipoiation, no Hindu has yet been 
appointed to bo the Municipal hngineor— a Hindu has never yet been appointed, 
in this country of officiating appointments, even to act for the hnginoer— or to 
be the Secietary, or the Healtn Officoi And it is not as if the matter had not 
been tested Thcio have been strong effoits made to becurethe election of Hindus 
tor each oi tho appointments I have referred to, but in not a single instance has 
it been successful I have long thought, and I am glad of the present oppor 
tunity of publicly doclaiing after a long oxpeiience of the Municipality, that the 
idea about Hindu predominance is a myth I was speaking on this very 
subject to in lion bio fnend, and his obsavation is so apt that I will, with 
lus peimission, uso his expression Ho replied to my questior, with quick Irish 
wit, that h< had observed a predominance of Hindu intolhgenee, but he had 
not observ cd then jircdominance in any other way 1 adopt this observation. 
Perhaps the piedominance of the nature my hon’ble friend mentioned ex 
plains the situation 

“I think that tho control of the Municipal Administration by the general 
body of momliers serves a very useful purpose It keeps the whole body of 
them in touch with tho work that is being done, and gives many most valuable 
assistants by reason of the active help, as I in practice nave personally 
found, that the system enables every Commissioner, so minded, to give to the 
more intlueutial in the Coi pomtion And what is a very important consider 
ation ti> those familiar with tho working of the administration, it gives recruits 
to hi] tho places of any that fall out of tho ranks of the General Committee and 
leady to take up ditir woik 

“ I unhesitatingly say— to use one of Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s expres 
sions — ^it IS abjoit nonsense to assert tuat the system is abused Mr 
Risley would haie you to believe that ‘the young Bengal, of* now India, or 
whateiei you may call them,’ as he phrases it, holds sway and that the older 
andwiser heads aieiuled by them It is not so The contrary is tho fact It is 
the very Commissioners who have received unstinted praise from Sir Alexander 
Mackon/ie, fiom Mr Risley, and fiora our present Rulers, who by then 
experience and slundiiig are the real leaders in the Corporation, and 
have held their positions for ten and twenty yoais to my own personal 
knowledge The younger men, to my regret sometimes, and to their ohagnn, 
are thrust aside and are barely listened to, unless they nave something of real 
impoitanco to Let me again draw attention to Sir Henry Hamson’s 
very striking picture of the leaders of the Corporation If it was true m 1889, 
that which he found most conspicuous ten years ago has matured and has 
proportionately become more valuable now He said — 

Thero wore some persons exoellently intentioned who have fretted and famed beosuse 
the wheclk of the oboriot of progress hare at times tamed, but was not any progreat at aU 
in sach a trial an almost onparalloied socoess P Was it not still more gratifjnag to Meet 
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thSit this experimental ayiiem had m sober tmth dereloped in many of the most ex 
penenoed Gommwsioners that moderation m judgment, that sense of responsibilily m action 
and diBoosston, that toleration of opposition, that praotioal sagacity which is at once the 
test (d the expenenoed admutistrator and the best guarantee for the oonfidence bostowod 
in him P Was it not a legitimate triumph that, now that the neo ssity of making moro 
sustained efforts for the improTement of the Ruburbs of Oaloutta was at last fully realised 
no better course suggested itself than to make them over to the same body who had reclaimed 
the town of Galoutta * P 

“ I will not speak a word of comment to mar the eloquence and the impres 
sive picture of the words that 1 have quoted But 1 will warn the Govern 
ment that the inevitable consequence of the course which they are pursuing 
will be to throw away the result of what has been pioied to be a wise and 
statesman like policy, for those whom they most value in the adinnnstration 
will assuredly not remain It is not unfitting that I should apply to the policy 
now being adopted, in contrast to the moMug eloquence of Sir Henry Harrison 
my warning in the words of the veiy homely adage ‘ It is well to make 
sure before emptying the bath, that the child is not being thrown out with the 
suds ’ 

“1 fear thnt you. Sir, maj think me exceedingly unfriendly, owing to the 
lund pictures that have been painted of the meetings of the Commissioners, 
if I were to express a very strong regret, since one learns so much more 
by seeing than by bearing, that jou have never taken pait in any of tho 
proceedings of tho Municipality And yet, in legislating on this most impoitant 
Bill, I venture to say that I have the advantage over )ou Su, iii being on my 
part intimately and piactically acquainted with Uiy subject If you. Sir, 
have not been a Member of the Corporation, you have trusty eounullors 
in this Chamber, m the person of my hon’ble friends Mr Baker and 
Mr Oldham, who have had sufficient experience to enable mo to refer to thorn 
I can give scores of instances of the practical use of the system that requires 
confirmation of the proceedings in Committees by the General Meeting 1 shall 
refer, however, to only two, and I choose them because oi the piesonce here 
of my hon’ble friends, the Member in charge of the Bill, and Mr Oldham 
The Hon’blo Mr BaW will remember the tramway question, how at tho instance 
of tho Chairman of tho time, an exceedingly impiovidenl arrangement hud been 
sanctioned by the Geneial Committee, and how my hon’blo fnond was one ot the 
strongest supporters of the Commissioner who moved that the resolution of the 
General Committee should not be confirmed Tho Chairman bad not a woid 
to say in support of his own motion when the position was explained, and the 
amendment was carried with his acquiescence Theie can bo no gainsaying 
the fact that, by the action of the General Meeting, the Corporation and thi 
ratepa}ors escaped a most improvident airaugement, which ineludcd m 
its terms the taking over bv the Corporation after 21 years usir, tho 
property of the Tramway Company at the rate of 140 per c(nt of tho 
capital stated to be invested, irrespective of depreciation of tlie property and 
witliout any enquiry as to what sum in truth constituted the invested capi 
tal And further. Sir, as was later confirmed by tho highest legal opinion, 
the proposals could not have been supported in law And all the while the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Trades Association were intervening to support 
the proposals on behalf of a new Comoany that was going to work the Tram 
way Company’s business Tunung to tne Hon’ble Mr Oldham, I would ask 
him, on hiis part, to recall how a resolution which had been carried on his own 
motion m General Committee relating to Contract No 11 of the Suburban 
Drainage Scheme There were questions involved which the Acting kngineor, 
in the absence, on leave, of the Engineer, had referred to m a Note as beuig of 
the highest importance, on which the durcotions of the General Committee 
should be obtained These questions bad arisen owing to the unbusinesslike 
proceedings of the Engineer’s Department When the matter came up before 
the Geneial Committee, the Acting Engineer had |nven up charge and was not 
ID office, and it is not snrpnsing to me that the Note should not have been 
placed before the General Committee In General Meeting, the same Com 
musiuner who had obtained a icference back on the tramway question, 
pouited out that matenul considerations had not been before tho Geneial 
Committee 'Ihe Chimman who had been absent on leave when the question 
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Tras before the General Comnuttee, at once agreed with him and said that the 
matter must go back My bon’ble fnend need not hate said anything, 
because there was no opposition to the motion for a reference bactc, but he 
felt it to be incumbent upon himself to explain that he had moved his resolution 
in Committee under a complete misapprehension 1 hear on all sides that * You 
must admit ’ — that ‘ You cannot deny ’ — and other such expressions that there 
IS OTeat waste of tune in these meetings, because of the constant references 
ba^ of questions to Committees I deny that there are constant references 
back and I ask that when 96 and 97 pei cent of the work of Committee is 
passed without eyon discussion, is it nght to condemn, without knowledge, from 
preconceived potions, and without stopping to onquire whether there is not 
reason for references back in say 1 or 3 per cent of the matters that come 
before the General Meetings ? 

“ Wo hear much m condemnation of the proceedings of the Commissioners 
by persons who have never attended a meetmg of the Corporation and possibly 
know nothing of the businoss of pubbo bodies m this or in any other country 
Lot me invoke the testimony of a most highly competent critic, well versed m 
public affairs, whose expeiiences place him immeasurably above those who havo 
boon so ready to belittle the Corporation At one of our meetings in 1888, 1 
remember we were honoured with a visit from no less a personage than the 
Viceroy You, Sir, will see that, after all, 1 was not so very unfriendly in having 
wished that you had taken a personal part in the proceedings of the Munici 
pality Lord Dufform had been some time in India, and knew many of those 
who took part in the proceedmgs on that day There was a discussion 
on the budget— a more dry subject it would be hard to find to sit down 
and listen to I remember that before His Excellency left the meeting he 
wrote a note— I saw the writing and I am very sorry that it has not been 
preserved m the archives of the Corporation-^to be read to the Corporation 
1 am glad to say that his words have been preserved to us, for the Chair 
man, before the close of that day’s meeting, reaa the note out to the meeting 
and it forms a part of the records of our Corporation 1 will read from the 
proceedings of the day— 28th of March, 1888 — 

‘ The Chairman said that, before passing on to the fixing of the rates and taxes for the 
ensuing year which was the next item of bunness he wished to inform the Commissioners 
that Hu hxGoUenoy the V loeroy had noted the great pleasure ho had derived from having 
had an opportunity to be present at their proceedings To see so many persons of position 
and mteliigeuoe, representing os they do both the European and the Native element, devoting 
their tune and talents to the unprovoment of the town of Calcutta, was very satufaotory 

“ Lord Duffenn gives a rofutation to those detractors of the Municipality 
who speak of its membets as being men of no position, who represent none but 
themselves, more lawyers audcoirupt politicians, and 1 would draw attention to 
the ling of the words that follow because they seem to convey the strong 
impression that had been created in Lord Dufferm’s mmd — 

‘He must also add that he had been much struck by the orderly, ptaoticol, and dignified 
manner in which the busmess of the meeting had been oouduoted , his best sympathies and 
good wishes would always accompany the labours of the Municipal Counul and the welfare 
of those whose afifaira they administered ’ 

“ The object of the changes in the kw are, it is said, to induce the 
European Mercantile community to join the Corporation I have the fullest 
sympathy with the desire to obtain them as working members 1 hoy have 
the opportunity now, but they do not use it If they speak of waste of time 
in tbo Geneial Meetings, kt tliem learn that the woik of the administration is 
done m Committees, where speeches are not made, and where they can hold 
tl eir own, if they only will give the time that is required, and always will be 
required, whether the present Constitution is destroyed or not My hon’ble 
friends Mr Baker (ind Mr Oldham have been able to join the General Ohm 
mittee and attend rhgukity the representatives of the mercautile and trading 
commumty could dn the same, if only they would bb willing to give the tune 
that unavoidably must be required for the transaction of business This again 
is by no moans a new question Sir Stuart Hogg expressed his opimon 
during the legislation of 1876 that they could never be got to give their time 
to the work that they were birds of passage and not permanent rendents 
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of the aty, and as very busy they could not be expected to serve as 
active monbers of the Corporation Sir Henry Harnson, another Chairman, 
speaking after an expenenoe almost as long as that of Sir Stuart Hogg, boro 
^testimony to the same effisot There is no class of persons whom I veould wol 
come more cordially in the Corporation, and to secure whose services 1 would 
be more willmg to make sacrifices, if only I could think that they would be 
found to be useful and active members But 1 am convmced that it is hopeless 
to expect it It 18 a most important consideration that the working members 
should give continuous service for a senes of )ears We have Hindu Com 
missioners, whose homes are here, who have contmuously for 20 or 2 > years 
been active Commissioners 1 know no one amongst the loaders ot tho 
Corporation who has been for less than 10 years working regularly, and 1 may 
say unspanngly They give the utmost nssistanCo to the Chairman, the incum 
bent of which office is bemg constantly changed With Europeans, the exigon 
cies of their busmesses, the climate, absence from their home country, all will 
operate to cause very short spells of membership Individuals will think 
that if they have served one or two years, they have done their turn, and 
others should undergo the martyrdom that they have had to suffer ihe 
result will be that before they have served their appienticeship to become 
serviceable members, they will have left and the same process will bo repeated 
with each successive member Mr Risley falls foul of Sir Stuart Hogg 
for having suggested that the European community are birds of passu ge, and 
expresses amazement at the idea because forsooth, Europe ms are inteiested 
in their firms, and thoi^fiims continue to carry on business hero That is to 
say, a busmess man working here to day, will enter the Corpoiation because, 
after he has retired, his firm may or may not be cairymg on businoss lieie, and 
he may or may not continue to have an interest m it Wo must ret ognise that 
the work of the Corporation requires leisuio, and the high pics'<uie at which 
businesses must now be conducted, does not admit of leisuie bemg provided 
for those engaged m them, for service on the Municipality Again, the whole 
idea of a continuing interest is purely speculative, and the force of the reason 
asset tod has no force with me Ju the first place tho business firms, it is 
not even suggested, liave suffeiod from any maladministration of tho Mum 
cipality, and, in the second place, they contribute to the admimstration only an 
insignificant amount in their expenses, m the shape of aluensetax which is 
fixed and invanable They have successfully lesisted all attempts to levy octro% 
duty Only the other day, when the Building Commission confirmed all that the 
Corporation have long been saying without being credited, that tho whole of 
then revenue is requned for iheir ordinal y admimstratiun, that tho opening out 
of the congested parts of the city is of the first importance for its sanitary 
improvement, and invited the Chamber of Commerce, amongst other bodn s, to 
suggest sources from which money could be obtained for tho purpose The 
Chamber of Commerce declined to make a single suggestion, for tho obvious 
reason that whatever they might suggest one or other of the businesses earned 
on by their members would be touched The members of the vanous firms are 
concerned only for their personal comfort and convomonce while they icside 
h( re, and, circumstanced as they are they undeniably are only birds of possagt 
“ '1 hen Mr Risloy tells us that because they serve on the Port Trust, 
they will with equal readiness, if only the constitution is changed, servo on the 
Corporation I would point out that the two insUtutions cannot be placed in the 
same field foi the purposes of comparison Tho Port 1 rust deals with tho tiado 
of the port The members of the Board transacting the business of the 
Trust, are men connected with the trade of the port— imports, exports, 
shipping, traders, railways, manufacturers, together with whom, the rcpiesenta 
iives of the Government and the Mumeipality, give to the Board complete 
representation of all the interests concerned The woik is congenial to 
business men, and 1 suppose not one item out of 100 is not intelligible oi 
interesting, and generally business in which one or the othei of the firms to 
which the representatives belong, are in some way affected Many of tho 
members serve on the Board as part of the management of their own business 
concerns Tbeir intere8t,^while on the Port Trust, centies round their own 
businesses, in which their capital is invested. The busmess done m the Port 
Tnist meetings affects the busmess of the Port with which all are m touch 
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The operations of the Port Trust influence the cost of the business of the 
Port, and they are concerned to watch their own interests If economy is 
not practised, and close supervision, their own interests would suffer 

*‘ltistiue that fees are paid for attendance in the Port Trust The 
members are busmess men, and if money is offeied, they pocket it But fees 
do not mako the difference in thou acceptance of otlice The profits of thmr 
ouu businesses are involved in the operations of the Port Irust, and whether 
toes weie paid or not, there would be competitois for ofBce from among 
the same class who now send membeis It is now proposed to give fees 
for attendance at Committee meetings in the municipality Payment has 
never been made before It was pioposed in 1888, and the idea was very 
decisively rejected 1 think that it is a needless expondituie, and ought 
not to be incurred as a new d< partuio in the administration If the payment 
will make a difference in inaueing any person to join, 1 would regard 
him as not a desirable member in the Corporation, and 1 fear that the 
payment of ftes will lead to mischievous results 

“ There is the greatest difference in the work of the Municipality in contrast 
with that of the Poit Trust It is not of a congenial kind foi the class who 
join the Port Trust, and not one item of business out of 50 will interest 
them It deals in a largo measure with conditions of life which is stiange to 
them The Municipality has to do with the every day lives of the people 
of this country, but they are not in touch with them, and least of all with 
the pooiei classes for whom the present elected Commissioneis, who are 
natives of the country, have done so much They^ cannot show sympathy 
with classes of whoso wants, requiroments, and habits, they aie wholly ignorant 
In tho Port 1 rust they look alter not only their own u terests, but also of 
those of the mercantile public m general, with whom they are closely in touch 
And most important distinction of nil, thero will not be the same incentive 
to economise in the administration Since they will not feel extravagant 
expenditure in the Municipality personally or in their business firms, it will 
bo immatenal to them whethoi the latcs aio raised to 25 per cent , and wc 
know that the limit of endurance by tho poor is 19 J per cent In the Port 
Trust they would bo careful because the operations of that body affect their 
own businesses All this will mevitably leaa to Ihe Europeans becoming apa 
tlietic and in older to save themselves trouble, gladly leavmgthe woik, so much 
of which they do not undirstand, whether by their own inexperionce m the 
admiuistiation, or their want of knowledge of the cnaracter of the questions 
that may be under discussion, to be taken up by those whose interest may be 
to make themselves busy and useful I himly believe that we shall not have 
the admmistiatiou worked undei the influence of the European element, for 
whom such great sacrifices are being made, but its threads will fall mto the 
hands of a few, and perhaps ot an interested few The prospect of fees will 
make tho impecunious eager to serve on the Committees, and particularly the 
General Committee, which will be, as now, tho Finance Committee of the 
Corporation And the very fact that they are impecunious will be a help to 
them, because the tender hearted, for ihe sake of making a littlo provision for 
one or other of their importunate fnends, will support their candidature and 
vote for their election And it by no means is impossible that influential 
contiactois will mako efforts to obtain admission of fnends into the General 
Committee who, if successful in gaining admission, will represent tho interest 
of the contractors in tho Committee My contention is strengthened by the 
Govemmont of India, because I cannot be taken as vaguely protesting that 
these things are possible The Government of India puts forward as one of 
the grounds for legislation that there is ooiruption among the Commissioners 
Now when the Government solemnly make a statement of this nature, and 
base legislatim) upon it, we must take it that they have good grounds for it ” 

The Hon’ble the President said — “ I am sorry to interrupt the Hon’ble 
Member, but that is a matter which 1 must exclude from discussion to day ” 


Tho Hon’ble Mb Apcab said I, of course, bow to the ruling, and I 
would only explain tiiat the letter is mentioned in the motion before us and is 
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under lefotonoe to the Select Committic I merely refer to what I rely upon 
in my argument ” 

The Ilou’ble the President said I cannot allow that statement in the 
letter to be referred to ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Apcvr continued — “I bow to the ruling I will keep 
myself within the luling, and I will not rely on th( suggi si ion is one contained 
in the letter I avow it indt pcndcntly ot tho litter Wi must accept the 
possibility of such a condition ot things I do not say that it is possible only in 
Calcutta 1 he Manchester Polite hcandal, and othei scandals in vaiious Town 
Councils and MunicipaUtits in tho United Kingdom show that wo cannot 
expect Municipalities to be immacul ite And the smaller tho body we have, 
the moie real is the danger that we must piovidc against And when w( rtudl 
the defunct Mttiopohtan Boaid of Works of London, we cannot expect that all 
small bodies will be immaculate Onoofthe si nous defects in a small body 
18 that theio may be corrupt poisons in it, and if that di feet exists now, it will 
exist later on Wo have oui drfinco now against any suspicion of wrong 
doing 1 ho 70 Commissionois have lioen lefentd to as so many masters of the 
Executive It shows an uttei want of acquaint nu e with the subject for any 
suggestion of the kind to be made, foi no Conunissioiicr can givo any oidi r 
indmduilly But they may tiuthtully be i((,uded as tho tjis and eais ot 
the rate paj ers If there is a rumour of a suspnious tiansitition wlmh miy 
have escaped tho vigilance of the Committei, tho Commissioncisin the Ginoral 
Meeting come down ofi it like the leucoc} tes in tho Republic of the Body, 
and with their silent sensible sanitaiy vote, and cuie it 

“The Bill, Sir, was exjilained to us, when it was mtiodueed, ns bein„ 
on the model of tho Bombay Act If we are asked to ai copt the view that 
wo have, in this Bill, the Bombay constitution transphnted toC’akutta, I shall 
not express my opinion with sufficient emphasis il I say of the constitution 
pioposed for Calcutta, Diahhment change cn route' llie Bombiy Act gives a 
vmie, woikable constitutioii This Bill, it it boeomts law, will give a 
maimed thing, that will be found unwoikaolc and jirtgnant with hardship 
and mischief However, Sir, the Government of India have set before 
themselves the laudable purpose of giving an administration that ‘shall si cure 
the adequate representation of the vaiious groat intiiosts that have placed 
and still keep Calcutta in its present position in India and which shall be 
businesslike, efficient and free from sc andal and reproach ’ If I may say 
so, our requiioments cannot be bettei desciibcd, ana the luhabuants of this 
City aio indebted to the Government for a true appreciation of then it 
sponsibility in tho mattci of our mumcipal admimstiation Wo must be 
clear m the first place as to the various great interests that should be re 
presented, and in the next, we should recognise that adtquate ropieseiitation 
IS not the presentation of so many places to make up a ec'itain percentage 
with relation to the whole body of Commissioners 1 hero cannot, I take it, 
be any difference of opinion that, unless wo secure a sufficient number of really 
representative men, who will ^ places in tho commercial interests, those 
places will become so many wasted places, and m consequence the xery object 
for which they have been assigned to them would bo defeated Ihcie 
can be no doubt that it will not answer any good purjioso unless those returned 
are truly representative men, who will enlei the Corporation to serve tbe 
pubbe, and repiesent tho interests which they have been sent theie to re 
present, and for no other purpose Commercial interests, which are so mti 
mately bound up with my owm that I almost depend upon them, have placed 
Calcutta m its present forward state, and tho undomablo admission before us 
that Calcntta is not only in tbe front rank of places m India, but also keeps 
her place) sho^ws that these interests have hitherto not boon picjudiced by any 
maladministration of the town Among the many allegations that liave been 
tbrtfWn broadcast against tbe Corporation, 1 havo found no specific one 
that it 18 suggested has, in fact, caused lujuiy to the trading interests of this 
city I oball meet tho allegabons against the Commissioners that nndealic tho 
words 1 have quoted from the Government letter, and 1 am glad of tho oppor 
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tunity of allowing tliat they cannot stand tho test of examination, far less can 
they then be taken to have been hurtful to the trade of the poit 

“The Goveinment ut India lays stress on the nooessity of the administra 
tion being busmeisslike Ihe uigent necessity of tins quality no one has 
insisted upon with gi enter emphasis than I It has been my constant cry as my 
Ilon’ble hicnils Mr Baker and Mr Oldham will remember, that wo weie not 
busim '«shk( , but it is through no fault of the Commissioners I will give an 
example of what I rofoi to ” 

1 he Hon’ble Mr Bakfr said — “ I nse to order There is no question at 
ill in 1 elation to tho past administration of the piesent Coiporation ” 

The Hon’blo the PBESiutST said The Coum il came to a conclusion on 
that point The question whether the ( orporxtion has or has not done its 
duty in the past is beyond the pale of the Council ” 

Tho Ilon’ble Mr Aicar said — “I wish to point out that the Government 
of India have indicated that the administiation is unbusinisslike, and I claimed 
to be entitled to show to what such chaises aie due ” 

1 he Ilon’ble the Prlsidlnt “ Proceed ” 

Tho Ilon’ble Mb Apcar continued — “Tne Tiamway Company had for 
nioic than five years complained of a nuisance, of the most offensive character, 
in i dram at then Kidderpoie Depot No attention wds paid to them The 
inattei became so serious that it attracted tlie attention of tho Government, and 
in Dicember of 1896, Mr Risley, tho becietary of tho Local Government in 
tho Municq al Department, wrote to tho Chairman of tho Corporation to draw 
the attention of tho Commissioneis to it, and called upon them to abate the 
nuisance Even a letter from tho Goveinment had not the eftcct desired In t 
December, 1897, tho District Magistrate, on the report of his Sanitary 
authoiity, wrote to thi eaten proceedings in tho Cumin il Court Then the 
Municipal Executive woke up Ihe Local Government authority in the 
person of the Commissioner of the Division, the b ngmetr, the Health Officer, 
and the Local Engineer of the Municipality met the Chairman at the spot 
The Engineer to tho Coiporation pioposidthat the new pumping machinery 
requiied for the drainage scheme under constiuction should be telegraphed for 
and obtained from Pngland without culling for tenders Tho proposal of 
tho subordinate in his department to utiliso a portable engine then in the 
Municipal Stoies, and make a short length of brick dram at a small cost, was 
pieferred, and the Engmeoi was directed to submit estimates without delay 
The Chairman again and again urgently called foi the estimates that were ordered, 
and up to the time when he went away on leave, in March following, they had not 
been submitted The new Chairman, shortly after entering upon office, at the 
dose of a meeting of the General Committee, when only a few members, myself 
among the number, were left, without duo notice, brought up the proposal that 
bad been rejected, without a word of information that the permanent m 
cumbent of Ins office had already given his decision in the matter, and without an 
inkling being given of the past history of the question, asked us to give the Engineer 
a free hand, to enable him to telegraph to England to purchase the pumping 
engine at tlie < 0 Bt of Ks 60,000 This would have involved a large portion 
of the drainage under construction boing taken over prematurely, which, m 
the existmg circumstances which 1 do not wish to enter mto here, would have 
been a vorv undesirable proceeding The Chairman contmued to press for the 
sanction unlit formal objection was taken on the ground of want of notice, 
when he withdrew his proposal, undertaking to bring it up again, with due notice, 
m the following week Although ho bad represented the matter to be of the 
most urgent character, and although 1 personally reminded him of it on more 
than one occasion, the subject was never again brought up Now, this is a 
matter about which the aggrieved persons would naturally speak of as being a 

E neglect on the part of the Commissioners When the Secretary to the 
Government wrote officially to draw the attention of the Oommusioners 
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to the nmsanoe, he naturally would be under the impression that the Comiuission 
era had been made acquainted with his letter and had been neglectful When the 
District Magistrate threatened prosecution, he would naturally thmk that it was 
the Commissioners who liad been stiired into action by leason of his threat The 
%utli IS that, from first to last, the Commissioners wcie kept wholly ignorant of 
the subject 1 was led to enquu-e into the matter by quilo a chance ciicum 
stance, and then the whole of the facts were elicited It seems an incredible 
storj , but I embodied the facts in a Note which was placed foimally before the 
General Committee, when the Commissioners reccivod intimation ot the mattei 
for the first time, and not a single statement of fact could bo denied In Febru 
ary last 1 wont down to the spot and found it still a foul nuisance Nothing had, 
up to that date been done, although, more than a year before, the Chairman 
had issued 8po( ific ordcis in the matter Is it sui prising that the Complaints 
Committee was instituted when we have proceedings such as these occurring 
Now it IS bad enough that the Engineor should have neglected to cany out the 
Chairman’s oiders It is bad enough that immediately the permanent incumbent 
goes away on Ipave his hmm tenms should endeavour to entirely reverse bis 
oidcrs, it IS bad enough that a Chairman endoavouis to get a sanction for such 
large expeudituio in so it regular a manner, it is bad enough that oven the com 
plaint of tlu Local Government should bo unheodod and that the Com 
misbioncrs should be kept in absolute ignorance of it }3ut worst of all is what 
we suffer so mwh from, that the Engineer should disiogard the Chairman and 
dale to act as ho did m this matter, and that he should be allowed to do so 
with impunity We are blamed for mterfenng with the Executive where is the 
interference heie ^ VV^e*are blamed for hampeimgtho Chau man with Com 
mittoes and in other ways in what have wo been m fault in this question ? 
You may regaid this as a solitary instance, I can give you others Wo know 
how the public attention has been drawn to the Town Uall, and how much 
blame has been thiown upon the Commissioners What aro the facts ’ ^ 

The llon’blc Mu Bakeb said — “ The Hon’ble Member is making an attack 
on the Executive ” 


The llon’blo Mb Aicab said — “It has been ruled that I can do so 
I have given one illustration, and I wish to show that it is by no means an 
plated instance ” 


\The Hon’ble the Pblsident said — “We have had one illustration, and 
I thmk that is suflicient ” 

'The Hon’ble Mb Aicab said -—“1 wish it to be understood that I am 
prepared to give other instances If it is accepted that tbe instance I have 
given 18 only one instance out of many, 1 have no desire to take the tioublo of 
quoting others, or to occupy the time of the Council further I am content 
TO leave the point on that footing With the ruhngs fiom the Chair in respect 
of the letter of the Government, I am embarassod as to how 1 should proceed 
I have no wisli to contravene any order, and if I may ask it, I would enquire 
whether I may refer to an expression of Sir Henry Harrison that the Commis 
sioners were lacking m driving or motive power, which has been quoted by the 
Government of India as an opinion whicn is relied upon by the Local Govern 
ment to show the necessity of an influx of Europeans ’’ 


The Hon’ble the Pbesident said — “ Proceed ” 

The Hon’ble Mb Apcab said —“I am glad of the opportunities of referring 
to this point now Tbe quotation is on isolated extract from a speerh which, if 
read in its entirety, would be found not to beat out the view in support of which 
it IS quoted But it wJl sufiice if I answer by showing that, as a matter of fact, 
Sir Henry Hamson in the very speech that u quoted from, opposed t’le proposal 
of making the proportions of tbe bodies of Commissioners equal, by reducing the 
number of elected Commissioners, and increasing that of the nominated CHorn 
missioners, and the debate on the two amendments being taken together, he also 
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opposed the proposal to mcreaso the number of oleoted Oomimsyionera to three 
fourths, and decrease that of the nominated to one fouith It is obrious, in 
such circumstances, that a carefully selected sentence might niulead He 
supported in the Fame speech the proportion that then was existing, vrluoh was 
the view of the Government, and wascained, that is, to the proportion of two 
thirds elected to one third nominated which the Government now wish to change 
If Sir Heniy Uariison desired to have more nominited Commissioners, in other 
words the o])poitunity of having more Furopcins in tlio Corpoiation, he would 
have supported the amendment foi equal piopoitions which ht declined to do 
The whole mischief in the piesont pioccedings is that they aie being con 
ducted by those uho are ignoiant of the past history of the questions that are 
raised 1 o mo, it is very appaiont that bu Hemy Ilanison had the question 
of the road now n imcd after him and called Hariison Eoad, in his mind He 
had made the qmstion his own and pitssod it with gieat urgenci His 
opinion was that owing to the betterment clauses, the whole cost of the pro 
ject would be r 01 Died Some of the leading Hindu Commissioners were of 
opinion that his estimate was an impossible one Tlio net cost in the result 
proved to be neatly 28 lakhs Now, when a piojoct is recommended by its 
protnotei os one the cost oi which would be m/, and the cost is found to 
amount to comparatively such an enormous sum, it must bo admitted that 
the opposition was not without reison An isolated plirasc used m 188$ 

IS raked up as a ground for a change to day Has there been any enquiry to 
show whether the idea, even if true in yeais past is true now, and even if the 
meaning of the words is that which is now atti mpted to bo put upon it ^ It 
any enqmiy weie ln^tltuted, it would bo found that tlio Commissioners have by 
no means been lacking in imtiative it would be shewn whether wc have seen 
any project from the Chairman since Sir Henry Harrison loft us, md to take one 
instant c onl} , how I have had to struggle foi 0 ye irs against the stolid opposi 
tion of a Chau man against me before sanction was gained for the constiuetion 
of a road that cased the overcrowded tiafhc of Rusaa Road, gave a convenient 
appro leh to Kahgh^t and 611ed up 18 or 19 hi^hlj insanitary tanks, and I 
would also mention that with reference to loads which tho Building Commission 
rocommendod to open out the congested quarteis of the town, I earned a 
motion unanimously, asking tho Government to commence action by taking 
steps to considci the ahgmncnts of tho roads, tho cost ol them, and how the 
money for them should be obtained A lettci was wntten by tho Corporation 
in May last year Up to to day not oven an acknowledgment oi tho letter has 
been received fio n the Government 

“ Sir, m my opinion, the < ontrovorsy hinges on tho question whether 
the general body shall liold m then hands, for exercise duoctly or indirectly, 
the authoiity to control the general administration of the Mumeipahty, acting 
openly, and with full rcspousibility 1 his is tho system of municipal govern 
mont that prevails in civili/ed countiies, and was extended to Calcutta 16 yearft»* 
ago Tlueo and twenty yeais ago the elective system was introduced, after an 
open enquiry at which Counsel were heard, and in view of the mixed commum 
ties in Calcutta, among whom it was thought that tho Hindus must be m a 
peimanent majouty at the jiolls, a constitution on the principle of election and 
of rcpiesontation by nomination was establishi d in tho proportions (if two tiiirds 
to one third, and this constitution was re enacted on the progressive lines, m the 
Act of 1888, which it is the object of the present Bill to repeal The proceed 
mgs of 1876 and those of 1888 were severally in charge of Sir Stuart Hogg 
and Sir Henry Hanison, who had respf etively been the Chairmen of the Oorpo 
ration for nine and eight years In tho miorval before 1888 there had been a 
suggestion to alter tho constitution, but the Government set their face against 
any such idea Sir Henry Cunmagham, wlio in 1884 led the agitation on 
samtary qutshons that resulted in the Beverly Commission, of which we have 
hoard so much during these proceedings, who had founded tho Health Society 
which 1 have belem mentioned, and had also led the agitation which resulted 
in the amalgamate of the suburbs with the town area, ventilated the idea of a 
Municipal Board of Control on the hnes of the Port Trust, but on re consideia 
tioik he abandoned it The reception that he met with at the hands ol Sir &vers 
Ihompson, who was Lieutenant Governor at the time, was such that he even
